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IF YOU SMOKE, DON’T DIVE 


Dow deep, most smokers realize they 
shouldn't smoke, but they find it very 
difficult to quit. Many rationalize, thinking 
they can always quit if their smoking 
Causes any medical problems. When 
you're young and healthy, lung cancer 
and heart disease seem to be a long way 
off. These are the diseases of old age, 
and maybe you'll quit smoking when you 
reach 40. Until then, maybe you can get 
by with a few more days, weeks or years 
of smoking. 

There is no choice for the diver. He or 
she should quit smoking right now—or 
consider giving up diving. The hazards 
confronting a. smoking diver are much 
more immediate and potentially more le- 
thal. Mixing smoking with diving is just 
about as risky as drinking alcohol and fly- 
ing a plane. Among the dangers that can 
be induced by smoking are such physio- 
logical problems as: involuntary hyper- 
ventilation, overexhaustion, lung over- 
pressure and maybe even air embolism. 
The scariest part of this is that it happens 
inside the body: You can’t see it and you 
probably won't realize what’s happening 
until it’s too late. 

Every diver who has ever gone through 
a basic scuba class knows what a tre- 
mendously important role the respiratory 
and circulatory systems of the body play 
in diving. The heart and lungs are some 
of the most important organs in a diver’s 
body and they are linked together with 
the rest of the muscles and tissues by the 
circulatory system. The blood that 
courses through your veins and arteries 
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is the key mechanism for life, for this is 
the delivery vehicle for transporting that 
life-giving supply of oxygen to big mus- 
cles in the legs, thighs and arms. Like mi- 
croscopic boxcars, the hemoglobin in the 
bloodstream picks up fresh oxygen at the 
lungs and distributes it to the hardwork- 
ing muscles. On the return trip, it brings 
back carbon dioxide. A new scuba stu- 
dent devotes many pool and ocean train- 
ing sessions to improving the physical fit- 
ness of his/her heart and lungs so there 
is a more efficient delivery of oxygen-lad- 
en blood. A diver with a weak circulatory 
system is in trouble. 

Smoking robs your body of much- 
needed, life-giving oxygen and thereby 
starves your muscles and tissues, Ccaus- 
ing severely reduced performance. 
Heavy smoking can cancel all the bene- 
fits a person would normally receive from 
daily exercise, swimming and physical fit- 
ness training. Research performed by 
respiratory physiologists indicates a 
smoker’s circulatory functions are often 
decreased by 15 to 18 percent. It is this 
deprivation of oxygen that not only re- 
duces the diver’s strength and stamina, 
but can also lead to overexertion, invol- 
untary hyperventilation and possibly un- 
consciousness. A smoking diver is a set- 
up for an underwater accident, for you 
have all the ingredients needed for a 
classic case of panic. 

How does this happen? The culprit is 
a nasty character called carbon monox- 
ide. The combustion or burning of an or- 
ganic material, such as tobacco, pro- 
duces carbon monoxide in surprising 
amounts. It is the same lethal gas found 
in automobile engine exhaust and can 
produce unconsciousness and death. Air 
pollution standards indicate it is danger- 
ous to breathe air containing a carbon 
monoxide level higher than 100 parts per 
million, and air purity standards for scuba 
diving indicate that anything more than 
ten parts per million is dangerous. Yet, 
cigarette smoke can produce an incred- 
ibly high carbon monoxide level of 
42,000 parts per million. Normal walking 
or sitting might not reveal any problems 
with this increased carbon monoxide up- 
take, but it could prove devastating while 
swimming at depth. 

What does carbon monoxide do to 
your body? It is a well-known medical 
fact that hemoglobin has a tremendously 
high affinity for carbon monoxide—210 
times greater than its attraction for oxy- 
gen. Once carbon monoxide has entered 
the lungs and passed through the walls of 
the alveoli, it bonds itself with the hemo- 


globin in the bloodstream, much like iron 
fillings stuck to a strong magnet. Once 
hemoglobin is loaded with carbon mon- 
oxide, there is no place for oxygen and 
the blood’s capacity for carrying it be- 
comes severely reduced. It takes more 
blood and a harder-pumping heart to 
overcome the effects of smoking. This 
condition generally goes unnoticed until 
the diver begins swimming hard at depth, 
thus causing his large leg and thigh mus- 
cles to work at peak capacity. Because of 
the reduced amount of oxygen flowing 
through the blood, the muscles tire quick- 
ly and the diver begins to huff and puff. 
He or she then nears panic as his/her 
lungs desperately try to force more oxy- 
gen through arteries loaded with carbon 
monoxide. Oxygen deprivation at depth 
can be one of the most serious problems 
facing a diver. 

To complicate matters, we find that ef- 
fects of carbon monoxide absorption are 
surprisingly long lasting. It takes the body 
six hours to reduce the level of carbon 
monoxide by 50 percent, and traces of 
this contaminant can remain for 24 hours 
or more. If divers want to completely 
purge their bodies of carbon monoxide 
for a dive trip, they should not take a puff 
for at least two days prior to the event, 
and abstain from smoking until six hours 
after the dive, so that decompression 
functions can go on unhampered. 

If this isn’t enough to convince you to 
quit, let's consider still another serious 
hazard linked to smoking. Apparently the 
nicotine and tar substances in tobacco 
smoke are potent irritants to the respira- 
tory tract and sensitive lung tissue. Heavy 
smokers often awaken with a morning 
cough and spit up sizeable quantities of 
mucus. This should be an obvious clue. 
It has been discovered that smokers of- 
ten develop small airway obstructions fol- 
lowing minor respiratory infections such 
as the common cold. These obstructions 
or plugged-up passageways can often 
last for more than a month after the out- 
ward symptoms of the cold have passed. 
such obstructions within the fragile tissue 
of the lungs can pose a lethal hazard to 
the scuba diver during ascent from 
depth. Should the air passage become 
clogged with mucus or collapse from 
pressure buildup, an air embolism could 
easily result. 

Considering the volume of evidence 
presented by medical researchers, It 
would appear that divers have little 
choice in the matter. If a person wishes 
to pursue the sport of diving, he or she 
should consider giving up smoking. >t

his column is a Summary of answers 

to letters | have received over the 
past few months. The letters are an- 
swered personally, but the information 
about these various problems is worth- 
while for others as well. We are always 
open to questions and criticism. 


GLAUCOMA 

There is little information about diving 
with glaucoma. Most people with this 
‘problem don’t dive, but not because of 
the disease. As far as | know, there is 
no reason to relate glaucoma to diving. 
With the many advances in ophthalmol- 
ogy made today, you should make an 
effort to keep up with newer treatments 
to be sure that all possible therapy is 
being provided. There appears to be no 
contraindication to diving. 


EAR SURGERY 

| have asked the opinion of several 
otolaryngologists about diving after ear 
surgery for otosclerosis. These are ENT 
specialists who are trained in diving 
medicine and who perform the opera- 
tion themselves. They continue to ad- 
vise their patients not to dive after the 
surgery. Their concern is for the person 
who gets an ear squeeze, where there 
is an abnormal displacement of the ear- 
drum from a pressure imbalance. In that 
case, the artificial bones inserted in this 
operation could damage the ear, which 
would then require another operation. 

If you can be careful to avoid ear 
squeeze, there is a low likelihood of a 
problem. Because of this concern how- 
ever, | will stick to the advice of my con- 
sultants and not recommend diving. 


DIVING AFTER A STROKE 

Programs to teach the handicapped 
to dive are especially rewarding for scu- 
ba instructors. | have been impressed 
with these programs and see a growing 
trend in this area. 

There are several concerns regarding 
stroke patients. First, many are older in- 
dividuals who have other diseases such 
as hypertension, heart disease and dis- 
ease of blood vessels in the legs, for 
example. These patients may have diffi- 
culty because of heart limitations, or be- 
cause of poor circulation to the feet ow- 
ing to blocked arteries. 
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The rare young per- 
son with a stroke, who 
has no other associat- 
ed disease, would be 
an excellent candi- 
date, but such individ- 
uals are uncommon. 
The older patients may 
have difficulty performing the exercise 
needed in the training program. 

When planning a handicapped scuba 
program you should get together with a 
rehabilitation doctor, discuss the course 
requirements for physical activity and 
let the doctor decide who can take it. 


KIDNEY TRANSPLANTS 

A reader who had recently had a kid- 
ney transplant wrote me. He is appar- 
ently doing well on a minimum of medi- 
cation. The dose of prednisone is small 
and | am sure he can tolerate diving and 
other physical exertion moderately well. 

It is unlikely the person will develop a 
problem with bone necrosis owing to 
diving if he keeps his depths shallow, 
doesn't do dives requiring decompres- 
sion stops and avoids saturation diving. 

The problem at present, however, is 
not with the risk of bone necrosis from 
diving. The risk of this disease from use 
of steroids (prednisone) is higher in this 
case than the risk from diving. Commer- 
cial diving companies are unlikely to 
hire this person because of his medical 
history. Their medical standards usually 
will not tolerate chronic steroid use, or 
renal transplantation. Since most com- 
mercial diving companies require thor- 
ough physical exams before employ- 
ment, it is likely that someone with a kid- 
ney transplant would be rejected based 
on his medical history. 

If this person can find a diving com- 
pany that is willing to hire him, | suggest 
he only do dives shallower than 100 
feet, do not use staged decompression, 
and be very conservative in reporting 
symptoms of decompression sickness. 
It is important to treat suspected bends 
to avoid bone necrosis in the future. 


BONE NECROSIS 
As you know, there have been stud- 
ies of commercial divers with dysbaric 
osteonecrosis (bone necrosis). The 
studies indicate these divers—owing 









to exposure to 
very deep sat- 
uration dives; 
to grossly missed 
decompression; and, 
in some, early caisson ex- 
posures—are prone to bone necrosis. In 
surveys of Navy shallow air divers and 
in sport scuba divers, there has been no 
evidence of diving related dysbaric os- 
teonecrosis. In the rare cases of bone 
necrosis in these divers, one can find 
other causes such as steroid use, alco- 
holism or congenitally dislocated joints. 
We cannot implicate diving unless all 
other causes have been eliminated. 


To determine if sport scuba diving 
can Cause dysbaric osteonecrosis, we 
need a study of several thousand div- 
ers, with adequate control populations 
to be sure that the other causes can be 
eliminated. As far as | know, such a 
study has not been done. All of us in- 
volved in diving medicine would like to 
know the answer to this question. How- 
ever, until an adequate clinical study Is 
done, we Cannot consider sport scuba 
diving to be a cause of this disease. 


ULCERATIVE COLITIS 

Ulcerative colitis is not a contraindi- 
cation to diving as long as it is under 
good control, the patient is not severely 
anemic and does not have a fever. Any 
time there is a flareup, diving is out of 
the question because of the excess ex- 
ercise needed and the fact that one 
cannot exercise safely with a fever, 
Cramps, diarrhea or other symptoms 
that might occur. 

On the other hand, as long as the dis- 
ease Is well controlled, there should be 
no problem with diving. The two medi- 
cations azulfadine and prednisone, in 
the doses the writer mentioned, should 
cause no difficulty with diving. 


CROHN’S DISEASE 

| have seen no data that suggest any 
problems with diving if Crohn’s disease 
is under control. It would not be advis- 
able to dive when there is a fever or oth- 
er evidence that the disease is active, 
but when it is under control, there 

should be no problem with diving. 
Since we don’t know the exact cause

Ate folklore reveals that trolls lived 
in the mountains of Scandinavia.

According to legend, if you 
ever found a troll and rubbed its long 
silky hair, you would have seven days of 
good luck and a chance to discover a 
treasure trove. 

Mel Fisher, Barry Clifford, Burt Webber 
and Joe Amaral must have found a troll 
and rubbed the heck out its long silky 
hair. These famous treasure hunters had 
more than seven days of good luck, dis- 
covering gold and silver coins, silver 
bars, emerald-studded jewelry and all the 
goodies trolls hunt for in Scandinavia 
when they aren't dancing and playing. 

It appears that troll fever has struck 
other aspiring divers who are figuratively 
rubbing the heck out of the silken hair of 
the mischievous beings who inhabit 
caves and subterranean dwellings in for- 
mer lands of the Norsemen. Take diver 
Geoff Zitver for instance. He rubbed like 
heck and came up with a four reale silver 
coin from the Spanish galleon E/ Enfante, 
sunk off the Florida Keys in 1733. 

Divers Debbie Smith, Phil Steel and 
John Brandon rubbed the troll’s hair and 
now they're rubbing, polishing and pre- 
serving a stunning wood carving from the 
bow of the San Roman, a Spanish galle- 
on sunk off Vero Beach, Florida in 1715. 
The unusual decoration, embellished by 
hand-carved branches and leaves from 
an exotic berry tree, broke off from the 
ship's bow and was buried under five feet 
of sand and mud for 270 years. 

Treasure hopeful Tom Ervin will be 
searching for the remains of the Peacock, 
a vessel purportedly captured by the no- 
torious pirate Jose Gaspar. The ship and 
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its treasure went down in 1818 off Flori- 
da’s gulf coast. Chuck Kenworthy 
launches a quest south of Melbourne, 
Florida for the Ubilla Almiranta, a Spanish 
prize with $300 million in treasure aboard 
when she sank in 1715. 

Marty Meylach, author, pioneer, entre- 
preneur and throwback to the days of Art 
McKee, is in the limelight again after a 
five year hiatus owing to the death of his 
wife. Meylach, who has stroked the silken 
hair of the troll as often—if not more—than 
Mel Fisher, sets up treasure exhibits 
throughout the country. He is presently 
biding his time until an expedition is outtfit- 
ted to seek a heavily-laden treasure 
wreck in international waters. 

Jack Haskins, Islamorada, Florida says 
he doesn’t care if the troll leads him to a 
treasure ship or not. He just wants a ves- 
sel nobody else has ever visited. He 
found exactly that recently—a virgin 
wreck from the late 1800s—that keeps 
him awake at night wondering what he'll 
uncover on it next. He may be in for some 
pleasant surprises as the summer diving 
season commences. 

Haskins captures the true spirit and in- 
spiration of the salvor. “‘It starts with an 
idea—a spark if you will,’’ Haskins says, 
“and it grows to dedication and then you 
seek fruition of that idea. It is the embodi- 
ment of free enterprise and the right to 
seek your dream. It’s the anticipation, the 
quest and, hopefully, the discovery—all 
part of life's adventure.’’ 

Haskins and others say it can be frus- 
trating, dangerous, disheartening and ex- 
pensive, but if you give it a good shot, 
that’s all that counts. The summer season 
beckons and for many of you, the silken 
hair of the troll must be stroked. May all 
who stroke it fulfill their hearts’ desires 





and find a big pot of gold at the end of the 
rainDbow—or at least get their money's 
worth: seven days of good luck from the 
legendary little fellows. 


BOYER BOOKS

books that have been difficult to obtain: 





True Tales of the Great Lakes and Ghost 
Ships of the Great Lakes, both by Dwight 
Boyer. Known for his painstaking re- 
search, Boyer scanned thousands of old 
newspaper clippings and shipping jour- 
nals, reviewed shipping companies’ re- 
ports and collected hundreds of letters 
from relatives of lost crew members and 
skippers. The results are authentic stories 
of heroism, disaster, sacrifice and mys- 
tery on America’s inland seas.

Answers: U/W Adaptations 


1. C. Visual reference. Out of the wa- 
ter we rely upon the organ of balance 
in Our ears to maintain equilibrium. We 
also receive feedback from propriosen- 
sors—pressure sensors—in the body. 
Visual reference also aids us. Under- 
water, however, the first two means 
are very much negated, so we must re- 
ly on visual reference, which explains 
why disorientation can occur easily. 


2. D. False at all times. The lower 
portion of the lungs is exposed to 
greater pressure than the upper por- 
tion. The lungs can only be inflated to 
about 85 percent of their normal vol- 
ume because of this pressure. Note 
that more efficient breathing is possible 
when in a horizontal position than 
when in a vertical position. 


3. B. False. One of the greatest adap- 
tations we must make to become safe 
divers is to learn how to breathe in and 
under the water. Breathing while diving 
requires a conscious effort. A diver 
needs to inhale and exhale more fully 
than normal and control the rate of 
respiration. 


4. D. A and B, but not C. When we 
enter the water, heat loss causes 
blood to be shunted from the extremi- 
ties to the trunk of the body. The in- 
creased volume of blood in the torso 
passes through the kidneys more fre- 
quently, producing more urine. The ef- 
fort, although small, required to draw 
air from a regulator also has a diuretic 
effect. 


5. A. True. Refraction causes objects 
to appear larger and closer underwater 
and most divers learn to compensate 
for this. The compensation may contin- 
ue for a short time following a dive. 
Have you ever surfaced at the end of a 
dive, observed your boat a long way 
off and then been surprised to find 
how quickly you were able to reach it? 
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6. D. All of the above are true. 
Blood pressure does increase under- 
water, which is why those with prob- 
lems in this area should not dive. Cir- 
culation to the brain decreases by as 
much as 13 percent. Shunting of blood 
from the extremities was addressed in 
the answer to question No. 4. We 
make significant circulatory adaptations 
when diving, hence the good health re- 
quirement. 


7. B. False. There are changes in the 
rhythm of the heart when diving and 
these are not fully understood. Cold 
water, workload, partial pressures, 
equalization and more all affect our 
hearts underwater. These effects are 
not harmful to a normal, healthy heart, 
but can pose danger for those with 
heart problems. A regular physical ex- 
am for diving is a good idea. 


8. D. All of the above. We must 
adapt the way we move when we be- 
come divers. The increased viscosity of 
water over air presents a resistance 
with which we must cope. Rapid, jerky 
movements and fast swimming are 
signs of inexperience, which lead to ex- 
haustion, rapid depletion of the air sup- 
ply and injury. 


9. D. All of the above are true. See 
answer No. 4. We remove fluid from 
the blood through urination. We also 
reduce body fluid levels by moisturizing 
the dry air we breathe. Even though we 
may not get bent, blood thickening can 
occur as the body reacts to bubble for- 
mation. Conservative diving and fre- 
quent ingestion of fluids are recom- 
mended to cope with this problem. 


10. B. True for nearly all divers. It is 
well known that the Japanese Ama div- 
ers have developed a tolerance to cold 
and we can, too, although not to the 
same extent. Frequent diving in cold 
water does lead to reduced tissue ther- 
mal conductance. We can also learn to 
control our activity level to reduce heat 
loss that occurs through respiration. 


11. C is false. The ability to tolerate 
the effects of narcosis does improve 
somewhat as experience is gained, but 
susceptibility to it is not always the 
same. Be aware also that some people 
have no symptoms from narcosis even 
though they are still affected the same 
as someone who feels its effects. Part 
of the adaptation we must make is to 
learn our limitations and dive well with- 
in them. 


12. D. All of the above. Divers 
should always wear gloves, even 
though they reduce manual dexterity. 
The hands are the most difficult area 
of the body to keep warm and the ef- 
fects of cold reduce strength and tac- 
tile sense. Studies of manual dexterity 
at depths where narcosis is a factor 
show marked degradation. We learn | 
quickly that fine manipulations under- 
water should be avoided. 


13. A. A headache. Too many divers 
complain of headaches. If they adapted 
correctly to the environment, these 
could be avoided. Proper insulation of 
the head and face in cold water can 
prevent headaches, as can proper 
breathing habits. Good divers know 
that high levels of carbon dioxide lead 
to headaches, so breathe properly. A 
headache should not be dismissed as 
a minor symptom. Look for other signs 
that might indicate decompression sick- 
ness. 


14. C. False. While the weightless- 
ness experienced underwater is used 
to simulate that of space, the effects of 
gravity are still present and there are 
effects owing to pressure differentials. 
For example, gravity increases blood 
pressure when in a head-down posi- 
tion. This makes equalization more dif- 
ficult. It also leads to the swallowing of 
air. 


15. D. All of the above. The ability to 
work underwater can be as little as 15 
percent of above water capability. Men- 
tal capacity and reaction time are re- 
duced by narcosis, even at seemingly 
shallow depths. Equipment restricts 
body mobility severely. We know that 
the source direction of a sound cannot 
be determined. There are many, many 
adaptations we need to make. 


While it may seem a wonder that people can dive at all, it is comforting 
to know that millions are able to make the adaptations required. Armed 
with good health, knowledge, good equipment, training and experience, 
we can Safely visit the underwater world.

Blackfis 


he blackfish (Tautoga onitis) 
or tautog as it is also Known, 
inhabits the northeastern 
section of the United States, 
ranging from Nova Scotia 
south to South Carolina, but 
it is most common south of 
Cape Cod to Delaware. It can reach a 
length of about three feet and a weight of 
22 pounds. The fishes’ favorite haunts 
are along rocky shorelines, jetties, near 
wrecks and piers, where they share their 
territories with the cunner (bergall). Here 
they feast on a wide variety of inverte- 
brate life such as mussels, barnacles and 
crabs. Their coloration is brown, black or 
greenish black on the upper portion of 
their bodies with a belly that is on the pale 
side. Except for some of the larger adults, 
they have irregular shaped, blackish 
blotches or bars on their sides. 


THE HUNT 
Suited up, the spearfisherman slips 
over the side and flips effortlessly to the 
anchor line and begins a descent to the 


BLACKFISH FILLETING AND 


PREPARATION 

Use a sharp knife to behead the fish 
and a pair of pliers to remove the skin. 
Make a lengthwise cut along the top and 
bottom edges of the fish. Find the rib 
Cage and cut around it, making one more 
cut along the backbone to remove the 
fillets.

FRENCH FRIED BLACKFISH

enough shortening to make a % inch 
thick layer when melted; heat to sizzling. 
Place the coated fish in the pan and 
cook for three minutes or until nicely 
browned on the underside. Cover the 
pan and remove the pan from the heat, 
allowing the fish to cook in its own steam 
for two minutes. Remove the cover, turn 
the fish and return to the heat. Allow the 
fish to cook for three minutes longer. 
Fish thicker than % inch may require 
longer cooking. 


OVEN-FRIED BLACKFISH 
(serves five) 

1% tsp. salt 
% tsp. basil 
1 C dry bread crumbs 
% C dry sauterne 
% tsp. pepper 
1 C milk or cream 
2 lbs. blackfish fillets 
% C melted butter 

Stir salt, pepper and basil into the milk 
or cream. Dip the fillets into the sea- 
soned milk and coat with the bread 
crumbs. Place in a shallow baking pan 
and pour 1/3 cup of melted butter over 
them. Sprinkle with ripe olives, a pinch of 
rosemary and pour in the sauterne. Bake 
at 375°F for 25 minutes. Serve with mint, 
tarragon, dill or parsley. 
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wreck 80 feet below. Reaching the bot- 
tom a few short minutes later, the diver is 
met with the first of many handicaps, visi- 
bility; today ten feet, and a murky ten, at 
that. Settling onto the bottom, the diver 
adjusts his weightbelt, loads his gun, and 
begins the hunt. 

One must study blackfish habits to reg- 
ularly get more than a lucky shot. They 
are shy and make a hasty exit as divers 
approach. They like to frequent holes in 
wrecks, swim around raised structures, 
scoot around the bows and sterns of 
shipwrecks and cruise among openings 
in the rocks.

Wis an article on a pneumatic spear- 
gun—me? The reason | gave up 
spearfishing years ago was that my bud- 
dies tended to become hysterical watch- 
ing me. And now, I'd been asked to do an 
article on the Technisub Mini-Ranger. 

As its name implies, this is the smallest 
gun in the Ranger line. Just 162 inches 
long, it comes with a holster you can 
strap on your thigh. 

Before removing the Mini-Ranger from 
its plastic bag, | looked up George Coz- 
en’s article on pneumatic guns in the 
September 1979 SKIN DIVER. According 
to George, these guns have several ad- 
vantages over rubber band guns. For in- 
stance, since their source of power is 
compressed air, there are no rubber 
bands and accompanying hardware to 
break, lose elasticity or rust. Pneumatic 
guns are considered to be more accurate 
than their rubber powered counterparts 
and their triggers, smoother acting. In 
tests conducted by one manufacturer, 
pneumatic guns were found to have 30 
percent more penetrating power than 
comparable rubber band guns. George's 
article also pointed out that pneumatic 
guns are made of non-corroding, space- 
age plastics and stainless steel. 

Using the diagram and instructions that 
came with the Mini-Ranger, | assembled 
the 16 inch long stainless steel spear 
shaft and learned how loading was 
accomplished. This was all very easy, but 
still, the open water testing was not 
something to which | looked forward, be- 
cause of my previous experiences. 

santa Monica Blue Fin, George Wil- 
llams, showed me what to do with the 
shock cord, the one part of the diagram 
that wasn't entirely clear. Then, | was 
ready to go. 
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Underwater, the Mini-Ranger was very 
easy to load—much easier than the rub- 
ber band guns | had tried years ago. 
Placing the loading tool on top of the dou- 
ble barb spearpoint, | pushed the shaft in- 
to the gun with one hand. For practice, | 
aimed and fired at bull kelp several times. 
The anatomically designed handgrip was 
easy to hold on to. The safety was easy

to operate and stayed in place when it 
was supposed to. The trigger fired 
smoothly and the shaft traveled about 
four feet before running out of momen- 
tum. The gun was very accurate. 

The moment of truth had come. | was 
going to have to quit procrastinating and 
actually shoot something. Rockfish lying 
in crevices seemed too easy. Sheephead 





were also too easy. Finally, a bass about 
12 inches long positioned itself right in 
front of the Mini-Ranger, making a target 
that was impossible to resist. | took care- 
ful aim and fired. It was a perfect shot. 
Was anyone watching? Of course not! 

Pneumatic guns come ready to use. 
They need pressurization only once eve- 
ry year or two and this is accomplished 
with the use of a hand pump similar to 
those used to inflate bicycle tires. The. 
pump comes with the gun. The power of 
the gun can also be increased by pump- 
ing. Technisub guns are shipped pressu- 
rized to 18 atmospheres. Each 100 
pumps adds 7 atmospheres. The Mini- 
Ranger would have about 30 percent 
more power, and the shaft would travel 
farther, pressurized to 25 atmospheres. 

Should you pressurize a gun to the 
point it is hard to load, air can be bled 
from it in much the same way you would 
bleed air from a tire. (This latter can even 
be done underwater.) 

The Mini-Ranger is imported from Italy 
by Aquacraft Il and sells for $121.95. It 
and its two larger counterparts are war- 
ranteed to be free from defects owing to 
material or worksmanship for one year. 
Aquacraft recommends the gun be re- 
turned to them for servicing once a year. 
When this is done after the first year the 
warranty is automatically extended for an 
additional year. Maintenance in between 
servicing iS easy—rinse thoroughly in 
fresh water and let dry. 

Write a pneumatic speargun article— 
me? It was fun using the Mini-Ranger and 
| got myself a seafood dinner besides. 
Hey, I'll bet | could get a big calico with 
the Ranger 60. And, with the Ranger 70, 
a huge lingcod wouldn't be out of the 
question!

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TITANIUM

Titanium is lighter, and yet tougher, than steel. The man’s model of the Heuer Titanium 
Sports Watch weighs only 2.5 ounces and is rated to a depth of 100 meters. 


f you are searching for something dis- 
Btinctive in a diving watch, Heuer’s new 
Titanium Collection may be just the ticket. 
This is a series of watches constructed of 
a space-age metal that is tougher than 
stainless steel, but less than half the 
weight. These watches can take the 
pounding of a commercial diving job, yet 
look sleek and sophisticated when worn 
at an evening dinner. Heuer designed the 
Titanium Collection specifically for diving 
professionals and sports people who 
need a double duty timepiece. 

These watches are constructed from 
pure titanium, a wonder metal 44 percent 
lighter than stainless steel alloys, yet just 
as tough. Mined in its pure state, titanium 


is the fourth most abundant metal on this 
planet. Until recently, the use of this metal 
was limited to aerospace and similar 
high-tech applications. 

Pure titanium melts at 3,035°F and is 
then forged into rough castings. The final 
form is accomplished by precision mill- 
ing. When heat treating is completed, the 
watch. case is super tough. It can with- 
stand heat of 1,000°F and has a yield 
strength of 40,000 to 85,000 psi. 

The most desirable property of pure ti- 
tanium is resistance to the corrosive ef- 
fects of saltwater, many acids, alkalies 
and other chemicals. It is also non-mag- 
netic, since titanium is a non-ferrous met- 
al. Those allergic to metal wrist bands will 


find this watch a welcome relief—titanium 
does not cause skin reactions. 

Heuer has incorporated this tough met- 
al into the watch case, bezel and wrist 
bracelet. The man’s model (#820.213) 
of the Titanium Sports Watch weighs ap- 
proximately 2.5 ounces. The smaller la- 
dy’s model weighs 1.5 ounces. The 
watches are light as a feather. The Titani- 
um Sports Watches are water tested and 
rated for a depth of 330 feet. 

Aside from being amazingly light- 
weight, the Titanium Sports Watch has 
the appearance of an ultra modern high- 
tech timepiece. Gun-metal gray in color, 
it has the silky luster of a brushed stain- 
less steel finish. The case and bezel have 
smooth, contoured corners and edges, 
giving the watch a pleasing sculpted and 
polished appearance. 

The case is ultra thin and the watch 
seems to hug the wrist. Owing to its light- 
ness and thin lines you hardly realize you 
are wearing it. 

The dial face has a mysterious black 
anthracite finish that complements the sil- 
very glow of the titanium. The hour posi- 
tions are marked by highly luminous triti- 
um symbols. The outer edge of these are 
gilded with 14 karat gold. 

The glow type of tritium material is in- 
laid into the hour hand, minute hand and 
sweep second hand. Each of the three 
pointers is marked differently and the dial 
face can be accurately read in the dark. 


‘The crystal is non-reflecting sapphire. 


Also on the dial face is a small date 
window at the three o'clock position, with 
finely engraved black numerals against a 
gold background. The watch is powered 
by a lithium battery and set by a 14 karat 
gold gilded stem winder that screws 
down tightly. 

The bezel is a professional ratchet type 
that rotates in only one direction (counter- 
clockwise), thus eliminating the chance 
of errors. Each click stop is precisely one 
minute. Made of pure titanium, the wrist 
bracelet is a handsome complement to 
this unusual watch. Each individual link is 
inlaid with 14 karat gold. 

The Titanium Collection is one of Heu- 
ers most distinctive offerings for 1986 
and will certainly separate the discrimi- 
nating shopper from the masses. The 
man’s Titanium Sports Watch retails for 
$1,380 while the lady’s version is $1,350. 
Obviously, this watch is not for everyone.

25 Tips That Will Keep Your Strobe Flashing

AC U/W strobe can be either a marvel- 
ous tool or a source of constant frus- 
tration if you don’t know how to maintain 
and use it. And, to help you keep your 
strobe flashing, here are 25 vital tips: 

1. Condition ni-cad batteries. Just 
because your new ni-cads (nickel-cad- 
miums) died halfway through your sec- 
ond roll of film doesn’t mean they or the 
strobe are defective. Ni-cads that are 
new or haven’t been used for several 
months can lose some of their ability to 
accept a charge. Simply using them 
eventually solves the problem, but you 
can condition ni-cads before a trip by 
charging and discharging (running them 
down) several times. 

Ni-cad C or AA cells can be dis- 
charged with a flashlight, cassette player, 
portable radio or your strobe. If you use 
a strobe, turn it (and any built-in aiming 
light) on for several hours, flashing occa- 
sionally. Place it by your TV set so you 
can watch it as you relax. When the ready 
light or aiming light dims, or recycle time 
increases, turn the strobe off. Let the bat- 
tery cool (if warm), then charge it. When 
charged for the fourth time—after three 
complete discharge cycles—ni-cads will 
be at peak efficiency. 

2. Use a timer or alarm clock. Oh 
darn, you put your ni-cads on charge and 
forgot about them! With fast-charging 
systems without automatic shutoffs, over- 
charging can damage ni-cads. If charg- 
ers get hot before the recommended 
charging time is up, unplug them and let 
them cool. With 16 hour chargers for AA 
and C cells, however, don’t worry. You 
can usually charge these cells indefinitely 
without damage. 

3. Replace the charging port plug. 
You've just slipped off the swimstep 
when you remember the charging port 
plug. You tread water frantically—holding 
your strobe above your head. This may 
sound silly, but Jim and many other un- 
derwater photographers have flooded 
strobes because they forgot to replace 
the plug after charging! 

4. Use alkaline cells. |f you use dis- 
posable flashlight cells, be sure the word 
alkaline is on them. Regular flashlight 
cells, even heavy duty and 1.5 V lithium 
cells, can’t handle the heavy current 
drain needed to recycle a strobe. At this 
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writing, Union Carbide’s new super- 
charged Energizer alkalines seem to give 
about 25 percent more flashes than their 
older Energizers. 

5. Form the capacitor. You've turned 
your new strobe on for the first time and 
the recycle time seems much too long. 
You're concerned, but don’t panic! If the 
strobe is new or hasn't been used for 
several months, the capacitor (the part 
that stores the electricity for the flash)

unseen, build up on battery and battery 
compartment contacts and impede the 
flow of electricity. Cleaning the contacts 
restores the flow of electricity. You may 
also be able to clean the battery contacts 
with a pencil eraser. Warning: Do not 
touch or clean the contacts of high-volt- 
age (300 and 510 volt) batteries. 

7. Break the circuit with tape. When 
traveling, the strobe’s off/on switch can 
be jostled to the on position (even if it had

may have temporarily lost some of its 
ability to recycle. 

Forming the capacitor (restoring its 
ability to take a charge) is easy—just let 
the strobe idle in the on position for about 
30 minutes. If you use alkalines, use an 
old set for the 30 minute idle. Then, install 
a new Set. By using the old set to form the 
capacitor, the new set will last longer. 
When you use the strobe to discharge ni- 
cads (see tip #1), you form the capacitor 
at the same time. 

6. Clean Battery Contacts. You've 
loaded your strobe with six freshly 
charged ni-cads, but it won't recycle. 
Don't panic! Remove the cells and wipe 
their ends with a rough cloth, then wipe 
the contacts within the battery cartridge 
and try again. Now the strobe will prob- 
ably recycle. 

Here’s what happened: Oxides, often 


been taped in the off position). When you 
unpack, the battery is dead. To prevent 
this with C and AA cells, simply place a 
piece of electrical tape over the end of 
one cell (or the contact of a ni-cad battery 
pack). This stops the flow of electricity if 
the switch is on. 

8. Install cells correctly. When insert- 
ing several ni-cad or alkaline cells in a 
battery pack, it’s easy to put one in back- 
ward. The strobe may recycle in spite of 
this, but the cells will die quickly. With a 
Nikon SB-102 and old-style battery pack, 
you can ruin the strobe. Also, don’t mix 
alkalines with ni-cads—the ni-cads could 
be damaged. 

9. Clean cord connections. Clean 
and lubricate cord and flash socket 
threads. Use a toothbrush or pencil eras- 
er to clean contacts. In humid climates, 
blow dampness from flash socket and

When detaching cords, use 
the cord and port caps to keep the con- 
tacts dry. When attaching cord connec- 
tions, use firm finger pressure only—don't 
overtighten them. 

10. Test flash the strobe. Test flash 
the strobe by triggering the camera shut- 
ter before loading film. If something is 
wrong, it’s best to know before color film 
is running through the camera. 

11. Test the TTL. Set the lens for 
wide-open and aim the camera and 
strobe at a light subject (Such as a white 
wall) about a foot away, then trigger the 
shutter. The TTL should reduce the inten- 
sity of the flash. If the strobe gives a full- 
power flash, the TTL isn’t working. Note: 
You should have either film or a piece of 
light paper under the pressure plate. If 
the TTL doesn’t function, blow the cord 
and flash contacts dry with a hair dryer 
(tip #9). 

12. Purchase an extra battery car- 
tridge. If your strobe uses a removable 
battery cartridge to hold ni-cad or alkaline 
cells, a second cartridge makes fast bat- 
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tery changes easy. You can pop in a new 
cartridge quickly rather than fumbling 
with individual cells. 

13. Tilt down when opening. With 
some strobes, such as the Nikon SB-103, 
the battery compartment lid can trap sea- 
water. When removing the lid, tilt the rear 
of the strobe down so this water doesn't 
run inside the battery compartment. 

14. Make a simple exposure chart.

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ever bent a paper clip back and forth until 
it broke, you understand why the wires 
and insulation inside a connector cord 
eventually break down. Therefore, avoid 
unnecessary flexing of the cords. Don't 
tug or yank on them and don’t put the 
strobe down so the cord is bent at a 
sharp angle. A damaged cord may test 
OK topside, but fail underwater when 
squeezed by sea pressure. 

17. Use down lines with discretion. 
If you tie your camera system to a line 
over the side of a boat, heed these warn- 
ings: First, make sure the brackets and 
fittings aren't stressed. If you attach the 
line to the strobe head, for example, it 
could detach from the camera and 
stretch the connector cord. Second, 
don’t use a line if the boat is pitching— 
even with a rubber shock absorber the 
system is stressed. Third, make sure the 


camera doesn’t bump bottom in shallow. 


water. Fourth, don’t forget to pull the 
camera in before the boat is moved! 

18. Avoid the wild leap. Don't take a 
giant stride off a high platform while hold- 
ing a large strobe. The impact can dam- 
age a strobe or camera. Sit on the plat- 





form, lean forward and submerge the 
strobe and then do a forward roll into the 
water. Or, have your buddy hand you 
your system after you enter the water. 

19. “Hold it here and here.” |f a non- 
photographer is to hand you your strobe 
after you enter the water, or take it from 
you after the dive, tell him/her exactly 
how to pick the system up. 


20. Leave the strobe on. /f you turn 
the strobe off in between exposures, it is 
certain to be off when that queen angel 
decides to stare into your facemask. 
Leave it on during the photo dive—the 
battery drain is minimal. 


21. Leave it glowing. If you are fin- 
ished taking pictures for awhile, turn the 
strobe off with the ready light glowing. 
Leaving a charge in the capacitor is good 
for it. 


22. Let ni-cads run down. If you will 
Charge the battery before the next dive, 
leave the strobe turned on during the trip 
back to your room. Ni-cads work best if 
you run them down before charging 
them. Establishing a pattern of partial dis- 
charging followed by partial charging 
may cause the ni-cad to chemically ‘‘re- 
member’ the pattern and deliver fewer 
flashes. If so, the ni-cad must be condi- 
tioned (tip #1). 

23. Avoid direct sunlight. Cover your 
strobe and other camera gear with a tow- 


el or otherwise keep the tropical sun from 
baking it. Glues, electronics and batteries 
can be damaged by excessive heat. 


24. Rinse after the dive. Loosen all 
arms, bars and brackets (but not cord 
connectors) ASAP and wash your strobe 
and camera in fresh water. The rubber 
cap on top of the Nikonos V film advance 
lever traps saltwater. We permanently re- 
move this cap and rinse the screwhead 
beneath it. After drying, open the camera 
and strobe (if not sealed) to double check 
for leakage. With strobes having built-in 
ni-cads, remove the charge cap for a few 
minutes to allow the strobe to vent. If your 
Nikonos has unexposed film inside, you 
can take the lens off for inspection with- 
out harming the film. 


25. Soak before prolonged storage. 
It doesn’t matter if you washed your cam- 
era equipment at a tropical resort—the 
water may have been brackish (con- 
tained a small amount of salt). Soak the 
equipment in fresh water for one-half 
hour. If you suspect the water is brack- 
ish—however slight—buy some distilled 
water for that final soak. Clean and lubri- 
cate connectors, connector port caps 
and flash sockets whether or not they 
were used. Remove alkaline or ni-cad 
cells and. charge built-in ni-cads before 
storage. During storage, charge ni-cads 
monthly to keep them in shape. >t.

CAROLINA ALERT 

Very few divers | have contacted real- 
ize that the National Oceanic and Atmo- 
spheric Administration (NOAA) is trying to 
establish a national marine sanctuary off 
the coast of North Carolina. North Caroli- 
na divers and many others from as far 
away as the Midwest better sit up, take 
notice and form opposition groups to this 
proposal that will regulate diving on one 
of the most popular dive sites on the East 
Coast: the World War Il German sub, U- 
352. This irrational proposal has been an 
official legal notice for nearly a year and 
it took Ed Caram, author of two books on 
the U-352, more than six months to find 
out about it. Ed is from Jacksonville, 
North Carolina and can be reached at 
(919) 346-3147. He is forming a group to 
fight the proposal and an unwieldy bu- 
reaucracy that starts with NOAA, then 
goes to OCRM: Office of Ocean and 
Coastal Resource Management and then 
to SPD: Sanctuary Programs Division! 

In the legal notice from the government 
describing ‘‘preliminary consultation to- 
ward designation of a National Marine 
Sanctuary,’ it states: ‘‘Two separate 
areas are included and both lie entirely 
within Federal Waters, offshore North 
Carolina. The inner shelf site, called the 
Ten Fathom Ledge area, is approximately 
15 miles offshore and includes such fea- 
tures as Ten Fathom Ledge, West Rock 
Area, Thirty Mile Rock Area and a World 
War Il Submarine wreck.’ The U-352 is 
mentioned matter of factly and that’s the 
way it will be treated within the bureau- 
cracy. Brochures and other notices in- 
clude bureaucratic double-talk such as: 
meeting pre-established resource crite- 
ria; interpretive programs initiated to pro- 
mote understanding and appreciation of 
the state’s resources; and protection for 
the long-term benefit of the nation. 

The rotting, rusting U-352 is going to 
be permanently protected and it’s nice to 
know that our nation can now breathe a 
big sigh of relief. Sport divers who dis- 
covered the wreck, researched it, filmed 
it and organized a reunion of some of its 
original crew will be told what can and 
can't be done to the wreck. Rest assured, 
souvenirs such as the brass gear mecha- 
nism retrieved by Don Acheson or Mike 
Sheen's plastic marker from a lever in the 
forward torpedo room will be just fond 
memories. The sanctuary program will 
forbid this and you'll be subject to 
search, seizure and arrest if you retrieve 
so much as a nut or bolt from the U-352. 

North Carolina sport divers, dive shop 
owners and charter boat captains are be- 
ing ambushed by a federal program that 
will swallow up the U-352. Ed Caram sent 
me a 14 page government notice telling 
about sanctuary programs and the North 








Carolina proposal. At the end it listed an 
address in Washington where you can 
write for further information. | wrote, but 
nobody answered! 

| hope you will write, not to NOAA, but 
to your congressmen and senators, pro- 
testing this proposal that emulates Big 
Brother's attempts to regulate us under 
the guise that what they are doing is for 
our own good. If we don’t act immediate- 
ly, this daydream conjured by federal bu- 
reaucrats will unfold as a nightmare for 
the sport divers of America.

Quicksilver: Picnic On The Reef

day aboard the Quicksilver is a dis- 

tinctly rare experience for those 
seeking a quickie scuba dive, great snor- 
keling and a sumptuous lunch. It is like a 
picnic outing on the Great Barrier Reef, 
complete with all the trimmings and a few 
extra surprises. The trip is an ideal expe- 
rience for families and for divers who 
wish to introduce the wonders of the reef 
to non-diving partners. 

Based at the tiny seaport settlement of 
Port Douglas, the Quicksilver departs 
every day at 10:30 am and returns at 
4:30 in the afternoon. Port Douglas is a 
one-half hour drive north of Cairns Inter- 
national Airport; a scenic trip on a mod- 
ern highway. 

The Quicksilver is a sleek, 65 foot, high 
speed aluminum catamaran that can car- 
ry up to 130 passengers and cruise at 26 
Knots. This incredible craft offers seating 
on two deck levels, air-conditioning in- 
side, a full cocktail bar, a freshwater 
shower, videotape TV and a host of other 
creature comforts. 

Each day the great ship streaks north- 
ward 45 miles to Agincourt Reef, a pro- 
tected coral lagoon on the outer edge of 
the Great Barrier Reef. The area is ex- 
tremely prolific with fish, mountainous 
coral formations and giant clams. 

Moored in the center of the lagoon is a 
30 by 80 foot aluminum pontoon that be- 
comes the picnic area and operating 
base for the day’s activities. Once 
moored alongside the pontoon, the 
Quicksilver serves a lavish smorgasbord- 
style lunch including giant bowls of 
shrimp, roast chicken, fresh salads and a 
dozen other delights. Loaded with their 
lunch plates, guests file off the Quicksil- 
ver and onto the pontoon, which is 
equipped with picnic tables and covered 
by a huge awning. 

Those more interested in a snorkel be- 
fore lunch start their day by selecting 
snorkeling equipment and descending to 
the water level platform for a swim 
around the lagoon. Meanwhile, a 50 foot 
semi-submersible submarine pulls along- 
side the pontoon to board its first group 
of reef watchers. The submarine tour af- 
fords a unique view of the reef with view- 
ers remaining dry and fully clothed. 
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The 65 foot catamaran, Quicksilver, carries snorkelers and submarine riders from 
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foot boat takes scuba divers to choice sites within a two mile radius. 


In addition to submarine rides, snorkel- 
ing and a picnic lunch, the Quicksilver of- 
fers scuba diving excursions. Owned by 
Kerry Eckersley, the Quicksilver dive cen- 
ter consists of a 32 foot dive boat, two air 
compressors and 45 tanks. It can accom- 
modate up to 20 divers per day. Dive- 
master Gerry Thomas loads guests at the 
pontoon and leads them to sites within a 
two mile radius of the Quicksilver moor- 
ing. Among the 20 available sites are 
such popular spots as the Nursery, a gi- 
ant coral bommie in 60 feet of water, 
loaded with juvenile reef fish and small 
barracuda. Stonehenge is a magnificent 
coral wall rising out of 70 feet of water, 
with large coral boulders above the sur- 








face. Clam Garden is a shallow reef load- 
ed with giant clams. Drift Dive Is a wall 
dive at the southern end of the reef where 
the wall rises up from 55 feet directly to 
the surface. Underwater visibility aver- 
ages 60 feet year-round. 

All activities aboard the Quicksilver are 
provided free as part of the base pack- 
age price, with the exception of the scuba 
trios. These are available at an extra 
charge. In addition, guests can rent U/W 
cameras and Tekna DV-3 scooters.

hone the sensitivity of your senses and 
Stalk the tautog. One of the hardest posi- 
tions for a diver to assume Is one of wait- 
ing. The shortness of the dive seems to 
induce the urge to cover as much territo- 
ry as possible in search of that one shot. 
If you Know blackfish love to frequent the 
top of a boiler on a particular wreck, posi- 
tion yourself near the top and wait for the 
fish to swim over the edge. If you are near 
the bow or the stern, wait near the corner 
for the fish to swim around. The same 
holds true for rocky jetties and shoreline. 
Having mastered this technique, remain 
at the ready for the shot. Keep the gun 
aimed in the direction you want to shoot, 
not pointing down. Often, the time re- 
quired to raise the gun and aim is all that 
is needed for the blackfish to make good 
its escape. 

The shot should be planned to enter 
the fish right behind the gill plates, avoid- 
ing, if possible, the abdomen and tail. 
Blackfish are very fleshy in these areas 
and can tear themselves away from the 
spear. Avoiding the head is also impor- 
tant as the fish is very bony in this area 
and the spear will often bounce off. 

The hunter is positioned—the heart 
beat begins to quicken—sounds such as 
breathing are intensified, the adrenaline 
begins to flow. This is the feeling, the one 
that hunters throughout millennia have 
thirsted for. And, then—the shot. 

At the rear of the boat, the hunter 
smiles, his prize weighing in at 12 
pounds, a specimen to be proud of. Still 
high from the adrenaline-filled experi- 
ence, the hunter's thoughts slowly begin 
to drift toward the mouth-watering eve- 
ning repast, served with continuing ac-

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TEKNA mask&snorkel 


f you’re bewildered by the array of face- 

mask styles available in today’s market, 
take heart: Tekna has taken the best fea- 
tures available and combined them in 
three models. They are even numbered 
1, 2, 3 for added simplicity. Mask 1 is a 
two lens style with side windows (see the 
July 1985 SDM), Mask 3 is a two lens 
style without windows, and Mask 2, the 
subject of this review, is a wide view, sin- 
gle lens design. 

Mask 2, or more specifically 2SL, is the 
newest addition to Tekna’s line. With a 
single tempered glass lens measuring 
only,8.5 by 2°75 inches, tie mask 
achieves a wide angle of view. (In my 
case this was more than 90 degrees 
side-to-side and 130 degrees top-to-bot- 
tom.) This is accomplished by means of 
a relatively low volume skirt that allows 
the lens to be set in close to the eyes. 
Lower volume also means easier clearing 
and less drag underwater. 

The skirt is soft, Surgical grade silicone 
rubber and features a nose pocket and 
double face seal. The rugged polycar- 
bonate frame is available in opaque black 
or transparent candy apple red, water- 
melon, cobalt blue, aqua or citrine yellow. 
(The black frame comes with a black sili- 
cone rubber skirt.) All styles have a black 
insert around the lens. 

The mask strap is adjusted by easy to 
operate Strap Lok buckles. The strap 
ends wrap around rollers and are se- 
cured by spring loaded clamps. A one 


handed pull on either end will tighten the 
Strap; lightly pressing on the clamp al- 
lows the strap to be pulled back through 
to loosen it. Either procedure can be 
accomplished underwater. Plastic guides 
keep strap ends out of the way. 

There’s not much point to getting a wa- 
termelon colored mask if you don’t have 
a matching snorkel. Tekna offers snor- 
kels in each of the colors mentioned 
above. Each has a silicone rubber mouth- 
piece (the black snorkel has a black 
mouthpiece) and each has stylish black 
elbows at the bends. These look like flex 
joints but aren’t. Their inner surfaces are 
smooth, for unrestricted air flow. The 
snorkel barrels are extra large bore—sev- 
en-eighths inch in diameter—for extra 
easy breathing. 

The mouthpieces swivel 360 degrees 
to position the snorkel for maximum com- 
fort. They are available in two designs—a 
simple J shape and with a self-draining 
purge. The purge allows the snorkeler to 
eliminate most of the water in the snorkel 
after a dive merely by raising the snorkel 
tip above the surface. Both versions of 
the mouthpiece have collapsible bite tabs 
that conform to individual needs, reduc- 
ing jaw fatigue. 

The Tekna Mask 2SL retails for $54.95. 
The snorkel with the basic mouthpiece is 
$18.95 and the mode! with purge is 
$22.95. Your Tekna dealer can give you 
a trial fitting. But remember, your tough- 
est choice will be color! >.

our facemask Is one of the most inti- 

mate pieces of dive gear you own. If 
it doesn't fit right, leaks or interferes with 
your field of vision, you are not going to 
enjoy diving. Fortunately, there is an in- 
credible variety of masks available today. 
And, there is one to fit everyone, match 
any dive gear color scheme and suit al- 
most any budget. 

The top of the line mask available from 
US Divers is the JM Cousteau. This has 
a one piece, tempered glass lens. It 
comes with a red, blue, gray or black 
translucent frame and a crystal clear sili- 
cone skirt.

f your nickname has always been 

‘‘Highpockets’’ because you tend to be 
long of leg and short of torso; or if, when 
seated, you find yourself looking down at 
the parts in people’s hair; or if you're any- 
where in between—SeaQuest’s new Inte- 
gral Pack option will allow one of its BCs 
to fit you to a T. With this option built into 
the Advanced Design Vest (ADV) you 
have probably the most customizable 
buoyancy jacket available: the ADVi. 

The Integral Pack mechanism allows 
you to custom position the waistband of 
the BC through a range of heights in rela- 
tion to the backpack, accommodating a 
variety of torso lengths. With the waist- 
band at the proper height for you, a large 
portion of the weight of your tank rides on 
your hips, reducing back strain topside 
(especially with doubles). And, underwa- 
ter you'll no longer have to suffer with a 
waistband riding too high or too low. 


The mechanism for this adjustable 
waistband is rugged and simple: The tank 
supporting portion of the plastic back- 
pack is sewn into the BC. However, be- 
tween you and the backpack is a plastic 
support, anatomically shaped to fit your 
lower back. The BC’s cummerbund is se- 
cured to this support and pads it. The 
support has four projections that pass 
through slots in the backpack and pro- 
trude to the far side. Seven rows of slots 
are available for positioning the support 
higher or lower (six positions). On the 
tank side of the backpack a stainless 
steel rod passes through the projections 
and secures them. The height of the sup- 
port can be changed in seconds. The 
backpack comes in large and medium. 

OK, that’s the ‘‘i’’ but there’s a lot more 
to the ADVi. We covered the Advanced 
Design Vest in the April 1985 SDM, but 
a review of its features and benefits is ap- 
propriate here: As alluded to earlier, the 
ADV offers several ways to make adjust- 
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ments. These include the Velcro® closing 
Ccummerbund, two snap-in chest buckles 
and the two shoulder straps. All these 
can be adjusted easily and quickly, but 
the shoulder buckles bear emphasis. 
Simply pulling down on the large D-ring 
at each shoulder tightens these straps. 
By pushing up on the plastic tabs above 
the D-rings the straps can be loosened. 

The strap design keeps the diver’s 
chest uncovered. This is perfect for dry- 
suits with chest mounted inflation valves. 
This open design also positions the buoy- 
ancy chambers low, which in turn helps 
float the diver high and straight up at the 


surface. The chambers are streamlined 
for easy movement through the water. 

The ADV is made of rugged 420 denier 
DuPont 6-6 nylon and the inner bladder 
is 15 mil thick urethane. Mesh drain pan- 
els are built in. All seams are double nee- 
die stitched and there is sewn on/in edge 
taping and accent piping. 

The ADV's Velcro closing pockets are 
large, self-draining and the pocket on the 
diver’s right can be reshaped to accom- 
modate an extra second stage. In this ar- 
rangement, a bright green tab guides 
your buddy to the octopus. The pocket on 
the diver’s left has a clip inside for attach- 
ing keys, etc. A flap inside the pocket 
covers the optional CO, inflator mecha- 
nism and is held down with Velcro. The 
flap has a urethane backing that creates 
a wallet-like compartment for dive tables, 
C-cards, etc. 

The ADV has an overpressure relief 
valve on the back right. The combination 
power inflator/pull dump is on the left 
front panel. A quick release low pressure 
hose is included. 

The tank band is collapsible nylon 
webbing and there is a carrying handle at 
the top of the backpack. Hose guides are 
above the right shoulder and left pocket. 

The ADVi comes in medium, large and 
extra large in navy/gold or black. The 
large size is about $450 with CO, and 
slightly less without. If you’re looking for 
maximum comfort and reliability in a BC 
plus all the latest features and custom ad- 
justment both horizontally and vertically, 
the ADVi should satisfy. See it at your 
SeaQuest dealer. »#.

The ‘‘C’’ in the model designation 
stands for Commando series, the top line 
of Bombard boats. The ‘4’ represents 
the length, in meters—more accurately, 
4.3 meters. 

Many of the C4 features bespeak Bom- 
bard and Zodiac quality: the 1,100 deci- 
tex high strength polyester fabric; the 
PVC based coating (rolled into and onto 
the fabric under high heat and pressure, 
in a process called calendering), which 
gives the tube material its higher resist- 
ance to U/V radiation and chaffing, great- 
er air tightness and longer life; the ther- 
mo-bonded seams made by fusing layers 
of material together under heat; the easy- 
to-grip, angled carrying handles on the 
tube sides; the interlocking, anodized 
aluminum floorboards that resist pitting 
and corrosion; the Strongan, water de- 
flecting rubbing strake; and ten solidly at- 
tached D-rings (four for lifting, four for 
multi-purpose use and two for towing with 
a bridle).

The rugged, 14 foot Bombard C4 can easi- 
ly carry two divers and their gear on long 
trips; and four divers on shorter runs. 


The Bombard C4 differs, however, 
from its Zodiac counterpart in two major 
aspects.

Zodiac invented the inflatable keel 
and uses it in all of the models marketed 
under its name. Bombard, however, util- 
iZeS a unique, wooden, three-section, ar- 
ticulating modular keel. It has flexible 
joints that allow it to move with the rest of 
the boat, thereby distributing the main 
keel forces more evenly to the floor- 
boards and tubes. A distinct advantage of 
this design is a sharper keel profile, 
which cuts the water, improving the al- 
ready good performance of the gull-wing 
V-shaped hull.

Most important in making the best boat 
selection is the determination of the right 
size, weight and features to suit the buy- 
er's needs. To help in reaching these de- 
cisions, consideration should be given to: 
intended primary use and destinations; 
typical number of passengers; size of en- 
gine desired; anticipated secondary ap- 
plications; necessary compactness in 
storage or transportation; and budget lim- 
itations.

ust because something is different 

}doesn’t mean it's better. Just because 
something looks strange doesn’t mean 
it’s wrong either. In the case of Sea Fire's 
new 29 foot Reality, being different and 
looking a bit strange may prove to be a 
superior design innovation. 

-! must admit when Ed Dickey, presi- 
dent of Future Marine Systems, first ap- 
proached me about seeing his boat | 
thought he was just one more of those, 
“We know how to do it better!’ guys. Ed 
and the boat's designer, Bill May, are 
100 percent sure their boat is the hottest, 
most fuel efficient, best handling and 
most practical boat money can buy. But, 
when | spent a day going over the unique 
features of this boat, | couldn't retain my 
initial pessimism. 

Several things hit you right between the 
eyes when you first see the Reality. First, 
it looks like a Chesapeake Bay. oyster 
boat married to an Appalachicola Bay 
oyster boat. The upswept bow is definite- 
ly designed to take some rough seas. 
Second, the stern is not square like al- 
most every other boat you have ever 
seen. its fantail is round and close to the 
water. Third, the engine is in the wrong 
place! Well, at first glance it appears to 
be in the wrong place. _ | 

Instead of having an inboard/outboard, 
the Reality has its outboard inboard. 
There's a great big hole in the deck just 
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forward of the center console. This is 
where the engine is mounted. But not to 
worry! The boat is in no danger of sink- 
ing. In fact, its designers claim it can't 
sink! To keep it safely afloat, 135 cubic 
feet of closed cell urethane foam has 


been pressure injected between the one- 


eighth inch thick welded aluminum deck 
and the three-sixteenths inch 5086A ma- 
rine alloy aluminum, double welded hull. 
The boat weighs only about as much as 
a standard 16 foot fiberglass bass boat, 
but the external skin is so tough it will de- 
flect a 38 caliber bullet! Since the ure-

thane will not soak up water, the boat 
won't sink even if totally swamped. In 
fact, the hole in the middle doubles as the 
deck’s drain system. The engine mount 
acts like an enormous scupper to allow 
immediate draining of any water that 
comes over the side, regardless of the 
quantity. Because of this ingenious de- 
sign, bilge pumps are not necessary, 
eliminating an often troublesome mainte- 
nance problem. 

The hydraulic center transom has six 
inches of vertical travel for the outboard. 
In addition to up and down, the engine

tilts completely out of the water, making 
it possible to do such maintenance pro- 
cedures as prop changes while staying 
dry. These tilt features are also your trim 
system. All the hydraulic pumps are in the 
center console to keep them away from 
saltwater intrusion. 

The main advantage to having the boat 
bow driven is twofold. First, you have 
much better control. Just like a front 
wheel drive car, the engine pulls the boat 
instead of pushing. The boat's turning ra- 
dius is not much larger than its own 
length, even at full throttle. Here’s the 
reason. Imagine that the center transom 
was actually the back of the boat: It is on- 
ly eight feet from the bow. So, when you 
turn, you are really turning only the first 
eight feet of the boat. It’s just like turning 
an eight foot boat instead of a 29 footer. 
The rest follows on a pivot. The response 
to trim is also much quicker with the en- 
gine in the front. Only slight adjustments 
are required to force the bow up or down 
regardiess of where the load is placed. 

The real advantage to the center drive 
ig engine size and fuel efficiency. In boats 
where the engine is mounted aft, a great 
deal of the power ts wasted. Have you 
ever seen a rooster tail shooting high be- 
hind a boat? That’s all wasted energy. In- 
stead of wasting it, the Reality sits on it, 
literally. The center transom acts like a gi- 





ant air scoop, putting a layer of air be- 
neath the boat. All that air and foam serve 
asa cushion to reduce friction and drag 
between the hull and the water by taking 
advantage of a simple principle of phys- 
ics: Air offers less friction than water. 
Since there is less drag, there is more 
speed and less fuel consumption. The 
boat can then utilize smaller engines. 
You can feel the reduced drag the mo- 
ment you take off. Getting on a plane is 
simply a matter of going forward (it will al- 
most plane in reverse). You just can’t tell 
when the boat jumps up. It seems to be 
planing the moment the throttles start for- 
ward, even with engines as small as (re- 


~ member, this is a 29 foot boat) 40 hp! 


Most boats this size require up to 150 hp 
to plane. The bow drive is assisted in get- 
ting the boat to plane by a patented (the 
boat has a whole string of patents and 
patents pending) tunnel drive. This forces 
the thrust of the outboard through a 12 
inch channel in the bottom of the hull that 
narrows as it reaches the stern of the 
nearly flat bottom. The effect is to force 
the boat up and off the water. Even in 
rough seas, the Reality stays under con- 
trol owing to this fascinating and unique 
design. In addition, the boat always runs 
flat on the water, even when cornering at 
high speed. There is simply no lean, no 
tilt, no slide. 

With an 85 hp outboard the Reality will 
hit speeds of more than 40 mph. That is 
simply not possible with any other boat 
design of this size we are aware of at this 
time. The engine efficiency with the tunnel 
and bow power is estimated by Sea Fire 
to be as much as 50 percent greater than 


boats with the engine rear mounted. They 


claim a fuel consumption (based on flow 
meter tests) of only five gallons per hour. 
The Sea Fire is equally innovative 


above deck. “‘It has a lot of maintenance © 


built out,’’ says salty old skipper/design- 
er Bill May. The rear step deck is only 
one foot above the water. This eliminates 
the need for a dive platform since the en- 
tire deck is one. With the engine center 
mounted, you can operate in water only 
eight inches deep and back the boat right 
up on the beach to make boarding sim- 
ple. With the prop at the center, there is 
nothing to bang your head on when you 
come back to the boat. 

There is a rub rail all the way around 
and the step deck and gunwales are fully 
lighted. The interior decks are fully car- 
peted all the way up the gunwales. Five 
bar, non-skid surface plate covers the 
step deck. Made in Germany, this three- 
sixteenths inch aluminum is used instead 
of the more common single star type be- 
cause the crisscrossed pattern is more 
comfortable under foot and is definitely 
more skid resistant. A removable carpet 
covering for the aft deck is also standard. 

A 77 gallon fuel tank is built beneath 
the aft deck. In this location, spilled fuel 


never gets onto the main deck, eliminat- 
ing a potential fire hazard. The tank is 
wrapped with closed cell, high density, 
Coast Guard approved poly foam. Fully 
padded to prevent an explosion should 
the boat ever be rear ended while in tow 
on a trailer, the unique tank has two fuel 
leads. One goes to the bottom and 
serves as the reserve, the other goes on- 
ly 60 percent of the way down. With 
standard reserve tanks, you may find 
your spare fuel (which may have set for 
months) has fouled. Not so with this sys- 
tem. The main is also your reserve. The 
fuel runs through a three way valve that 
controls the reserve, main flow and fuel 
cut off, then through a water-separating 
filter on its way to a flow meter on the 
console. You can read how much fuel is 
being used at any given rpm as well as 
how much fuel has been burned. 

The unique non-skid gunwales have 
nothing sticking above the surface to 
catch your feet, either. Three cleats are 
built flush to its top in recessed openings, 
one aft on either side and one at the cen- 
ter bow. The bow railing is welded to the 
deck and has a flattened surface for a 
comfortable hold. Below the 16 inch high 
foredeck is lighted storage with twin door 
access. Clear plexiglass allows you to 
see if the lights inside are on. 

Seating is also unique on the Sea Fire. 
You can use pedestal chairs or a 151 
quart cooler with two seats on top. The 
cooler is carpeted on the bottom to keep 
it from sliding on the deck. 

There are fighting chair pedestals both 
fore and aft. Two positions are on the 
rear, one in the center main aft deck and 
one on the fore deck. Up front, you can 
brace your feet in any position while fight- 
ing the fish on the other end of your line. 

The boat has several dozen unique 
features we just don't have the space to | 
tell you about. But a couple are worth 
mentioning. The boat uses simple phys- 
ics for a clean up vacuum and washdown 
with no mechanical parts. Water pressure 
is fed to a rinse hose via a controllable 
scupper beneath the boat. By turning it 
when underway, you catch seawater (the 
angle of turn controls the pressure) and 
run it through a washdown hose. Turn it 
another way and the hose becomes a 
vacuum cleaner. The boat also has a tilt 
steering wheel so you can run comfort- 
ably, standing or sitting. 

And, there’s more, more, more. | know 
it sounds like something out of the future, 
but it is just the Reality. You have to talk 
to the guys at Sea Fire to find out all there 
is to know about their dream come true. 
lt sells in the low $20,000 range, less en- 
gine and trailer. But remember | warned 
you. You just aren't going to believe it un- 
til you see it.

models from 4 to 125 hp. The Force 125 
for Tamaatoh’{-MF- Muh: cole) meler-lamc-llelallale mam el) 
pounds with passengers and gear, at 42 
mph. Twin 125s can power a 21 footer, 
with a total weight of 3,575 pounds, at 46 
mph. The 125 has power trim and tilt. 


f you're looking for a dive boat outboard 

that offers a solid combination of strong 
horsepower, simple maintenance and a 
price that won't curl your hair, take a long 
look at the Force 125. This engine is a 
concept that has evolved through the 
Bayliner Marine Corporation, the largest 
boatbuilder in the world. In 1984, Bayliner 
purchased the old Chrysler Outboard op- 
eration in Hartford, Wisconsin and began 
development of a line of dependable, 
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easy-to-own outboards that would logi- 
cally complement the Bayliner range of 
boats. The result is a line of seven work- 
horses, from 4 to 125 hp, that carry 50 
years worth of production history in their 
design and the new name of U.S. Marine. 

Like Bayliner Boats, the Force out- 
boards are priced with the average con- 
sumer in mind. The 125 carries a sug- 
gested retail price tag of $4,050. 

The price tag buys you an honest 125 





horses in 99.2 cubic inches. It does not 
buy an automatic oil injection system, so 
the mix is the traditional 50:1 gas/oil ra- 
tio. The Force is a bare-bones, basic out- 
board—but it does have some nice op- 
tions and features. 

Standard on the 125 is a power trim 
and tilt package to help tailor the running 
angle of the boat to maximize speed at 
any throttle setting. The same power 
source tilts the unit out of the water with- 
out any wear and tear on the human ele- 
ment—a definite plus for a dive boat 
working over shoals and reef heads. 

Surprisingly quiet, the 125 is cowled 
with an acoustic housing and exhausts 
underwater, keeping noise pollution to a 
minimum. A special buzzer Is incorporat- 
ed to warn the operator of excessive en- 
gine temperatures and a neat feature 
called fuel saving throttle (FST) allows for 
full spark advancement at low throttle to 
economize on fuel consumption. 

In keeping with the user friendly as- 
pects of the Force line, the CD ignition 
system delivers a quick, hot spark. This, 
in turn, creates complete combustion that 
keeps the spark plugs clean and 
stretches fuel. Since there are no moving 
parts in this ignition system, there is no 
need for ignition tune-ups. A simple spark 
plug change is just about as complicated 
as service gets on the Force outboard: | 
can handle that. 

The features and benefits are nice and 
the price tag is great, but the question is: 
Will it run me, my dive buddy, 300 
pounds of gear and a full load of fuel to 
the dive site and back without killing the 
whole day? 

The answer is “‘yes”’ to a single 125; 
and ‘‘definitely yes’’ when you pair up 
two Force 125s in a twin mount set-up. 

Performance data on the single 125 
mounted on a 1910 Trophy Bayliner (a 
boat with a 19 foot length and a 7% foot 
beam) shows a top end of 42 mph. Total 
weight of the boat, passengers and gear 
was 2,180 pounds—that's making a ton 
travel over water at a fine rate. Cruising 
speed was a comfortable 25 mph at 
3,900 rpm. 

Hang a pair of 125s off the transom of 
a 2110 Trophy (21 feet long with an 8 foot 
beam) and she tops out at 46 mph, with 
a total package weight of 3,575 pounds. 
The twin engine configuration is my 
choice, because | like a security blanket 
in addition to more power. If you're carry- 
ing a load of divers on some big water, 
the added assurance of two power plants 
can mean a lot. And, once again, the 
Force 125 is priced so a twin engine sys- 
tem doesn’t require a second mortgage 
on the house. 

In either case, the time to plane was 
about three seconds and the maximum 
operating range was right around 4,500 
to 5,500 rpm. 

As a choice for a dive boat propulsion 
system, the Force outboard is a strong

contender. It's a solid piece of American 
engineering and is backed by one of the 
world’s largest marine marketing and dis- 
tribution systems. A 10 step corrosion 
protection package staves off the effects 
of saltwater. All fasteners below the wa- 
terline are stainless steel, as are the pro- 
peller and drive shafts. All aluminum 
parts are treated with a protective chro- 
mate layer and every engine is coated 
with a zinc chromate primer and a ure- 
thane corrosion barrier. Sacrificial zinc 
anodes are standard on Force outboards 
of 35 hp and up.

of this disease, and there is some rela- 
tion to stress, it would be best to dive 
where cold stress is minimized. 

There is no known problem with azul- 
fidine and diving, and no direct interac- 
tion with cortisone and sport diving. Corti- 
sone has several side effects that could 
cause a problem with infection, skin inju- 
ry and severe stress, but these are gener- 
ally not a problem in warm water diving. 


THE BIG THREE 

There are some concerns about diving 
with diabetes, in particular the risk of in- 
sulin induced hypoglycemia and the pos- 
sibility of getting a hypoglycemic reaction 
while diving. There have been several 
cases of diabetic divers who became hy- 
poglycemic, blacked out and drowned 
underwater. Because of this risk, we ad- 
vise diabetics who are taking insulin not 
to dive to avoid the risk of a serious acci- 
dent while underwater. 

There are, however, diabetics who 
dive. They take special precautions to 
avoid hypoglycemia and usually dive with 
a buddy who is trained to provide assis- 
tance if it occurs. 


ASTHMA 

The problem of diving with asthma is 
the increased risk of developing lung 
damage and air embolism if a broncho- 
spasm occurs underwater. In diving, 
there is always a risk of lung damage and 
air embolism, which injures the brain like 
a stroke. Avoiding this problem is a mat- 
ter of training. This risk occurs on ascent 
when the air in the lungs must ventilate 
properly. If there is any delay in emptying 
the lungs during ascent from a dive, the 
lungs will become overinflated and rup- 
ture. When this happens, air in the lungs 
enters the blood, goes to the brain and 
Causes a stroke. 

It is essential that there be normal emp- 
tying of the lungs, therefore divers must 
be free of asthma. If there are no prob- 
lems with wheezing, and a physician can 
be sure there is normal airway resist- 
ance, then diving is safe. Residual 
wheezing, or evidence of bronchospasm 
on pulmonary function testing, may mean 
there is a risk of an accident with possible 
permanent brain injury during ascent. 

The cold, dry air breathed during diving 
and the possibility of getting a spray of 
cold water in the airways that can trigger 
an asthma attack, make it risky to dive. 


EPILEPSY 

We don't recommend diving to those 
who have epilepsy that requires medica- 
tion to control. The problem arises be- 
cause of the risk of having a seizure while 
underwater. Cases where that has oc- 
curred resulted in the victim drowning. 

The underwater environment can pro- 








duce changes in oxygen and carbon di- 
oxide effects that may induce seizures 


even when the disease is well controlled 5 
in normal daily activities. 
If it gets to the point that medication is | 


not needed and there are no problems 


for two or three years, then a person 
could consider diving.

D jedees its location far from the 
ocean in suburban Chicago, Dacor 
is a pioneer full-line diving equipment 
manufacturer, dating back to the early 
1950s. Its regulators have always been 
innovative and earned a reputation for 
dependability; from the two-hose Dial- 
a-Breath of the ‘50s through the single- 
hose Dart and Olympic series of the 
‘60s and ‘70s. 

Today's Dacor models are called 
Pacers, an acronym for Positive Air 
Controlled Equalizing Regulators. The 
Pacer series has been updated for 
1986, with two redesigned first stages 
and new wide diameter hoses. To sig- 
nify the improvements, the new gener- 
ation has been designated XLE. All 
three regulators in the Pacer series 
share a common second stage. First 
Stages are available as diaphragm or 
piston models. The top-of-the-line XL 
950 is the only one that continues basi- 
cally unchanged from 1985. Its bal- 
anced diaphragm first stage features 
two high pressure ports and four low 
pressure ports on a swivel block. The 
middle model, XLE 760, has a bal- 
anced piston first stage that includes

the same swivel port arrangement. 
Our attention this month is directed 
to the lowest priced regulator in the 
Pacer series, the XLE 360. For $200, 
the diver can obtain breathing perfor- 
mance nearly equal that of the more 
expensive models, sacrificing only one 


‘low and one high pressure port and the 


convenience of swivel mounting. Like 
the upscale 950, this one has a bal- 
anced diaphragm first stage. All inter- 
nal air passages have been enlarged 
for a greater airflow volume with less 
mechanical restriction. The yoke as- 
sembly has been beefed up to accept 
pressure ratings up to 3,300 pounds. A 
new, larger knob offers a positive grip 
for easier mounting on tanks. 

The 360 first stage offers a ‘‘turbo 
assist’’ booster system that enhances 
airflow. One of its three low pressure 
ports is marked with an X. This is 
where the primary second stage 
should be attached. Behind the X port 
is a small aperture that draws addition- 
al air from the diaphragm chamber. 
This venturi effect keeps the valve seat 
open longer while air is demanded. Ac- 
tual airflow into the hose is 140 psi 


while the diaphragm is reading 120 
and remaining flexed. As a result, tests 
show a flow rating of 28 cubic feet per 
minute at 1,000 to 1,800 psi tank pres- 
sures. This booster system operates 
only during inhalation and only on the 
X port. It is available exclusively on the 
360 first stage in the Dacor line. 

Low pressure hose fittings have 
been enlarged to one-half inch diame- 
ter (from three-eighths inch) to accom- 
modate wider hoses. Airflow volume to 
the second stage is increased and tur- 
bulence reduced by the greater diame- 
ter of these hoses. Standard hose 
length is only 26 inches, which could 
be a bit short for some divers. You can 
order the optional octopus hose, which 
is a generous 39 inches long. 

The 360’s second stage is identical 
to that of its more expensive counter- 
parts. No significant changes have 
been made in this successful design. 
Now, however, if you want to coordi- 
nate your regulator with your mask and 
wetsuit, Dacor can supply a plastic 
front cover in your choice of Divecol- 
ors. Pink, turquoise, red, yellow, blue 
and black covers are available to re-

place the standard chrome piece. At $6 
each, a diver could have a different col- 
or for each day of the week. 

Pacer second stages offer three unu- 
sual features to enhance breathing 
ease and reliability. A series of curved 
baffles in the mouthpiece act in con- 
junction with a flow vane attached to 
the demand lever to provide a venturi 
effect for increased airflow. At the 
same time, part of the flow is deflected 
by the vane to reduce surging and free- 
flow, common complaints with high 
performance regulators. 

When the regulator is removed from 
the mouth, water is allowed to enter a 
corner of the mouthpiece and flow be- 
hind the diaphragm. This equalizes 
pressure and stops any freeflow within 
a few seconds. 

The third feature consists of dual sili- 
cone exhaust valves, coupled with a 
new upswept exhaust manifold. This 
results in more effortless exhalation. 

Dacor’s new clear silicone mouth- 
piece addresses another problem that 
has long plagued regulator designers. 
Although inhalation ports are designed 
for maximum airflow, the end result is 


diminished if the diver’s teeth partially 
occlude the opening. The Pacer’s tex- 
tured bite pads are thicker, keeping the 
diver’s mouth open wider with the teeth 
farther apart. 

Earlier Pacer models have earned a 
reputation among repair specialists for 
ease and economy of service. George 
Garrison of National Scuba, Huntington 
Beach, California, estimates annual 
overhaul cost at about $30. He pointed 
out that the injection molded high pres- 
sure seat is very sturdy and Dacor’s re- 
placement parts inexpensive. 

Our test of the XLE 360 showed it to 
be a steady performer with no disturb- 
ing idiosyncracies. Cracking effort is 
very low and airflow is good, although 
not up to the standard of the highest 
performing regulators at depth. On the 
other hand, it exhibits no high freeflow 
tendencies. If removed from the mouth 
with the mouthpiece up, a steady 
stream of small bubbles emerges. After 
about ten seconds the flow stops, even 
if you don't turn the mouthpiece down. 

When sipping air, the feel is quite 
natural, with just the slightest sensation 
of pumping air into your mouth. That's

probably the venturi effect at work. No 
water leaks are apparent in any posi- 
tion. When descending head first, a 
slight airflow occurs. Otherwise, odd 
positions and gyrations have no major 
effects. As a matter of fact, there was 
less degradation of performance when 
| was on my back looking up than with 
my comparison regulator, an ultra-high 
performance model. 

Clearing was easy, requiring just the 
slightest puff of air. Movement of the 
purge button is limited, depressing the 
diaphragm just enough to blow out the 
water without wasting a lot of air. Ona 
regulator that clears so easily anything 
more would be overkill. 

The Pacer XLE 360 represents a ma- 
ture design that has been further im- 
proved by changes to the first stage 
and by the wider diameter hoses. It is 
a basic, smooth performing regulator, 
which, at $200, offers an attractive 
package for the entry level diver. For 
an octopus second stage, Dacor’s 
plastic Aero is available for an addition- 
al $85. For further information, contact 
the manufacturer at 161 Northfield

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mergency rescue is a special kind of 

work for exceptionally skilled and 
well trained divers. The activities of the 
Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department 
Emergency Services Detail were de- 
scribed in last month's Technifacts. This 
month we will detail some of the litera- 
ture, training programs and courses 
available for sport divers who want to 
prepare for this rewarding aspect of com- 
mercial diving. 

Deputy Keith Mitchell of the Los An- 
geles Emergency Services Detail told 
me, ‘It took me five years from the date 
| applied until | was actually a member of 
this unit.” Another deputy sheriff, Bill An- 
gione said, ‘Each applicant must sit in 
front of the entire unit. The members want 
to know: What motivated you to want to 
become a member of this group? How 
have you prepared yourself for this rigor- 
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ous duty?’’ A sport diver who has dem- 
onstrated a high degree of motivation to- 
ward becoming fully qualified to engage 
in emergency diving will have a better 
chance of reaching those objectives. It 
seems to me that a sport diver who 
wishes to participate in this sort of work 
should have at least an instructor rating. 
Lots of water time is also essential. The 
sport diver should keep in mind that not 
all emergency and rescue diving is con- 
ducted by members of a sheriff's depart- 
ment: There are freelance commercial 
divers who specialize in this.

ORGANIZATIONS 
An organization known as the Interna- 
tional Association of Dive Rescue Spe- 
cialists, 2619 Canton Court, Fort Collins, 
CO 80525, provides four kinds of mem- 





berships for rescue divers: 

A. Special membership: Available only 
to graduates of approved International 
Association of Dive Rescue Specialists 
(ADRS) schools. Annual dues, $15. 

B. Regular membership: Available to 
individuals involved in water rescue and 
recovery work. Annual dues, $20. 

C. Associate membership. Available to 
persons or firms that provide products or 
services to [ADRS members. Annual 
dues, $100. 

D. Team membership: Available to 
teams of rescue workers who want to join 
as a unit. Dues run from $50 to $100 de- 
pending on the size of the group. 

The International Association of Dive 
Rescue Specialists has long recognized 
the need for raising and establishing 
safe, standard practices for water rescue 
professionals. It is felt the establishment 











of such standards will help promote self 
regulation of a profession by those who 
know it best. The association publishes a 
newsletter called SearchLines that is sent 
to all members. The publication is de- 
signed to let IARDS members exchange 
ideas, experiences and knowledge.

For an advanced diver intrested in dive 
investigative techniques, the 112 page 
manual, The Underwater Investigator, 
would be helpful. This was written by 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police veteran, 
Bob Teather.

The au- 
thor has had years of practical experi- 
ence on countless operations that would 
benefit an advanced diver interested in 
this field. 

Both of the above publications are 
available from Dive Rescue Incorporat- 
ed/International, 2619 Canton Court, Fort 
Collins, CO 80525.

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When the dive boat anchored over the 
wreck, | was first in the water. Because | 
was burdened by bulky camera gear, my 
buddy, John, easily overtook me. | fol- 
lowed him down, with the bright mercurial 
bubbles from his regulator swirling 
around me. The water got colder and 
darker the deeper we went: First it was a 
delicate lime green, then a rich jade, then 
a somber perplexing olive. It was as if we 
were going into a deep, dark pit. Soon, 
| was aware of nothing but blackness, a 
few feet of line and the mechanical hiss 
and click of my regulator. The numbing 
cold took my breath away and | felt the 
overwhelming urge to suck harder for 
more air. 

At 120 feet a shadow loomed below. | 
made a paratrooper-like landing on the 
deck. John was there clutching a wooden 
railing, his eyes wide open. | gave him the 
OK sign and paused to check my camera 
settings and gauges. When | looked up 
he had turned away and was intent on the 
rail. The limited visibility (a very, very dark 
five feet) and his broad back blocked my 
view. | swam closer and, on top of the 
Starboard railing, | saw a row of wooden 
deadeyes. They lay cocked at random 
angles, harboring bits of decaying rope 
as If waiting for someone to fix and tight- 
en lines. Shipboard of them was an emp- 
ty belaying pin rail. The pins probably 
floated away when the ship foundered or 
when the ropes deteriorated. 

We swam forward, passing more dea- 
deyes, until we reached the graying, silt 
covered windlass. It was enveloped in 
coils of rusting anchor chain. My attention 
was caught by a lone lawyer fish perched 
atop the ratchet. He didn’t swim away or 
show any fear as | moved to inspect the 
corroding heaps of chain. 

Suddenly, John grabbed my arm, 
pointed to his watch and motioned 
straight ahead. Our limited time dictated 
we must keep moving to see everything. 
| nodded and followed his lead. Out of the 
gloom the beginning of the bowsprit ap- 
peared, cradled between two short 
pieces of timber. Dropping over the rail- 
ing, | was amazed at what | saw. Beneath 
the bowsprit the stem gently curved to 
complete a well formed beak. Directly un- 
der the beak was a beautifully hand- 
carved, scroll figurehead. | marveled at 
its design and superb preservation. Bits 
of white paint could be seen in the crev- 
ices. What a thrill: a view from the roman- 
tic past when iron men sailed wooden 
ships on a perilous sea! 

Then John grabbed my arm and 
tugged. | looked wildly to my right; ex- 
pecting to see the maniacal grin and rot- 
ting flesh of some dead seaman. | was re- 
lieved to see it was only John. He mo- 
tioned to something on the hull. When | 
swam over, | saw a fishnet with silver 
- floats draped over the bow. What a per- 
fect picture of a shipwreck! 

We ascended to the deck and worked 
our way along the port railing, passing

t’s too bad they don’t have fireplaces on 

dive boats. If they did, that would be the 
perfect place to sit back, chew on your 
pipe and prop your feet on the hearth. 
And, instead of slippers, you'd wear |Im- 
perial’s Wrap Around Booties—they're 
that comfortable. 

The Wrap Around Bootie is made of 
soft, stretchy three-sixteenths inch foam 
neoprene—nylon two for comfort and du- 
rability. The outside is navy blue and the 
inside, black. The seams are glued and 
then blind stitched on both tiie outside 
and inside for superior strength. This 
stitching doesn’t penetrate entirely 
through the neoprene, eliminating the 
possibility of water leaks through stitch 
holes. The edges (ankle top, etc.) are 
covered with stretchy, sewn-on tape for 
comfort, good looks and long wear. 

A rubber sole is vulcanized to the boo- 
tie. It is thick enough to provide protection 
when walking over rocks, etc., yet flex- 
ible enough to adapt to the foot pocket of 
-any fin. The sole’s tread features a 
unique, three part design. The front half 
of the sole has -ribs running across the 
foot that are angled slightly backward for 
pulling traction. The forward part of the 
heel has similar ribs angled forward for 
stopping traction. The rear of the heel has 
wider, more flattened ribs for comfort. 
The idea is somewhat like tire designs 
that place different treads in different 
areas to meet different needs. 

The feature that really sets this bootie 
apart in the areas of comfort and conven- 
ience is the wrap around ankle. Open all 
the way down the back, the bootie allows 
the diver to slip his/her foot inside in an 
instant, without any hassle whatsoever. 
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The Wrap Around Bootie is extremely 
easy to slip on and off, and offers an ankle 
opening with adjustable diameter. As com- 
fortable as a slipper, the Wrap Around fea- 
tures a unique, three part tread design. 


Then the ankle flap is wraped around and 
secured by closing a Velcro® panel. 
There’s no struggling to pull the bootie on 
or off (breaking fingernails or damaging 
the bootie) and there's no zipper to pinch 
or bind. The flap overlap keeps water en- 
try to a minimum and the diameter of the 
ankle opening can be altered for comfort. 

The Wrap Around Bootie is perfect for 
drysuits with attached latex booties, pro- 
viding insulation and protection. Wrap- 
ping the ankle tightly should help prevent 
air from moving into the foot area. With 
wetsuits, the bootie can be worn under

the pant cuff by virtue of the mid-ankle at- 
tachment of the flap. Thus, the cuff 
doesn't have to fit over two layers of boo- 
tie. And, if you’re a maverick, you can 
wear the bootie over your wetsuit pant 
cuff. Either way, they’re warm and ex- 
tremely comfortable. 

The Imperial Wrap Around Bootie re- 
tails for $42. It comes in sizes from extra 
small to super extra large and, as men- 
tioned, the ankle can be further adjusted 
for individual fit. Try a pair on at your Im- 
perial dealer. You just might want to wear

m= elize is one of those rare areas of the diving 
world you almost don't want to talk about, not be- 
cause it isn't thrilling, but because you'd prefer 
keeping the magic to yourself. But with a barrier 
reef extending over 185 miles, and three major 
atolls each ringed by a coral perimeter of at least 
90 miles, there are more than enough unspoiled 
dive sites to go around. 

Belize is on the western shore of the Caribbe- 
an Sea just to the south of Mexico’s Yucatan Peninsula.

The international 
airport is in Belize City, about 725 nautical miles from 
Miami and about 750 miles from New Orleans. 

The historical roots of the country derive from Eu- 
rope, Africa and the Americas. The first known inhabit- 
ants were the Mayas and the archaeological heritage 
of their culture is still strongly in evidence today. Appar- 
ently the Mayan civilization peaked between the fourth 
and ninth centuries in Belize, southern Mexico, Guate- 
mala and Honduras; then began a rather sudden, unex- 
plained decline at the end of the ninth century, While 
tourism is encouraged to the Mayan ruins that dot the 
interior of Belize, the Antiquities Law says any artifact 
more than 100 years old is the property of the state and 
may not be removed from the country. 

The Spanish roamed the coast of Belize in the 
1500s, but did not colonize the area. It was not until 
1638 that a group of shipwrecked British sailors began 
cutting logwood, a textile dye used in British mills, and 
established a European presence in the region.

City via a new TACA Boeing 767 ona two 
hour direct flight from Miami. This flight 
was especially pleasant, with an in-flight 
movie at no additional charge. Tan Sahsa 
and Challenge International Airlines also 
fly into Belize City. Between the two air- 
lines there are daily direct flights arriving 
and departing Houston, Miami and New 
Orleans, making Belize among the most 
accessible Western Caribbean dive vaca- 
tion destinations. 

Belize City is generally a staging area 
for a tour either to the country’s interior 
for general tourism or to the cayes along 
the barrier reef and atolls for watersports 
enthusiasts. Tropic Air and Maya Airways 
offer reliable and convenient intracountry 
transit. The international flights generally 
arrive in the mid-afternoon and the op- 
tions are to take a short connecting flight 
to one of the cayes; rendezvous with a 
live-aboard dive boat; rent a car to tour 
the interior; or overnight in Belize City. 

The FORT GEORGE HOTEL is one of 
the lodging favorites in Belize City. On the 
waterfront and central to the downtown 
area, the Fort George features 43 air- 
conditioned double rooms, each with col- 
or television and HBO. In addition to the 
restaurant, lounge, swimming pool and 
gift store, all of which might be expected 
of a quality hotel, the Fort George also of- - 
fers a travel agency and a duty free 
counter. It has a new dock facility running 
more than 500 feet from shore and able 
to accommodate boats of eight foot draft. 
Diving, fishing and yachting charters may 
now pick up their guests at the Fort 
George Hotel. 

Other hotels in Belize City include the 
Bellevue and the Villa Hotel, as well as 
numerous smaller lodges. 

Immigration and customs formalities 
will occur on arrival at the Belize Interna- 
tional Airport. A passport is not neces- 
sary but helpful. Minimal requirements for 
citizens of the United States, Canada and 
the United Kingdom are roundtrip tickets 
and either a birth certificate or voter's 
registration. 

It is illegal to remove or export coral or 
to spearfish on scuba in Belize and visit- 
ing tourists should scrupulously abide by 
these regulations: 

The U.S. and Belize dollars are used 
interchangeably at most places with the 
U.S. dollar being worth two Belize (BZ) 
dollars. The electric current is standard 
110 volts 60 cycles, but at some of the 
more remote resorts will be generated by 
the resort rather than municipal service. 
While this generally does not affect the 
reliability of the service, occasionally the 
generator may shut down for awhile at 
night. Telephone service is available in 
Belize City and throughout much of Am- 
bergris Caye, Caye Chapel, Caye Caulk- 
er and St. George's Caye, as well as at 
most settlements throughout the rest of 
the country. 

Belize lies in the trade winds area, but 
the presence of the coast and mountain 
ranges affects the weather patterns to a

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degree. The trade winds are usually 
southeast and very mild, with winter tem- 
peratures ranging from the low 70s to the 
upper 80s (°F). Humidity is more notice- 
able in the coastal cities than on the 
cayes. The dry season extends from Au- 
gust to April on the mainland, with the 
rainy season in May, June and July. On 
the cayes the rainy season occurs in 
September and October. 

The water temperature is comfortable 
the year-round, ranging from perhaps 75 
in the winter to 86°F in the summer. 

Offshore mainland Belize is a shallow 
submarine valley without much interest to 
the diver. The barrier reef is really part of 
a ridge that runs parallel to the coast. The 
visible peaks of the ridge are the islets 
and cayes. Some of these are uninhabit- 
ed and other cayes are developed with 
airstrips, resort hotels and diving serv- 
ices. The primary centers of dive tourism 
include Ambergris Caye, Caye Chapel, 
Caye Caulker and St. George's Caye, all 
along the barrier reef; and Caye Bokel, 
which is in the Turneffe Island atoll. 


AMBERGRIS CAYE 

Twenty years ago San Pedro was a 
sleepy fishing village on Ambergris Caye 
with no commuter aircraft, no speed- 
boats, no hotels and no tourism to speak 
of. Today San Pedro hosts more dive 
tourists than any other part of the country 
and there are numerous resort hotels, 
daily commuter flights from Belize City on 
Maya and Tropic Airways and more than 
40 registered dive guides. Don't get the 
mistaken impression that San Pedro is a 
metropolis of traffic jams and stoplights, 
however. The roads are dirt and sand, 
the community small and friendly and the 
resorts, intimate and comfortable. 

Most of the dive guides operate out of 
skiffs in the 23 to 26 foot range, powered 
by twin outboards. The air compressors 
on the island are operated by Allan Fore- 
man of the Coral Beach Hotel; Larry Park- 
er with dive operations at the Victoria 
House and RAMON’S REEF RESORT: 
and the dive service at Captain Morgan’s 
Retreat. Additionally, Larry Parker han- 
dles most of the scuba instruction on Am- 
bergris Caye. The air, tanks, weights and 
miscellaneous dive gear are supplied by 
these operations and the independent 
dive guides provide most of the diver 
transport. A few of the hotels maintain 
their own dive boats as well, most notably 
Captain Morgan’s Retreat, Ambergris 
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Escape to our private island. Just fifteen miles from 
Belize City. And five minutes from the Caribbean’s best 
kept secret—Belize’s Barrier Reef. Land on our 3,300’ 
airstrip. Or dock in our full service marina. 


Dip into the shallow waters off our sun drenched 
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Lodge, Sunbreeze Hotel and the Para- 
dise Resort. 

OUT ISLAND DIVERS' Reef Roamer //, 
operated by Captain Ray Bowers, is 
another dive option on the island. Spe- 
cializing in overnight cruises to the Blue 
Hole, the Reef Roamer // is a 50 foot alu- 
minum commercial trawler tnat cruises at 
10 knots. The two day Blue Hole trips 
provide five meals and offer four dives. 
Most departures are from San Pedro and 
may be coordinated through your hotel or 
directly with Captain Bowers. 

There are 20 hotels and guesthouses 
in the San Pedro area and they offer quite 
a range of both accommodations and 
prices. Among the properties | am most 
familiar with is the VICTORIA HOUSE. At 
the southern end of the settlement, it fea- 
tures 10 lovely thatched roof casitas and 
11 double hotel rooms; lush tropical land- 
scaping; a beautiful private beach; and a

dockside dive shop. The Victoria House 
is capably managed by Fidel Ancona and 
a top quality staff. The convenient dock- 
side dive facility offers guest gear storage 
bins, eliminating the need to haul dive 
gear between the room and the boat. 

Some of the other popular resort hotels 
in the San Pedro vicinity include the CA- 
SA SOLANA with 10 rooms and two, two 
bedroom units in an adjacent house; the 
HOLIDAY HOTEL, near the center of town 
on the beach and able to accommodate 
up to 40 guests with amenities including 
a restaurant and bar, boat docks and a 
dive shop in an adjacent building; and the 
PARADISE RESORT HOTEL, at the north 
end of San Pedro, with 22 thatched roof 
bungalows and a great dock for sunbath- 
ing, swimming or boat dockage; a restau- 
rant; and one of the most active bars in 
the village. 

The SUNBREEZE HOTEL and the AM- 
BERGRIS LODGE are distinctly different 
properties that offer similar services to 
divers. Each has nine rooms and each is 
on the beach in San Pedro, but the Sun- 
breeze is of modern design and con- 
struction while the Ambergris Lodge is a 
more traditional San Pedro institution. 
Both cater strongly to the traveling diver. 

The CORAL BEACH HOTEL is promi- 
nent on San Pedro’s main street and has 
long been a favorite of divers visiting the 
village. With more than 15 years at the 
same location, hotelier Allan Foreman

include a dockside dive shop and com- 
pressor and the popular Tackle Box bar. 
There are 11 rooms in the hotel and 
throughout the year these are kept well- 
occupied by the diving trade. 

There are two more resorts on Amber- 
gris Caye that cater to divers, but these 
are separated from the San Pedro settle- 
ment by an unbridged creek and are 
therefore accessible only by boat. CAP- 
TAIN MORGAN'S RETREAT is a dedicat- 
ed dive resort with nine triple bungalows 
(thatched roof type) and one quad unit for 
a total occupancy of 28 guests. There is 
a restaurant and bar and all packages in- 
clude three meals daily. There are specif- 
ic packages for diving, fishing and gener- 
al rest and relaxation, but it is the dive 
traveler that most interests owners Sam 
Jones and Donald Tallman. To that end, 
the resort has installed two diesel air 
compressors and the tanks, weights, reg- 
ulators and BCs necessary to outfit all 
guests. The boats include a 24 foot Win- 
ner powered by an inboard, a 24 foot 
pontoon boat and two 17 foot outboard 
powered skiffs. 

The normal dive profile includes one 
tank in the morning and one tank in the 
afternoon, with night dives as part of most 
packages (bring your own light). Since 
the property is under new and ambitious 
ownership, the dive sites are just now be- 
ing identified. There is lots of exploration 





per person 
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being done daily along the Morgan’s 
Reef structure at the north end of Amber- 
gris, with the predominant dives targeted 
to the coral canyons and caves of the 
barrier reef. Trips to the Turneffe Islands, 
Lighthouse Reef and the Blue Hole may 
also be arranged. 

The most luxurious new development 
on Ambergris Caye is adjacent to Captain 
Morgan's Retreat and the same dive op- 
eration serves both properties. THE BE- 
LIZEAN offers six deluxe units, each with 
air-conditioning, ceiling fan, hot shower 
and tub, bidet, color television with satel- 
lite dish reception and VCR, teléphone, 
refrigerator and carpeting. The rooms are 
set up along the lines of a suite, and while 
diving is certainly available, the primary 
emphasis is on general relaxation. 

The primary emphasis on diving off 
Ambergris Caye is over about 35 miles of 
barrier reef. There are seven major cuts 
through it that give access to the deep 
water reefs. To the north and south of any 
of these cuts there is a divable area. 
Many of the favorite sites are chosen by 
lining up shore ranges and oftentimes the 
guides will just peer over the side of the 
boat to choose a likely area. 

The barrier reef actually starts at the 
surface in many areas and but a mile 
from shore at Ambergris. The reef gradu- 
ally slopes to about 50 feet where the 
spur and groove begins and the incline 
steepens. Most of the dives drop at about 





a 60 degree angle to about 100 feet at a 
broad sandy shelf before beginning a 
deeper and more precipitous drop-off. 
The 30 to 100 foot depth seems the most 
productive area for both fish and corals. 

There are several shallow dive sites 
shoreward of the barrier reef, but Hol- 
chan is certainly the most frequented. In 
depths ranging from the surface to 25 
feet, Holchan is actually one of the cuts 
through the barrier reef. It is also home to 
two very cooperative and photogenic 
green moray eels, the occasional tarpon, 
stingray or eagle ray, nurse sharks, par- 
rotfish, lesser electric rays, grunts, group- 
ers, hogfish and jawfish. 

Mexico Rocks is in just 12 to 15 feet 
of water and is as popular with snorkelers 
as with divers. There are scattered brain 
and star coral heads for relief and ample 
juvenile tropicals. The macro subjects, 
however, are probably the most appeal- 
ing. Mata is another cut through the reef 
like Holchan, but primarily comprised of 
staghorn and elkhorn corals at a depth 
no greater than 18 feet. Coral Forest, 
a.k.a. Mitchell Rocks, features very thick 
concentrations of staghorn, elkhorn, cab- 
bage, finger and fire corals with parrot- 
fish, stingray and barracuda among the 
more frequent reef residents, all in a max- 
imum depth of ten feet. 


CAYE CAULKER 
Following along the barrier reef from 


north to south, the next area of develop- 
ment is Caye Caulker. The island is near- 
ly six miles long, but is relatively narrow 
and features a large strand of sandy 
beach and a quaint village of perhaps 
400 residents. There are anchorages to 
both the windward and leeward sides, 
but there is one particularly attractive and 
protected area near the cut that transects 
the island. For specifics on anchorages 
throughout Belize, | recommend the Be- 
lize Cruising Guide, available through 
Dive and Sail Belize, as the most com- 
prehensive reference and a generally 
helpful tourist aid. 

CAYE CAULKER is the name of both 
the island and the settlement, which has 
traditionally been a fishing village, but 
lately has been attracting tourism as well, 
often from the backpacking crowd. There 
are 16 guesthouses, the largest of which 
is 15 rooms and the smallest only three. 
Probably 100 people could be accommo- 
dated here and there are six or seven 
restaurants and several bars. This is a 
low-key caye, more like visiting a Beliz- 
ean family than staying at the Marriott. 

The Dive Shop on Caye Caulker will 
transport divers on a 27 foot deep-V die- 
sel or a 20 foot outboard vessel and 
maintains two compressors and a mod- 
est amount of rental scuba gear. There 
are three cuts in the barrier reef and as 
on Ambergris Caye, most of the diving is

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done within a short distance to the north 
or south of these. The fish populations 
are quite healthy in this area. Outside the 
barrier reef there are deep spur and 
groove formations, punctuated by over- 
hangs and small caves. The visibility is 
generally quite good and the sponges, 
impressive. Among the numerous dives 
available, one of my favorites was the 
Mackerel Hole. 


CAYE CHAPEL 

Caye Chapel is only 15 miles from Be- 
lize City and is within a mile of the fine 
diving available along the barrier reef. 
The island is only two and one-half miles 
long by about one-half mile wide and the 
PYRAMID ISLAND RESORT is the only 
development on the island. There is a 
3,600 foot airstrip to accommodate the 
daily flights from Belize City and the re- 
sort offers 32 air-conditioned double 
rooms, a restaurant and lounge, two ten- 
nis courts, television room and recreation 
center. The resort accommodations are 
quite comfortable. 

Under new management, the Pyramid 
Island Resort has rededicated itself to 
providing diver services. The diving hard- 
ware Is already in place, namely a very 
impressive 37 foot diesel Ensign dive/ 
sportfishing boat for day reef trips as well 
as a 50 foot deep-V diesel dive boat. The 
latter is used both for day trips and over- 
night tours to the Turneffe Islands and 
Lighthouse or Glover's Reef areas. 
Equipped with a head, galley, compres- 
sor and 12 berths, overnight excursions 
to the atolls are definitely feasible. How- 
ever, the fastest boat of the fleet is a 36 
foot cigarette, powered by two 330 
horsepower inboard/outboards capable 
of crossing to the Turneffe Islands in only 
30 minutes. Additionally, there are sever- 
al smaller (20-27 foot) outboard powered 
vessels appropriate for small groups of 
divers or fishermen. As expected, there is 
an air compressor, 50 scuba cylinders 
and a reasonable selection of back- 
packs, weights and miscellaneous dive 
gear. Divers are expected to supply their 
own buoyancy compensators, masks, 
fins and regulators. 

Caye Chapel is studded with palm 
trees throughout and especially at the 
north end. At the south end is a fascinat- 
ing saltwater lagoon with mangroves all 
about and an interesting population of 
birds such as the great blue heron, 
egrets, osprey, pelicans and roseate 
spoonbills. The island is small enough to 





thoroughly explore by foot and the sand 
beaches are a special attraction. 

The diving nearest Caye Chapel is 
along the barrier reef with the familiar 
gradual slope from the surface to 35 feet, 
with spur and groove surge channels 
seaward. The tops of these channels 
might be in only 40 to 50 feet of water, 
but the sand between them can be in 90 
feet, so obviously the profile is quite dra- 
matic. Yellow tube, azure vase and barrel 
sponges, as well as massive concentra- 
tions of vibrantly healthy hard corals, are 
the norm. The crystalline waters support 
generous populations of queen trigger- 
fish, hogfish, spotted and green moray 
eels, grouper, yellow coney, queen an- 
gelfish, gray angelfish and an occasional 
spotted eagle ray or turtle. 


ST. GEORGE’S CAYE 

St. George’s Caye is only nine miles 
from Belize City, yet features an excellent 
coral reef submerged from the east of 
Gallow’s Point to the south end of the 
caye. Gallow’s Point is one of the many 
historic references from this colorful 
caye, which served as the capital of the 
settlement from 1650 to 1784. The Battle 
of St. George’s Caye is celebrated annu- 
ally throughout Belize and comme- 
morates the victory of the Belizean and 
English forces over the Spanish in 1798. 
All but one of the structures from these 


early years was destroyed in a major hur- 
ricane in 1787 and Hurricane Hattie in 
196,1 further decimated the island. In the 
years since, ST. GEORGE’S LODGE was 


“built to accommodate tourism and divers 


comprise a large percentage of the cur- 
rent clientele. Set up on stilts and built 
from native hardwoods, St. George's 
Lodge has 12 hotel rooms and four cot- 
tages, a restaurant, bar, dive shop with 
compressor and rental scuba equipment, 
and dive boats for the short ride to the 
adjacent barrier reef. 


CAYE BOKEL 

The TURNEFFE DIVING LODGE (a.k.a. 
Turneffe Island Lodge) is on Caye Bokel 
at the southern tip of the Turneffe Islands 
chain. In their five years of ownership, 
Dave and Jill Bennett have completely re- 
furbished this venerable sport fishing in- 
stitution and created an undeniable ap- 
peal for both fishermen and divers alike. 

The lodge is surrounded by an excep- 
tional underwater resource and the Ben- 
netts have made a significant investment 
so the resource is accessible to visiting 
divers. The most striking accessory is the 
38 foot diesel dive boat, Grand Slam. 
Just a year old, this Delta is admirably 
outfitted for diving with spacious platform, 
tank racks, freshwater rinse, tuna tower, 
Loran, VHF, depth finder, stereo and 
enough speed to not only visit the best of 





the Turneffe Islands, but also Lighthouse 
or Glover's Reefs as day trips. There are 
two other outboard powered boats that 
are called into diver service on occasion; 
one a 25 foot Hydrosport and the other, 
a 24 foot Boston Whaler. (For the fisher- 
men, there are ten, 16 foot skiffs with out- 
boards and guides for each.) 

The resort is small and operates with 
casual intimacy. There are eight rooms 
set up as six doubles and two quads, a 
restaurant/lounge area, a separate dive 
shop at dockside and the full comple- 
ment of generators, water catchment and 
repair facilities necessary for a totally 
self-sufficient resort. 

There is ample exceptional diving with- 
in a 10 to 20 minute boat ride of the re- 
sort, but since every time | visit the resort 
| can’t help but request the same dive 
site, the Turneffe Island Lodge has taken 
to calling the area Frink’s Point. Other 
dive operators will know the area as the 
Elbow, but by any name it is a tremen- 
dously exciting experience. It is basically 
a long stretch of sharply sloping reef face 
dropping from 40 to 140 feet. All along 
the wall are deep water gorgonians, all 
manner of sponges and other filter feed- 
ers and healthy populations of reef life 
such as grouper, angelfish, porkfish, 
trunkfish, triggerfish and others. But it is 
the pelagic life that transforms this reef 
from good to spectacular. There are ea-

MOHO CAYE 

Moho Caye, just offshore Belize City, is 
the base of operations for one of the most 
progressive dive tour operations in the 
country, SAIL AND DIVE BELIZE. Oper- 
ated by David Gegg, Sail and Dive Belize 
presently has 16 boats, a marina and 
dive shop and ample qualified crew to 
operate the vessels. The fleet is com- 
prised of sailboats in the 31 to 52 foot 
range by Irwin, Hunter and Endeavor. 
This year’s new additions are 35 and 45 
foot Present motor trawlers. Most of 
these vessels are available bareboat or 
crewed, although a few require a minimal 
crew for charter. Generally, the crew con- 
sists only of a captain/divemaster and a 
cook. In my three cruises with Dive and 
Sail Belize, I've found the knowledgeable 
and friendly crew to be one of the high 
points of the experience. 

The 45 foot trawler Present Time is new 
to the fleet and was our home for a very 
enjoyable portion of our Belize excursion. 
Powered by twin diesel engines, the ves- 
sel cruises at eight to nine knots and was 
captained by Charlie Westby, with his 
wife Avie handling the cook’s duties. Ac- 
commodations are in two double state- 
rooms with a main saloon and galley sep- 
arating the two. There is a couch in the 
main saloon that can open up into a dou- 
ble bed for a very close group, but four 
guests is the ideal live-aboard comple- 
ment. In addition to the complete galley, 
there is air-conditioning, TV, VHF, radar, 
Loran, stereo and two, three cfm com- 
pressors to facilitate the dive operations 
on board. 

Typically, the charter group will arrive 
in Belize City and be transported by boat 
to Moho Caye. As this happens in the late 
afternoon, dinner will be served while un- 
derway to the reef. The first morning dive 
will be at the northern tip of the Turneffe 
Islands, generally chosen because the 
walls are more vertical than in other 
areas of the atoll. There is a good possi- 
bility manta rays may be sighted here. 


LIGHTHOUSE REEF 
Depending on the group's desires, 
usually two full days are spent in the Tur- 








neffes before motoring on to Lighthouse 
Reef. Here, the walls start in about 35 
feet of water and are generally very verrti- 
cal. They are magnificently adorned with 
sponges, offering exceptional wide angle 
photo opportunities. There is also spec- 
tacular shallow reef diving to be done in 
this area. 

One of the more famous Lighthouse 
Reef destinations is the Blue Hole. This 
is unusual in that it is a massive cylinder 
with stalactites to be seen at a depth of 
around 150 feet. While there is very little 
fish life and not much ambient light, the 
geological fascination of this dive has in- 
trigued both sport divers and scientists. 

A visit to Half Moon Caye, with its sand 
beaches, tidepools, booby bird sanctuary 
and lighthouse is another must while at 
Lighthouse Reef. 

Half Moon Caye is, inch-for-inch, one 
of the prettiest islands in the Caribbean, 
and the spectacular wall dive just off- 
shore is especially impressive. While Half 
Moon Caye may be the jewel in the 
crown of Lighthouse Reef, the atoll is im- 
mense and bears repeated exploration. 
The three atolls of Belize—Lighthouse 
Reef, Glover's Reef and the Turneffe |s- 
lands—comprise enough diving fascina-

The 
boat has a top speed of 30 knots and is 
available to cruise to the reefs or up the 
Belize River for tours of the interior. The 
entire package is marketed based on a 
ten year lease and with two to four partici- 
pants can be priced very reasonably. 


LIVE-ABOARDS 

The ISLA MIA (my island) is 75 feet 
long with a beam of more than 20 feet. 
The ship’s six foot draft includes a stabi- 
lizing keel for a more comfortable cruise. 
lt is powered by two Caterpillar diesels. 
There are back-ups for back-ups on this 
vessel so it is unlikely a diving day will ev- 
er be lost owing to a mechanical malfunc- 
tion. There are three generators, three 
compressors and plenty of fresh water, 
plus all the tank racks, ladders, dive plat- 
forms and gear storage areas necessary 
for live-aboard convenience. 

The /sila Mia’s five private and three 
semi-private staterooms can berth 21 
passengers, but only 16 are carried to 
maximize individual comfort. There is air- 
conditioning, ample sundeck space as 
well as deck space shaded from the bril- 
liant Belize sun. Captain Jonathon Tromm 
is a personable and dedicated boat oper- 
ator and diving enthusiast; he will try to 
assure his guests the best possible dive 
value for their dollar. 

While Captain Tromm is familiar with 
most of the best diving offshore Belize af- 
ter eight years of operation, the /sla Mia 
charters tend to specialize in the Light- 
house Reef area. Unlimited diving is very 
much a part of the routine and since the 
boat is most often able to anchor directly 
over the dive site, the dive tables are gen- 
erally the only constraint. Guests join the 
boat in Belize City and motor to the Tur- 
neffe Islands or Lighthouse Reef the first 
night. Guests wake up anchored over 
one of the fantastic dive sites in these 
areas the first morning. The /s/la Mia is a 
floating dive hotel for what is usually a 
seven day cruise. 


LA STREGA (ltalian for ‘‘the Witch’’) is 
also a live-aboard dive vessel. An 85 foot 
yacht, originally built for private use in 
Scotland, it has been converted to 
accommodate 14 passengers in four 
staterooms. Twelve passengers are gen- 
erally considered a full boat, however, to 
prevent crowding. Tours depart Belize 
City and may include visits to the Turneffe 
islands, Lighthouse Reef and Glover’s 
Reef. Specific itineraries may vary from 
group to group. 

La Strega \s well equipped from both a 
comfort and safety standpoint. There are 
radar, depth recorders, VHF and single 
sideband radio, stereo, autopilot, individ- 
ual air-conditioners, a private head and 


~ shower in each cabin and 100 volt 60 cy- 


cle electricity throughout. 
Our time permitted only a few dives 
with La Strega, as we rendezvoused with 





a Charter in progress. Our first dive was 
at English Caye, a scenic palm-lined is- 
land with a lighthouse, just two hours out- 
side Belize City. Here La Strega an- 
chored at the edge of a slope that 
dropped from 45-85 feet. The coral was 
dense with a fine sampling of marine life, 
particularly groupers, angelfish and spot- 
ted moray eels. 

At the Turneffe Islands we dove Majes- 
tic Reef and saw spectacular concentra- 
tions of black coral in only 60 feet of wa- 
ter and the yellow tube sponges that are 
So prolific around the atolls. After a day 
at the Turneffe Islands, La Strega gener- 
ally cruises to the Lighthouse Reef area 
where guests enjoy particularly exciting 
wall dives. With a drop-off beginning as 
shallow as 30 feet in many areas and 
fringed by rich corals and sponges, these 
vertical walls are alive with pelagic life. 

Given the variety and number of supe- 
rior dive sites available at the atolls of Be- 
lize, live-aboard dive boats are especially 
appropriate. They generally cruise 
among the groups of islands at night and 
in the daytime, the boats can hop from

one dive site to the next during surface 
intervals. Four and five dives per day are 
easily feasible from a live-aboard dive 
vessel and in Belize there is plenty of div- 
ing excitement for the more than 30 dives 
per week charter. 

At press time a new entry into the live- 
aboard dive boat market became avail- 
able. PRINCESS CHARTERS operates a 
40 foot deep-V boat powered by twin 671 
Detroit diesels. Licensed for 20 passen- 
gers, 10 is a more realistic load. Based 
in Belize City, Princess Charters com- 
bines reef excursions with tours of the in- 
terior of the country. For example, they 
might cruise for three days, island hop- 
ping south to Placencia, then board a bus 

_ for a three and one-half hour ride to the 
Tropical Jungle Paradise Resort, and 
from that base visit the Mayan ruins, hike 
the Mountain Pine Ridge, or participate in 
a jungle river tour. >

more deadeyes, a bilge pump and dark, 
mysterious hatches lying open, begging 
to be explored. | was tempted, but there 
wasn't enough time. 

Then something intriguingly dark 
loomed in the shadows to my left. Grab- 
bing John by the elbow | led him across 
the deck. Directly in front of us, reaching 
40 feet above the deck, was the rear 
mast. | was ecstatic—l had never seen 
one still standing on a wooden shipwreck 
before. | reached out to see if it was really 
there and found it to be as solid as a tree. 

My eye was caught by something be- 
yond the mast. As | got closer the ob- 
scure forms took shape and clarity; they 
were the silt covered framework for the 
rear cabins. Wooden stanchions rose to 
support a low roof that’s now gone. They 
stood in a straight line like ghostly sol-

merica’s greatest inland sea, Lake 

Superior, was the inspiration of many 
such songs around the turn of the centu- 
ry—and for good reason. She claimed a 
fair share of ships that sailed her waters 
during that period. One stage where this 
drama was often set was the Apostle Is- 
lands/Chequamegon (she wah'me gon) 
Bay area on the south shore. 

This bustling bay played host to a vari- 
ety of vessels over the years. Schooners, 
wooden and steel steamers, tugboats 
and towbarges all visited here—and rep- 
resentatives of each remain. Fires, fog 
and gales were the main culprits that sent 
some 20 boats to the bottom. Yester- 
day’s legacy can be witnessed easily by 
those willing to don scuba tanks. Diving 
on these wrecks, many of which are in 
relatively shallow water, is always an en- 
joyable, educational experience, en- 
hanced by the exciting stories behind 
their loss. 

One intriguing tale concerns the 
schooner Lucerne, a 195 foot vessel 
wrecked off Long !sland in 1886. An infa- 
mous November northeaster was stirring 
as she left Ashland laden with iron ore. 
The gale erupted as she departed shel- 
tered Chequamegon Bay, but the Lu- 
cerne sailed on, hoping the storm would 
diminish. The nine man crew fought the 
howling tempest for a full day and then, 
since they were making little headway, 
decided to turn back. The high waves, 
wind and blizzard-like conditions put the 
ship in sad shape, however. With sails 
being beaten and seas crashing over her 
deck, the Lucerne plowed on, hoping to

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gain the lee of Long Island. At the height 
of the gale a passing steamer spotted 
her, but under the terrible circumstances 
could offer no assistance. The steamer’s 
skipper later reported seeing ‘‘the ill-fat- 
ed schooner rolling and pitching about on 
the lake, evidently at the mercy of wind 
and waves....’’ Superior offered no 
mercy and the Lucerne met a horrible 
end. Approaching the bay, the wind and 
waves finally devoured the battered boat. 
There were no witnesses and nobody on 
board lived to tell the tale. 


After the storm subsided, a tug from 
nearby Bayfield was dispatched to 
search for the Lucerne. The little boat 
hadn't gone far when the crew discerned 
three masts sticking out of the water a 
short distance off Long Island. Closer in- 
spection revealed a grisly sight. Aloft in 
the Lucerne’s riggings were three of the 
ship's crew members—frozen solid. They 
had evidently tried to escape the freezing 
Superior seas and had perished waiting 
for help. The newspapers dutifully report- 
ed that “the bodies were covered with 
from one to six inches of ice.’ 

Today, the Lucerne sits in approxi- 
mately 24 feet of water, with her huge 
centerboard trunk rising to within nine 
feet of the surface. The bow and stern 
sections are relatively intact, but amid- 
ships is quite battered. Several years ago 
divers brought up dozens of interesting 
artifacts, which are now housed in the 
Lake Superior Marine Museum in Duluth, 
Minnesota. Personal possessions (boots, 
a hat, pipes etc.) and ship parts are dis- 
played. An easy, interesting dive awaits 
those who wish to visit the remains of a 
classic schooner, once considered one 
of the fastest on the Great Lakes. 

The bones of another ship, the 282 foot 
Fedora, lie close to shore just north of 
Bayfield. In 1901 this wooden freighter 
was steaming down the channel headed 
for Ashland when she caught fire. A kero- 
sene lamp had exploded in the engine 
room, showering its deadly contents eve- 
rywhere. The blaze spread so quickly that 
the engineer had no chance to fight it and 
could only evacuate the room. Unfortu- 
nately, when he left, the big boat was still 
running at full speed! Within minutes the 
entire ship was a mass of flames and the 
17 man crew virtually helpless to do any- 
thing. The captain, Frank A. Fick, was 
now at the helm of a flaming Fedora run- 
ning wide open! 

The only option open was to head the 
vessel toward land and abandon ship. 
With tremendous force the Fedora ran 
aground—just in time. The crew got off 
the ship just as the fire consumed the up- 
per decks. The captain and crew spent a 
long, cold night on the beach, watching 
their ship burn to the waterline and settle. 


Today the Fedora is easily located by 
ribs and strapping that partially protrude 
above the water's surface. The machin- 
ery was Salvaged after the fire so all that 
remains today is her hull framework. Her

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maximum depth is ten feet and she can 
be snorkeled easily. For the novice diver, 
the interested historian or the Sunday 
snorkeler, the Fedora is a pleasant intro- 
duction to Apostle Island shipwrecks. 

A veritable hurricane ripped across the 
unsalted seas in September of 1905, 
sending two large vessels to their graves. 
The big steel steamer Sevona was deci- 
mated near Sand Island, causing the 
deaths of seven crew members. With vir- 
tually no visibility because of driving rain 
and monstrous waves, the captain of the 
ship could not determine his exact loca- 
tion. While running for shelter, the Se- 
vona violently impaled itself on Sand Is- 
land Shoals. She ran aground so hard 
the impact literally snapped the steel ship 
in two. Seventeen people escaped in life- 
boats and made it safely to land, but sev- 
en—including the captain—did not. They 
were beaten to death by the cruel seas 
while attempting to save themselves. 

The Sevona, one of the most famous 
Great Lakes shipwrecks, is an interesting 
dive site. She was considered a hazard 
to navigation and was dynamited in 1909, 
so her remains are widely scattered. The 
bulk of the hull sits in 21 feet of water and 
is precisely located on NOAA charts. An 
anchor from the boat is on display at Na- 
tional Park Service Headquarters at Little 
Sand Bay. The strongbox sits by the Bay- 
field shoreline, open and empty. In the 
early 1960s divers tediously retrieved the 
heavy structure, brought it into port, toiled 
for hours to open it and found nothing, 
much to their dismay! 

The same day the Sevona went down, 
a huge wooden schooner found herself in 
dire straits near Outer Island. The 338 
foot long Pretoria was only five years old 
and one of the largest sailing vessels ev- 
er to operate on the Great Lakes. She 
was being towed by the wooden steamer 
Venezuela when the towline broke. In the 
tremendous storm the Venezuela could 
not find its drifting consort and decided to 
save herself and seek shelter. Captain 
Charles Smart of the Pretoria now found 
himself in the middle of a mariner’s night- 
mare. He was in charge of a powerless 
schooner being mauled by heavy seas 
and high winds and helplessly drifting to- 
ward destruction. The final breakup of the 
big boat became imminent about a mile 
off Outer Island. Ten men set out in the 
lone lifeboat. The thundering seas tossed 
the tiny boat about until, as Captain Smart 
later recalled: “‘At last a gigantic wave 
struck us and we were thrown overboard, 
some of the crew being thrown ten feet 
into the air. At one time or another every- 
one of the ten men was clinging to the 
overturned boat, but they dropped off 
one by one... .’’ Only five men eventual- 
ly made it safely to shore.

Like the Sevona, the Pretoria’s remains 
are widely scattered, owing to the way 
she broke up. Because of its somewhat 
remote location, the Pretoria is less 
picked over, however. Artifacts are 
strewn over a large area. The bow sec- 
tion, with its anchor windlass, remains 
partially intact. Both anchors are on dis- 
play at the Madeline Island museum. 

Other notable wrecks in the area in- 
clude the Ottawa in Schooner Bay by the 
mainland and the recently discovered 
Noque Bay by Stockton Island. 

Perhaps more interesting, however, is 
that more than half the vessels that ended 
their careers here have yet to be found. 
With equally stirring stories, these ships— 
many probably intact—with strongboxes 
and other secrets aboard, await the am- 
bitious diver. Entombed in their watery 
graves, these vessels of a bygone era 
are convincing proof of the power of the 
greatest inland sea—Lake Superior. >s. 
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The Apostle Island area of Lake Superior is the final resting place of a number of 
vessels. Although the area is peppered with small islands, it has been fire, fog and 
gales that have brought about the destruction of so many proud ships.

and our divemaster, John, gave us an ori- 
entation. La Mer’s diving policy allows 
you to dive independently with a buddy or 
join the divemaster. Mark, a photojour- 
nalist from Washington, D.C. and | budd- 
ied up. 

The visibility was phenomenal. | imme- 
diately descended 30 feet to the bottom, 
which was covered by thick hard corals. 
All the fish, pelagics and tropicals alike, 
were darting about. It was like crossing 
the street in downtown Tokyo. Overhead, 
schools of pipefish, parrots and jacks 
passed by. In front of me, | spotted an oc- 
topus gliding from one brain coral to 
another. Beneath a huge table coral, | 
saw areal master of camouflage, the rare 
crocodile fish. Mark gave me a sign to 
follow him. After a 50 yard swim, we were 
on top of a dramatic ledge. | felt like | was 
standing on the top of the Empire State 
Building looking down. | made four dives 
on Gordon Reef that day and got some 
excellent tropical fish portraits. 

In the next few days, we sampled the 
best of the Tiran Straits. We anchored all 
day on Jackson Reef with its extraordi- 
narily rich walls. These start at the sur- 
face and go down to 200 feet. From top 
to bottom they are decorated with amaz-

ingly large soft corals. The colors here 
are all either pink, red or purple with a 
range of shades and variations standing 
out against the blue open water. 

On board the crew pampered us. 
When we returned to the boat after a 
dive, there was always a cold drink, hot 
coffee, tea or soup handed to us while we 
were still dripping wet. Cameras were 
handled and put away with care. Each 
dive site was explained with a diagram, 
directions and highlights of interest so we 
knew what to watch for and where. Often 
we had lunch and dinner on the bow 
deck in the open air. At dinner time, the 
stars came out for our entertainment and 
boy, are there stars in the Sinai! 

For the next few days, we visited the 
southern part of the Red Sea. One eve- 
ning, Yehuda promised us a spectacular 
night dive—and it was indeed very spe- 
cial. The Temple is a cluster of three 
rocks, rising from 40-50 feet to the sur- 
face in the heart of a protected bay. It is 
a very easy dive. | saw many sleeping 
tropical fish in their ‘‘nightgowns, ”’ includ- 
ing parrotfish with their protective co- 
coons. The magnificent soft coral polyps 
were wide open for night feeding. 

Gently swaying, colorful crinoids and 
basketstars distracted me. Suddenly | no- 
ticed | was alone, although | could see a 
barrage of strobe flashes in the distance. 
| swam toward the lights and found the 
Red Sea’s own broadway show. Kneel-

ing on the sandy bottom was Amos with 
a one and one-half foot long nudibranch, 
a Spanish dancer. Its scarlet body was 
fringed with white all around the edges. 
When it moved in the open water its un- 
dulations reminded me of a graceful fla- 
menco dancer. 

Afterward, we jokingly informed the 
crew we were too tired to eat after five 
fantastic dives. When we saw they had 
prepared a special barbecue of chicken, 
steaks and fish with a large, fresh salad, 
baked potatoes and complimentary wine 
(included every night), we all changed 
our minds. What a feast! 

With Cheshire cat grins, the crew told 
us that tomorrow we would be on world 
famous Ras Muhammed. It is one of the 
best dive sites in the world and | won- 
dered what would be in store for me. 

At the beginning of this story, | told you 
some of my tale. The giant green fish that 
surprised me was none other than 
George, the four foot long, 400 pound 
Napoleon wrasse. | found out later that 
Amos had been feeding him hard boiled 
eggs for a photography session. When 
Amos ran out of eggs, George just hap- 
pened to come to me first, expecting 
another meal. 

The other divers came back from the 
dive raving about their own experiences 
at Ras Muhammed. One buddy team 
photographed a shark, another saw a 
school of 30 eagle rays flying by in per-

fect formation. We dived Ras Muhammed 
and the wreck of the Yo/anda for three 
days and nights. | made 17 dives there. 

On our last day, we dived the ghost 
wreck of the Dunraven. From the Fanta- 
sea, we could see the wreck’s outline 90 
feet below. We descended 60 feet to the 
Dunraven’s prop, covered with a ten foot 
tall black coral tree and bushes of vivid 
yellow and red soft coral. At 90 feet, half 
Our group entered the wreck through an 
opening covered by millions of glassy 
sweepers, while the rest of us glided over 
the top of the wreck. When a shadow 
passed over our heads, | looked up and 
saw three magnificent manta rays, 16-20 
feet across. Amos motioned the four of 
us to join him standing on top of the 
wreck. Together our bubbles formed a gi- 
ant balloon-like cloud the mantas seemed 
to enjoy riding. For 20 minutes the man- 
tas stayed above us, somersaulting and 
displaying their ballet-like movements. 
Only when two of our group began to as- 
cend, did the mantas leave. 

When we surfaced, the crew was 
screaming, ‘‘Did you see the mantas, did 
you?’ They told us that while we were 
below the mantas were leaping out of the 
water. When we described our encoun- 
ter, everyone gave his/her own reasons 
why it had happened. Our chef, Anat, 
thought the mantas were just happy, 
playing with us, and I'd like to think she 
was right. 

With this in mind, | skipped the last dive 
and, facing west, watched the spectacu- 
lar sunset for the last time behind the rug- 
ged mountains of the Sinai. The sun turns 
the mountains every imaginable shade of 
red, yellow and brown. Looking toward 
the east to the sea there was a pink film 
on the calm water; maybe that’s how the’ 
sea here got its name. Alone on the top 
deck, my mind wandered to the count- 
less, kaleidoscopic images of the past 10 
days. | thought about the magnificent fish 
that stopped before my viewfinder, the 
regal and emperor angelfish; the lemon, 
racoon and vagabond butterflyfish; 
George; the Spanish dancer and more. In 
the last ten years, | have dived the Sea of 
Cortez, the Coral Sea and all over the 
Caribbean, but this was my ultimate ex- 
perience. Other divers in our group, who 
have traveled much more extensively 
than | to Thailand, the Philippines and the 
Galapagos, agreed. 

For two years, | had planned this mo- 
ment and | didn't want it to end. It was 
everything my friends and La Mer’s bro- 
chure had said it would be and more.

Imagine Cancun, the magical, mysterious place whose 
shores are bathed in the best skin-diving waters in the Caribbean. 

Or imagine Puerto Vallarta, where the marlin of your dreams 
Slice the turquoise Pacific waves. 
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i) bare Cay is a relaxed little island, 
part of the Abaco chain that stretches 
in a boomerang shape over 130 miles of 
crystalline Bahamas sea. Bordered by 
the Great Bahama Bank to the lee and the 
Atlantic Ocean to the windward, Treasure 
Cay has long maintained a nautical tradi- 
tion. In 1595 there were no less than 17 
Spanish treasure galleons sunk in the vi- 
cinity of this little island. In the ensuing 
years fishing and diving became the eco- 
nomic imperatives of the settlement. Al- 
though tourism is now the grand attrac- 
tion of Treasure Cay, it is still the sea that 
forms the focus of activities. 

The Treasure Cay Beach Hotel and Vil- 
las are comprised of 122 guest units, 
some of which are hotel rooms and oth- 
ers are garden villas and apartments; 
four freshwater swimming pools; three 
bars; a magnificent private beach; three 
restaurants; an 18 hole championship 
golf course; tennis courts; a fully 
equipped 85 slip marina; fishing charters; 
sailboards and Sunfish sailboats; and the 
friendly, efficient diving services provided 
by Treasure Cay Divers. 

The resort has evolved into a pleasing 
mixture of manicured landscaping, taste- 
. ful architecture, the natural beauty of a 
three and one-half mile white sand beach 
and the conspicuous opulence of the vis- 
iting yachts in the superb marina. Given 
the first class nature of the resort, it fol- 
lows that the diving services should be of 
like quality. Treasure Cay Divers, oper- 
ated by Jim and Carol Beights, is doing 
a fine job of living up to that expectation. 

Conveniently adjacent to both the 
swimming pool and dockside, the newly 
renovated dive shop features a small re- 
tail area, equipment rentals, scuba in- 
struction and a modest amount of camera 
accessories. The dive boats consist of a 
31 foot Oceanmaster powered by a 3160 
Caterpillar diesel and a new 30 foot lIs- 
land Hopper, also powered by a Caterpil- 
lar diesel. These boats are well-equipped 
for dive operations with tank racks, dive 
platform, ladders, and VHF radio. Each is 
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fast enough to reach the dive sites quick- 
ly and comfortably. The Oceanmaster will 
handle 12 divers and the Island Hopper 
will accommodate 16 two tank divers, al- 
though during our visit the loads were 
lighter. The tours emphasize both scuba 
and snorkel, aS many of the reefs are 
shallow enough for each. Typically, the 
boat will depart the docks at 8:30 for a 
morning two location dive and again at 
1:30 for the afternoon one tank excur- 
sion. Night dives are also part of the 
weekly itinerary. 

Probably the most requested dive site 
is a fascinating shipwreck Known as the 
Chub Rocks Wreck. In 20 to 55 feet of 
water, the ship was a steam powered 
freighter that ran aground in 1932. Be- 
cause of the immensity of the wreck and 
the shallow water, the ship was blown 
apart to prevent any hazard to navigation. 
The remains are scattered and, for the 
most part, of low profile. There is enough 
definition and shelter, however, to host a 
massive school of French grunts, as well 
as large numbers of yellowtail snapper, 
goatfish, Bermuda chub and the occa- 
sional visits of Atlantic spadefish or 
horse-eye jacks. In the summer season, 
the wreck is thick with glass minnows 
and in the partially intact stern section the 
wide angle photo potential is staggering. 
There are always barracuda, grouper 
and even mackerel in residence, but the 
real stars of Chub Rocks are the amiable 
resident green morays Known as Pickles 
and Pepper. 

The eels are usually found near the 
boiler section of the wreck and are partic- 
ularly eager to emerge for a hand-out. 
Jim and Carol have been working with 
the eels almost daily since opening 
Treasure Cay Divers in May of 1985 and 
are able to elicit quite a performance 
from the cooperative duo. 

Just a short boat ride from Chub 
Rocks, toward Guana Cay, are the Cata- 
combs. With a maximum 30 foot depth, 
this dive site features swim-through cav- 
erns into which sunlight percolates. The 
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lighting is cathedral-like and diver silhou- 
ettes are especially effective here. There 
are large stands of elkhorn coral nearby 
as well as brain and star corals. The typi- 
cal marine life includes copper sweepers 
and glass minnows, parrotfish, angelfish, 
stingrays and even an occasional jewfish 
or blacktip shark. 

Bradley's Bowl is just off No Name Cay 
and is generally dived as a 45 minute cir- 
Cumnavigation of the vertical wall face 
dropping from 10 to 45 feet. Sea turtles 
are spied with great frequency here. 
Green morays, butterflyfish, angelfish, 
nurse sharks, stingrays and barracuda 
are the predominant species. 

some of the other favorite sites include 
Lighthouse Reef, in 20 to 40 feet with 
good grunt populations and excellent 
corals and gorgonians; Sand Chutes, 
near the Fowl Cays, with huge coral walls 
on either side of a massive sand alley- 
way; and Guana Gardens, which features 
a huge cavern and superior fish popula- 
tions in only 45 feet of water. Since 
Treasure Cay Divers is a relatively new 
operation, the divemasters are continual- 
ly expanding the available dive sites. As 
schedules permit, exploration is a high 
priority. If the group is particularly adven- 
turous, deviation from the set sites is en- 
couraged. The frequent reward is a spec- 
tacular site that, very likely, has never 
been dived before. 

Treasure Cay Divers is an affiliate of 
Gulfstream Pacific Airways, and pack- 
ages include roundtrip air fare from Ft. 
Lauderdale, accommodations and div- 
ing—and are available with or without 
meal plans. Many of the guest units fea- 
ture kitchens for those who prefer cook- 
ing. For those guests arriving by private 
aircraft, by boat or by one of the other 
commercial carriers serving the Treasure 
Cay Airport, an air fare rebate is offered 
in the package price.

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ou can hear the church bells 

chiming from here any eve- 

ning, clanging out one of the 

many sounds of old Mexico. 

On Sunday night the Cozume- 

lenos parade by on their mo- 
peds. All dressed up in brightly colored 
dresses, the pretty sefnoritas ride side- 
saddle behind their dates. They are on 
their way to the weekly plaza fiesta in San 
Miguel, not far down the road from the 
Galapago Inn. In town to celebrate the 
beginning of a new week, they mingle 
with and offer greetings of ‘buenas 
noches’’ to the touristas who are in town 
just to celebrate. 

The music of Spanish guitars and Latin 
brass skips across the plaza and down 
the side streets. People dance and laugh 
and sing. Vendors cry out for you to try 
their helados, the local version of coconut 
ice cream, Craft stores stay open late to 
let you browse through the pottery, leath- 
er and jewelry; little boys shyly peddle 
their conch shells and chewing gum. 
Some ask for a few pesos, others, more 
wise to the perils of local inflation, offer a 
better price for the gringo dollar. 

Out over the ocean, the sun has al- 
ready slipped behind the cloud bank that 
seems to perpetually hover right at the 
horizon. It glows from beyond the edge of 
the earth and turns the sky 100 shades of 
orange. Lying in one of the half dozen 
mesh hammocks behind the Galapago, it 
makes a perfect backdrop for the favorite 
pasttime on this island: doing nothing. 

Tucked right at the western corner of 
the Caribbean, just off the Yucatan Penin- 
sula, Cozumel sits on a sheet of constant- 
ly moving azure sea. On its western 
edge, the Galapago Inn is an ideal island 
home for anyone who loves underwater 
sports. With only 31 rooms, it is small 
enough to be warm and comfortable, but 
large enough to provide anything needed 
during your vacation. Designed and built 
exclusively for divers—unlike almost all 
the other hotels on the island—the Gala- 
pago has its own dive operation and 
boats. Every step of the diving operation 
is dependably under its control. 

Instead of the feel of staying in a hotel, 
the inn makes you feel more as if you 
were a guest in a private hacienda. 
Through the high archway entrance you 
stroll into a tropical garden lined with 
cobblestone walks. It has a flowing foun- 
tain at its center and at night colored 
lights bounce off the coconut palms to 
enhance and reconfirm the feeling of 
tropical Mexico. 

Overlooking the garden, above the en- 
trance arch, you'll find the Fat Grouper 
Restaurant. Here the food is honestly 
Mexican, not the Tex-Mex you find in 
American fast food restaurants. Sample 
some black beans with quesadillas, the 
Mexican version of a grilled cheese sand- 
wich; great enchiladas; or a dozen other 
tasty dishes. For a super breakfast, be 
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sure and order a plate of huevos motu- 
lenos, fried eggs with fortillas, cheese, 
beans, peas and other garnishings. 


Up a few steps, just beyond the outside ~ 


patio bar, a freshwater pool overlooks the 
sea. The courtyard and pool are separat- 
ed from the Caribbean by a small beach 
and a wall of ironshore. On one night 
each week the laughter of the plaza fies- 
ta and the breaking of the pifata can be 
found here, just beyond the dive shop. 
Carved in the shoreline’s face, steps lead 
down into an artificially created tidepool. 
From here you easily swim beneath a 
walkway bridge out onto the reef. _ 
Diving in Cozumel is largely drift diving 
owing to the perpetual motion of the

ocean's currents. With an immeasurable 
volume of water constantly pushing itself 
somewhere past the inn, the seafloor out 
front has developed an ecosystem 
uniquely its own. Twenty to 45 minutes 
south by boat, the famous reefs called 


Paradise, Santa Rosa and Palancar are 


so alive, so colorful and so lush they 
seem to have no available space for 
another living creature. 

The major reefs look as though they 
were constructed over a row of three 
story houses set on the edge of a cliff. 


Like enormous boulders with sand 
chutes, caves, caverns and crevices run-. 


ning through their bases, the corals reach 
to within 20 feet of the surface.

On the shallow reefs, the French an- 
gels are always waiting in pairs for your 
arrival. The angels and the yellowtails, 
the Bermuda chub and the wrasses: They 
all have it figured out—divers bring food. 
The fish are in rich concentrations, in a 
collage of delicate hues; the water clarity 
is incredible; there are a billion inverte- 
brates: Everything combines to give this 
island’s diving a distinctive character. 

In addition to the massive and awe- 
some structures that have made Cozumel 
so popular, these reefs are an aquatic 
macro heaven for underwater photogra- 
phers. Practically every rock has an 
anemone clinging to its base whose ten- 
tacles spread as much as a foot. Some 


are delicate pink with bright purple tips, 
others are more subtly decorated. Almost 
all carry on symbiotic relationships with 
the other reef inhabitants. Arrowcrabs 
stroll from tentacle to tentacle; tiny clean- 


-er shrimp hide among the arms, protect- 


ed from predators; gobies rest just out of 
the anemone’'s sometimes deadly reach. 

Beneath the crevices and in the basket 
sponges, red and white banded coral 
shrimp show off their peppermint candy 
stripes while posing for a close-up lens. 
Up under the ledges, enormous king 
crabs, with leg spans of several feet, suc- 
cessfully blend into the environment. 
And, out in the blue water off the deep 
wall, large ocean inhabitants frequently 


come close enough to exchange glances. 

Managed and co-owned by Tim and 
Patti Massimino, the Galapago inn is one 
of the most often revisited properties on 
Cozumel. Many divers boast of being so 
happy while staying here they have come 
back as often as six and seven years in 
a row.

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ivers don’t usually expect 

much from a beach diving site 
popular among instructors for stu- 
dent checkouts. After all, anyplace 
that is easily accessible, with suffi- 
cient parking and a protected entry 
area probably doesn’t have any- 
thing to challenge an advanced 
diver. But guess again. Crescent 
Bay is probably the only beach div- 
ing site in Southern California that 
guarantees encounters with sea 
lions. And, a 200 yard swim will re- 
veal an extensive, hidden reef area 
that can yield game to the more 
skillful diver. 

Crescent Bay is the northern- 
most cove within the city limits of 
Laguna Beach. Proceeding south 
on the Pacific Coast Highway, turn 
right at Cliff Drive, then make 
another immediate right and grab 
the first available parking space. If 
your dive trip is in the summer, 
come early to beat the beach 
crowds or plan on parking a few 
blocks away. A set of concrete 
steps leads down the bluff to the 
crescent shaped bay. 

At the top of the steps is a sign 
that identifies the bay as a marine 
life reserve. It lists legal game that 
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can be taken there, but states everything 
else is protected. The purpose is primari- 
ly to outlaw the taking of tidepool crea- 
tures. But, it is also illegal for divers to 
take starfish, mollusks or any creature 
not listed. 

The best diving, as well as the easiest 
entry, is found at the northern end of the 
cove. A shallow rocky area protects that 
part of the beach from the prevailing 
westerly swell. Entering to the south ex- 
poses the diver to more waves and re- 
sults in a longer swim to the prime diving 
area. There is nothing but sand in the 
center of the cove. Owing to the slope of 
the sandy area, plunging waves are prev- 
alent on days of big surf, in the middle of 
the cove. That situation is ideal for dare- 
devil body surfers, but risky for divers. 

seal Rock is about 100 yards from the 
entry point. The name is misleading, be- 
cause no Seals live there. But a colony of 
California sea lions makes the rock its 
permanent home. For those confused by 
the distinction, sea lions have external 
ears, thin, streamlined necks and swim 
rapidly by using their front flippers. In 
contrast, seals have no external ears, 
have fat necks and swim more slowly, 


wagging their hind flippers like tails. 

People are not allowed to climb upon 
the rock, but that isn’t necessary. The in- 
quisitive marine mammals enjoy playing 
with divers and usually enter the water as 
soon as anyone approaches their do- 
main. They enjoy swooping down, then 
veering off at the last second as they 
blow bubbles in the observer’s face. En- 
joy the encounter, but make no aggres- 
sive movements when pups are present. 

When watching these sleek, graceful 
animals, | am always struck by my own 
lack of speed and efficiency underwater. 
| once did an impromptu ballet with them, 
but had the advantage of a diver propul- 
sion vehicle. Even with it, they swam cir- 
cles around me. 

When swimming out to Seal Rock, be 
sure to detour around the outside of the 
exposed reef at the north end of the cove. 
A shortcut inside it will save about 50 
yards of swimming, but the two to three 
foot depth is covered by shallow rocks. 
Even in three foot surf, a diver or snorkel- 
er can get tumbled in this hostile environ- 
ment. It's best to take the long way. 

Depending on the visibility and the 
equipment used, this is one of the best 
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places to shoot sea lion pictures. Even a 
snorkeler’s 100 yard swim will usually be 
rewarded with an underwater glimpse of 
the pinnipeds. 

Visibility usually ranges from 10 to 30 
feet along the beaches of Laguna. The 
best days generally occur in the fall and 
the worst in summer. | have seen 60 foot 
plus visibility here, but also, under red 
tide conditions, only five feet. 

There used to be a healthy kelp bed in 
the 30 foot rocky substrate just south of 
Seal Rock. But El Nifo completely wiped 
it out. The calico bass that used to live 
there have moved on. A shallow reef 
area, with about 15 feet of vertical relief, 
lies about 20 yards south of Seal Rock. 
The backside drops into sand at 35 feet; 
this is as far as most divers go. But, those 
who know the area continue for another 
100 yards south to a place with the inhos- 
pitable name of Dead Man’s Reef. 

No one knows how the reef got its 
name. But live divers certainly appreciate 
it, because it is one of the few spots off 
Laguna’s beaches where game is still 
found. Lobster divers often find it produc- 
tive early in the season, before commer- 
cial traps have taken their toll. Many scal- 
lops display their orange lips in a mock- 
ing grin, a sure sign that Dead Man's 
Reef escapes much of the diver pressure 
of the shallower areas. 

For several years, a large male sheep- 
head in the 25 to 30 pound range was a 
resident of the reef. Any large fish has 
had time to develop a strong distrust of 
man and this one was no exception. He 
always remained just at the limits of visi- 
bility, well out of polespear range. But 
one night, while looking for lobsters, | 
spotted him sleeping in a crevice. He 
continued his slumber while | stroked 
him. At that point, | no longer considered 
him prey, but rather a resident pet. The 
fish hasn’t been seen there for a few 
years. Maybe someone finally speared 
him. | would prefer to think he moved on 
to a more secluded underwater environ- 
ment, where he can nap undisturbed. 

Crescent Bay is a favorite place for in- 
structors to bring their students. (During 
the summer, all instructional activities on 
Laguna’s beaches must end at 10:00. am, 
according to a city ordinance.) The entry 
and exit is relatively easy and the 100 
yard swim to the diving areas provides a 
good chance to evaluate student water- 
manship. Even on days of poorest visibili- 
ty, divers are sure to encounter sea lions, 
so they will come home from the experi- 
ence enthused about the underwater 
world. The same can be said for veteran 
divers. Crescent Bay is an easy dive, 
where the rewards far outnumber the 
hassles. >t

S scuba instructors and avid divers 
we feel extremely fortunate to live in 


South Florida, which we respectfully feel 
provides the most enjoyable diving in the 
continental United States. Unquestion- 
ably, there is interesting and worthwhile 
diving in many other areas of the country, 
but it is difficult to top South Florida’s 
year-round warm weather, warm water, 
shipwrecks and coral reefs. For example, 
during our nine month lobster season, a 
fresh lobster dinner is no farther away 
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than a 30 foot dive on a reef 15 minutes 
by boat from Jim’s dock. While chasing 
the elusive bugs it’s not unusual to see 
other inspiring creatures such as giant 
sea turtles, tarpon, graceful spotted eagle 
rays and huge barracuda—as well as 
stunning reef formations—every dive is 
an adventure. A night dive on the same 
reef might allow you to caress a sleeping 
giant blue parrotfish or touch a nurse 
shark snoozing under a ledge. This is a 
world where technicolor is the only word 
to describe the reef panorama. 

Despite the indescribable beauty of our 
local underwater world and the countless 
thousands of hours of entertainment it 
has provided us, we had, until recently, 
shared one rather frustrating, unfulfilled 
fantasy—neither of us had ever experi- 
enced the exhilaration of an encounter 
with a dolphin while in the water. Al- 
though we have both seen wild dolphins 
on numerous occasions, by the time we 
had donned our fins and slipped into the 
water, they were always, sadly, gone. Ah, 
but to be like Eros, the famous dolphin 
rider from mythology, and latch onto a 
dolphin’s dorsal fin for a ride! 

Thanks to the Borguss family of Key 
Largo, our fantasy has been fulfilled: This 
dream-come-true all started when | called 
Jim and invited him to join me and a 
group of divers and snorkelers for a spe- 
cial trip. We were to make a morning dive

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Our destination was Dolphins Plus, 
Inc., which is privately owned and 
funded. It is licensed by the federal, state 
and county governments. On a remote 
canal in Key Largo, it is operated by the 
Borguss family (Richard, Brigitta and 
Richard’s father, Lloyd). They specialize 
in training the Atlantic bottlenose dolphin 
(Tursiops truncatus) and currently have a 
sea lion involved in their research pro- 
gram as well. Their program differs from 
all other dolphin/mammal shows in that 
it is based totally upon in the water partic- 
ipation by qualified individuals (reason- 
ably healthy, decent swimmers, at least 
12 years of age). 

Although Dolphins Plus has been for- 
mally open to the public for only a little 
more than two years, Richard and Brigitta 
have been involved in the marine mam-

mal training business for more than 15 
years, having worked in shows and with 
aquariums throughout Europe and Africa. 
Despite the uniquely entertaining nature 
of their swim with the dolphin program, 
other aspects of their work are more sSeri- 
ous in nature. For example, they have 
participated in a research project in coor- 
dination with Dr. Betsy Smith of Florida 
International University involving autistic 
children. The therapists and the children 
enter the water to play and interact with 
the dolphins—with the result that some of 
the children became more aware, fo- 
cused and involved with the external en- 
vironment. Despite the interesting and 
worthwhile nature of this and other proj- 
ects, the main draw ts having the oppor- 
tunity to swim with the dolphins. They run 
groups of up to five snorkelers at 9:00 
and 11:00 am and 2:00 and 4:00 pm. The 
cost is $25 per person, which helps de- 
fray the enormous cost of keeping and 
caring for the animals (this isn’t your av- 
erage 55 gallon aquarium). 

We had always wanted to get close to 
a dolphin and all it was going to take was 
one phone call and a one and one-half 
hour drive from Ft. Lauderdale. It was dif- 
ficult to imagine what it would be like. 
Jim’s somewhat skeptical nature con- 
jured up nightmares of hordes of scien- 
tists treating these poor dolphins like the 
white rats of marine mammal studies. He 
was, admittedly, somewhat dubious. But,

“Have fun getting to the bottom... with us.” 
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Nice: on a jungle hillside overlook- 
ing a crystal lagoon is the Bayman 
Bay Club. The natural wood, three story 
clubhouse and island-style bungalows 
are surrounded by the fruit and flowers of 
a tropical forest. Iguanas sun themselves 
on volcanic boulders, parrots sing in the 
treetops and the tradewinds gently stir 
blooming mango trees to a pastel froth. 
Sunlight penetrates the foliage, scattering 
patches of gold in the emerald glow. 
With jungle movies doing well at the 
box office and safari clothes chic fashion, 
itis easy to believe the Bayman Bay Club 
(BBC) is a Hollywood set rather than a 
“civilized resort in a tropical jungle.”’ 
There is no traffic, TV, commercialism or 
any form of modern city life to break the 


rive at the resort in an outboard ‘‘taxi.”’ 
Then, too, a small percentage of visitors 
may have to layover in La Ceiba during 
the winter months—a sidetrip viewed as 
a bonus among experienced travelers. 
La Ceiba is a perfect example of a coast- 
al jungle town in a ‘“‘Banana Republic” 
and a representative of the BBC will ar- 
range for a proper introduction. It's a 
transformation that will leave you better 
prepared for the sensual assault of the 
tropical splendor to come. 

Recently, | completed a series of pho- 
tographic assignments for audio/visual 
productions topside and underwater in 
the Bay Islands. The pleasant mandate 
we accepted was simply to discover what 
was truly different about the Bay Islands, 


copper sweepers, flitting about like un- 
dersea moths. 

Most divers will identify with more tradi- 
tional dive sites such as Pavilions, Fanta- 
sy Reef, Pinnacles, Bayman Shelf and 
Bayman Drop. There are more than 20 
sites within 20 minutes of the BBC dock. 
Bayman Drop is perhaps the best exam- 
ple in all the Bay Islands of a buttress 
channel of enormous proportions. From 
the air it looks like a linear blue hole: a 
trough of deep purple running from the is- 
land seaward across a reef flat as wide 
as the length of several football fields. 
Once an ancient river bed when Guanaja 
was higher and drier, the Bayman Drop 
features inside walls and 180 foot depths 
leading to the outer reef. Here and there

pleasant hypnotic glaze that envelops all 
visitors. For many, BBC will be a pleasant 
Surprise and may indeed be a great life- 
time discovery. For eyes jaded by flatland 
and concrete, this setting on the north 
side of Guanaja makes the perception of 
tropical perfection a reality. 

The Bay Islands of Honduras, in gener- 
al, and Guanaja, in particular, are the way 
the Caribbean is supposed to be, with 
verdant mountains swimming in a shallow 
turquoise sea surrounded by wide ex- 
panses of open ocean. Divers began to 
discover the BBC shortly after its opening 
in 1975 and a small stream of those who 
are looking for something different has 
been coming ever since. 

The ljuxuriance of the tropical forest 
above is mirrored in the prolific reefs be- 
low, where marine scientists have indi- 
cated that nearly all Caribbean hard coral 
species can be found. There are statu- 
esque stands of pillar coral, splendid 
drop-offs, colossal canyons and huge 
pinnacles a short distance offshore. 

BBC is small, and Guanaja is not the 
easiest place to get to. If you believe, as 
Spencer suggested, that ‘‘life is travel, 
not a destination,’ you'll find the journey 
from the mainland in a DC-3 an enjoyable 
adventure and as much a part of the Bay 
Island experience as camels are to the 
sahara. At least you will feel you have 
had to travel to get there: You arrive in 
Honduras via jet from Houston, Miami or 
New Orleans, transfer to an island 
hopper bound for Guanaja and finally ar- 
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both above and below the sea. 

Examples of volcanic islands surround- 
ed by coral are found in many areas of 
the Caribbean and the South Pacific. In 
Guanaja, however, in addition to well- 
formed coral reefs, there are caves, cav- 
erns and canyons with impressive visual 
evidence of the volcanic formation of the 
island chain. At the eastern tip of the is- 
land (a 45 minute boat ride from the BBC 
dock) is a series of coral fingers, some 
rising more than 40 feet from the sand 
bottom, that are honeycombed with cave 
and cavern formations. Inside is a maze 
of inter-connected passageways that pro- 
vides a mesmerizing and exhilarating ex- 
perience. Those we entered were guard- 
ed by a school of mighty tarpon and a 
short distance from the entrance were 
thousands of glimmering pilchards. Al- 
though often a little rough and surgy on 
this side of Guanaja, a more magical dive 
is hard to find. 

The best volcanic caverns are found at 
Black Rocks, about 30 minutes from 
BBC. From 6 to 85 feet is an extensive 
area of huge rock fingers and coral en- 
crusted boulders with giant canyons and 
serpentine passageways large enough 
for a truck. Many of the passageways 
have side caverns that narrow into mini- 
canyons covered with a coral roof. Fur- 
ther penetration will reveal wails of pillow 
lava—once hot molten rock that cooled 
and hardened while flowing—looking like 
a giant welder’s bead. The intoxicating 
scene is complemented by schools of 


are overhangs and pinnacles associated 
with the vertical wall. Unusual and vivid 
coral and sponge formations form the 
decorative landmarks of a dozen individ- 
ual dive sites. | 

Most welcome is the recent addition of 
a new, spacious and well-equipped dive 
boat. The 40 foot Nimitz is a practical 
work boat with plenty of deck space and 
good cruising speed. Nimitz replaces 
Son of the Beach, the quaint lifeboat now 
relegated to ferry duties and back-up ser- 
vice. The divemaster, ‘‘Beau’’ Bush, is a 
young Bay Islander who is spirited and 
capable. A former commercial diver, 
Beau is knowledgeable about dive sites 
and island lore. Waterdog divers will ap- 
preciate the unlimited beach diving with 
spots such as Kitchen Reef that harbor a 
variety of interesting macro subjects. 
Dive from the beach or dock every night 
if you please. 

The moving force behind the Bayman 
Bay Club is owner/creator Tom Fouke, a 
businessman who resides in St. Louis, 
Missouri most of the year. Tom cleared 
the jungle, helped design and build BBC 
and still spends a lot of time here over- 
seeing the operation. Tom originally fell in 
love with Central America and the Bay Is- 
lands after his army stint, served in the 
jungles of Panama. He is now devoted to 
his next project, an expansion program 
building new cabins, some of which will 
be offered for sale. 

The resident manager is Alejandro 
Monterosso, a Bay Islander who served

than swank hotels, the Cayman Diving 
Lodge may be just the ticket. While this 
modest resort may not have a uniformed 
doorman and a plush, gourmet restau- 
rant, it does offer a smorgasbord of truly 
exciting diving experiences and the best 
drop-offs in the Cayman Islands. 

The Cayman Diving Lodge is a small 
hotel designed by divers and run by div- 
ers who really care about your vacation. 
It's not fancy, mind you, but the rooms 
are clean and the food is wholesome. 
Every guest is treated like a member of 
the family and the diving is absolutely 
grand. Best of all, the price is right. 

The Lodge is on the world famous Is- 
land of Grand Cayman, 480 miles directly 
south of Miami. It is just one hour from 
Miami or two hours from Houston aboard 
a Cayman Airways 727 jet. 

Grand Cayman is a British Crown Colo- 
ny best Known for its banking and superb

wall diving. The island is 22 miles long 
and seven miles wide. George Town, the 
capital, and most of the hotels, are on the 
west shore. 

The Cayman Diving Lodge is at the 
East End of the island, far from the traffic 
jams, visiting cruise ships and tourist 
bustle of hotel row. The 30 minute drive 
here makes you feel as if you are en- 
tering another world, another era. The 
East End is like a different island. 

Much of this part of Grand Cayman is 
still natural and undeveloped. The settle- 
ment of East End is barely a handful of is- 
land houses and a few farms. The pace 
is slow, the people are friendly and the 





environment totally captivating. It is just 
plain peaceful. The most impressive natu- 
ral attraction of this area is a magnificent 
coral barrier reef that sweeps outward in 
a giant semicircle like Neptune’s fishnet. 
This thorny ribbon of sharp coral has 
caught many a ship and the wrecked re- 
mains are still visible. 

The major industry of East End village 
is the Cayman Diving Lodge. It is the only 
two story building around and employs a 
staff of 15 people. Most are East Enders 
who have worked here for 12 to 15 years. 
These devoted and kindly islanders are 
the heart and soul of the Lodge. 

The Lodge is a real diver’s hotel, right 
on the beach, with a grand view of the 
Caribbean Sea and the distant barrier 
reef. Some of the oceanfront rooms are 
less than 50 feet from the water. The 
Lodge is one of the few spots on Grand 
Cayman where guests can enjoy both the 
sunrise and sunset. The hotel faces to- 
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ward the south with a clear view of both 
east and west. 

The Cayman Diving Lodge first opened 
in 1972 as a futuristic vision of Bob and 
Elita Soto. It was ahead of its time and 
over the years has changed management 
several times. It was even closed for a 
brief period. 

In December 1984, Ron Kipp and Pat 
Scharr purchased the Lodge, reopening 
it in time for Christmas. During the ensu- 
ing one and one-half years of operation, 
the Lodge has undergone a complete 
overhaul. The rooms, the dining area, the 
lobby and the dive operation have been 
totally renovated. The Lodge has never 





looked so good or worked so well. It is a 
bit like putting a brand new engine in your 
favorite classic car. 

The Lodge has a total of 16 rooms, a 
small facility by most standards. This 
keeps the atmosphere cozy, informal and 
the service, highly personalized. Every 
guest is known by his/her first name. 
Each room is equipped with a brand new 
air-conditioner, plus a ceiling fan. Guests 
can choose either natural cooling or re- 
frigerated air. 

More than 1,000 square feet of new 
wooden decking has been constructed 
around the rooms, providing guests with 
a terrace area for afternoon relaxation. 
The dining room area is an open air facili- 
ty that affords a beautiful view of the 
ocean and is cooled naturally with the 
prevailing breeze. This facility has also 
been renovated with new dining tables 
and a complete, heated buffet service. 

The Lodge serves three hot meals a

day. Most guests are on the modified 
American plan package, which includes 
breakfast and dinner. However, lunch is 
a popular affair for both guests and drop- 
in visitors.

A favorite time of day is the afternoon, 
when most guests are relaxing from their 
two tank morning dive. There are plenty 
of chairs and lounge areas in which to sit 
and read a book or simply enjoy good 
conversation with friends.

as dive operations manager for four 
years at the BBC. With a deserved repu- 
tation for adventure, Alejo projects a gen- 
uine enthusiasm for his island in the sun. 

A cluster of native wood cottages or 
bungalows (only nine units at present) 
are arranged on a verdant hillside and 
connected by wooden walkways that 
lead to the clubhouse. Each cottage, sim- 
ple, airy and charming, has a spacious 
bedroom, overhead fan, hot shower and 
a private porch. The dwellings are hidden 
in a thick forest of palms, pines, banana, 
mango, almond, chicle, frangipani, hibis- 
cus and mandarin orange trees. 

Below is a palm-lined white sand 
beach that curves around to a wooden 
dock with a three story hut serving as ob- 
servation deck and dive storage locker. 
The dock leads to steps that rise toward 
the clubhouse or mainhouse, which looks 
like a proper lodge from which to launch 
a dive adventure or jungle safari. The 
open air three level structure is made en- 
tirely of island wood with a dining room 
and bar at the main/lower level. On the 
level above, the game room is a three 
wing affair complete with a pool table, 
game center, backgammon, cards, 
checkers and chess. The center wing 
facing the ocean has a giant chaise and 
couches where you can relax and plan 
tomorrow's adventure. A cozy observa- 
tion deck, complete with hammock, tops 
the spectacular clubhouse. 

Meals are a pleasant combination of 
familiar and island delights served family 
style. The menu features fresh fruits and 
vegetables from the mainland as well as 
home-baked breads and native grown 
delicacies such as breadfruit, cassava, 
pineapple, papaya and bananas. Fresh 
seafood is a BBC staple. 

The grounds behind the resort rise fast 
toward pine covered mountains; the high- 
est is Michael Rock, nearly 1,500 feet 
high. A steep path leads to a choice of di- 
rections along the mountain spine: The 
west path leads to a beautiful coconut 
plantation and the east path, to scenic 
Michael Rock Beach. A mile and one-half 
along the north coast is the entrance to 
Big Gully—a narrow stream choked with 
riotous vegetation leading upward to an 
enchanted forest. 

The Bayman Bay Club and Guanaja of- 
fer a series of treats; excellent diving in- 
cluding broad volcanic caverns, exotic 
drop-offs and unlimited access to beach 
diving grounds.

noon cocktail. Hammocks are slung 
among the coconut palms along the 
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beach and you can always find a diver 
here, reading a book or taking a snooze. 
The Lodge has just been refitted with a 
brand new tank fill system, including two 
new 15 cfm Worthington compressors, 
new filters and two giant, 1,500 cubic foot 
air storage flasks. The old steel scuba 
cylinders have been replaced with 30 
new 80 cubic foot aluminum tanks. The 
dock has been remodeled and includes 
equipment lockers and a seating area. 
The Lodge has two dive boats that are 
the work horses of this small resort. The 
Deep Six is a 32 foot custom V-hull that 
can carry 16 divers. The Barracuda is a 
28 foot custom V-hull of similar design 
that can carry 10. Both are equipped with 
tuna towers, which allow the skippers to 
navigate through the barrier reef safely.

necessary to qualify them as Cayman 
dive boats. 

The daily routine at the Lodge is simple 
and straight forward. Breakfast is served 
from 7:30 to 8:30 am. The dive boats de- 
part the dock between 9:00 and 9:15, 
usually one boat at a time. Morning trips 
are two tank dives at two different sites. 

The boat is usually anchored by 10:00 
am and the first dive is usually on a wall 
to 100 feet for 20 minutes maximum. 
There are 15 different wall sites from 
which to choose and the variety of drop- 
off profiles is remarkable. 

After a rest on the surface and a move 
to a new site, the second dive is made at 
approximately 11:30 am.

The boats return to the Lodge by 1:00 
pm, in time for a shower and lunch on the 
terrace. The afternoon is free for sleep- 
ing, reading, island touring by car or 
shore diving at the Soto’s Scuba Centre 
in George Town. Many guests spend the 
afternoon snorkeling and exploring the 
coral lagoon in front of the Lodge. 


Dinner is served at 7:00 pm and after- 
ward guests enjoy the evening with good 
conversation, playing games or simply 
reading. Those who are looking for more 
excitement often take a ride into town. 

The Cayman Diving Lodge's most 
compelling attractions are its spectacular 
drop-offs.

the wall. The Chimney is marked by a 
vertical coral tunnel that takes a 90 de- 
gree turn at 135 feet and exits out on the 
wall. Tunnel of Love is a long, winding 
coral tunnel that begins at 60 feet and ex- 
its the wall at 15. Vertical Drop is marked 
by a giant sand chute that spills over the 
wall at 160 feet. Cayman Canyons is 
another vertical wall tightly packed with 
seafans, black coral and exotic sponges. 
Lost Wally features some of the largest 
and most beautiful green and yellow tube 
sponges. Three Sisters is a cluster of 
three large pinnacles that stand out from 
the wall. Other sites include: River of 
Sand, Drift Dive Wall and Wall Ninety. 

While the medium depth coral reefs are 
not as spectacular as the wall dives, they 
are fascinating to explore. lronshore Gar- 
dens is a monstrous labyrinth of elkhorn 
coral tunnels and passageways in 30 to 
00 feet of water. Lobster Lair is a pleas- 
ant little coral garden close to shore. Ten 
Sails Reef is a coral patch in 15 to 30 feet 
of water. Ridgefield Reef is close to the 
wreck of the Ridgefie/d with depths rang- 
ing from 8 to 40 feet. 

For those who like to spend a leisurely 
afternoon snorkeling and exploring shal- 
low reefs, there is a great area directly in 
front of the Lodge. It is Known as Lodge 
Lagoon and runs from four to eight feet 
deep.

his apprehensions got blown out of the 
water: That this was both educational and 
invigorating is an understatement! 

The morning dive was interesting and 
enjoyable, but it was obvious it was the 
anticipation of the dolphin encounter that 
really excited our group. We arrived at 
the dolphin site and quickly unpacked our 
snorkeling (no scuba allowed) and cam- 
era gear. The program started with a very 
thorough and informative orientation lec- 
ture given by Lloyd. His love, respect and 
almost fatherly concern for his ‘‘pets”’ is 
very apparent and punctuates his presen- 
tation. This covers the history of the oper- 
ation, the nature of the dolphins, the care 
and treatment they receive and advice 
about what to do and expect while in the 
water with them. 

First Borguss explained about the ani- 
mals. ‘Dolphins are extremely adaptable 
animals, which allows them to be kept 
quite successfully in captivity. They are 
born basically without hostility and are by 
nature both gentle and very playful. In the 
wild they have but two things to do—eat 
and play. Since we take good care of 
their dietary needs, they take their playing 
quite seriously!”’ 

The four dolphins we swam with are 
approximately nine years old, nine feet 
long, weigh about 350 pounds and burn 
up about 15,000 calories a day. They are

caress you with the full length of their 
body. In any case, it seems apparent 
these animals are as Curious as we are 
and check us out as thoroughly as we do 
them. The more relaxed they become, 
the more playful they are. However, they 
are so gentle that at no time did any of us 
feel threatened or in any danger. 

After the familiarization period, we 
were ready for the riding session. Lloyd 
sends the snorkelers to the far side of the 
holding pen. Upon his signal, the dol- 
phins fairly fly across the water to the 
waiting riders. You will generally be ap- 
proached by two dolphins at a time, one 
on each side of your body. They will swim 
up to you, stop and wait for you to grab 
hold of their dorsal fins, then carry you on 
a mad dash back to Lloyd’s platform 
where they will be rewarded with a fish. 
They continue giving rides until Lloyd’s 
fish supply is exhausted. At this point, 
Lloyd allows a cooling down period dur- 
ing which you may play with your new 
friends in any way you and they wish. Al- 
though you can, of course, leave the wa- 
ter whenever you want, we spent a total 
of 30 minutes with the animals. 

Once out of the water, you'll find it diffi- 
cult to control your excitement. You feel 
at the same time overwhelmed with feel- 
ings of awe, exhilaration and simple grati- 
tude for having had the opportunity to ex- 
perience these magnificent creatures so 
personally—to fulfill a fantasy! A word of 
caution, however. Swimming with a dol- 
phin is not for everyone. In many re- 
spects they are like 350 pound puppies— 
very large and very playful. In Lloyd’s 
words, ‘What may not be enough atten- 
tion for one person may be way too much 
for another.’’ They are large animals, you 
are in their territory and they are capable 
of jostling you about somewhat, although 
in a playful and completely nonaggres- 
sive fashion. However, to enjoy this expe- 
rience you should be a decent swimmer 
and relatively unafraid. Normal apprehen- 
sions usually disappear after only a few 
minutes in the water. 

Too excited to immediately drive back 
to Ft. Lauderdale, we stopped by a favor- 
ite watering hole to wine, dine and reflect 
on the day. ‘Was not that the ultimate?”’ 
| asked Jim. ‘‘Yes,’’ he answered, ‘“‘it 
was. What do you say we have another 
rumrunner and then go look for someone 
with some killer whales?”’

A wreck was the last thing on 
my mind, but as my light played among 
the timbers there was no doubt this was 
a vessel sunk against the edge of the 
channel, listing at a sharp angle. | could 
tell from the water-worn frames she had 
been down for many decades. A kaleido- 
scope of thoughts and emotions filled my 
mind. In two days | was to testify on be- 
half of salvors seeking to excavate the 
CSA Rattlesnake and many issues affect- 
ing that litigation were a part of this dis- 
covery. How would Jim and Paul react? 
Was Florida really interested in working 
with divers as state officials claimed? 
| conducted a cursory investigation of 
the site. Charred timbers were evidence 
of an extensive fire. And, the hull exterior, 
below the waterline, was sheathed with 
copper secured with brass nails, the sign 
of a well constructed, ocean-going ship. 
Moving forward through the vessel's inte- 
rior, | noted scattered fragments of china 
and crockery. The engine mounts were 
devoid of machinery, evidence of a par- 
tial salvage, probably shortly after sink- 
ing. Brass valves, remnants of the en- 
gine, lay partially exposed in the wreck— 
positive proof of a virgin site. Beside a 
prominent structure | fanned a hole in the

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sand and recovered pieces of melted 
glass and brass. Then | surfaced. 

At shore | contemplated the next move 
while watching my partners’ air bubbles. 
lt was obvious they, too, had found the 
wreck. Minutes later Paul surfaced with a 
heavy brass valve. “There is a wreck 
down here,’ he exclaimed. When the 
three of uS were on shore we discussed 
Our discovery. | explained the need to 
form a partnership and make some firm 
decisions at this time while we alone con- 
trolled the site. We agreed to work to- 
gether and our next course of action 
would be an organized reconnaissance 
of the wreck as quickly as possible prior 
to contacting the state. 

As we returned to the Aquifer Dive 
Center in Jacksonville, Florida, | outlined 
how we should approach Jim Miller, the 
state archaeologist. | had met with Miller 
twice during the year and knew of his de- 
sire to form cooperative partnerships with 
responsible divers. River diving and relat- 
ed discoveries particularly interested 
him, and during my last visit to Tallahas- 
see | offered detailed information relating 
to 15 years of diving activities in the St. 
Johns and St. Marys Rivers. | knew this 
historic wreck was the model project Mill- 
er and | were looking for. | was certain the 
state would grant us exclusive rights to 
the ship. 

Our goal on the second dive was to 
gather enough information to give Miller 
an accurate picture of the site and find 
clues as to the vessel's origin. In the 
stern, secured on its mounts, was a large 
iron drive shaft. Massive propeller blades 
rose from the mud. | stared at them sil- 
houetted in my light and wondered when 
they last churned the blackwater of the 
St. Marys. Her bow pointed upstream, in- 
dicating a passenger run from the coastal 
towns of St. Marys, Georgia, and Fernan- 
dina, Florida. Perhaps her hold contained 
consumer goods for towns upstream. 

A layer of sand, varying in depth from 
six to 18 inches, covered the wreck a dis- 
tance of 25-30 feet from the bow in to- 
ward the interior. The entire starboard 
(channel side) was blanketed with over- 
burden owing to the sharp list of the ves- 
sel. Conversely, the port side from mid- 
ships to stern was virtually free of sand, 
and exposed timbers reflected the debili- 
tating effect of tidal water over the years. 
In fact, later measurements would prove 
that port side timbers that once rose 
above the mud (after the sinking) were 
now worn away. 

Test excavations in selected places 
produced silver plated spoons, brass 
spigots, tools, axe heads and broken chi- 
na marked “John Mattack.’’ A piece of 
boiler plate was embossed ‘‘Brown 
Brothers Chicago’ with patent dates of 
1846 and 1855. The assemblage of cul- 
tural material indicated a small passen- 
ger steamer 65-80 feet in length, built be- 
tween 1860 and 1880, which burned and 
sank during the last two decades of the 
19th century. It was time to call Jim Miller.

Miller was excited and stated his will- 
ingness to grant a salvage license for site 
excavation. We agreed to halt the recov- 
ery of cultural material until the contract 
was issued. A few days later | formalized 
our discovery and conversation in a letter 
to Miller and mailed it to his office at the 
Bureau of Archives, History and Records 
Management in Tallahassee. 

After some discussion with Jim and 
Paul we agreed to ask Larry Tipping to 
participate in this project. Tipping is a na- 
tionally recognized amateur underwater 
archaeologist and his equipment, tested 
on the Boston excavation (SKIN DIVER, 
April 1984), would be excellent for this 
wreck. The four of us then prepared a 
written agreement outlining our rights and

responsibilities to each other. 

| Kept in touch with Jim Miller in Talla- 
hassee and gave him additional informa- 
tion as required so he could tailor archae- 
ological guidelines for excavation to this 
particular site. We were advised this 
would be the first historic wreck site with- 
in the state’s river system to be excavat- 
ed by sport divers under a formal con- 
tract. The work would have to be con- 
ducted to professional standards. 

Later | contacted Duncan Mathewson, 
chairman of The Atlantic Alliance for Mar- 
itime Heritage Conservation, and gave 
him the status of this project. It is a policy 
of the Alliance to encourage cooperative 
efforts between sport divers and profes- 
sional archaeologists. 

A short time later the preliminary copy 
of the contract arrived for review and | 
was told the formal copy was in the sig- 








nature mill. A green light was given for 
our work to begin. The first step was to 
locate the keelson, the center timber run- 
ning lengthwise through the vessel from 
bow to stern. This was easy, as the drive 
shaft is centered on this structure. Next, 
a baseline, Supported by iron stakes, was 
strung from a point in front of the shaft to 
the tip of the bow. A compass bearing 
was taken along the keelson to plot the 
wreck’s position relative to due north. 
The vessel's overall length was deter- 
mined to be 66 feet, 8 inches, and the 
width, 14 feet. To facilitate the excava- 
tion, plastic tags inscribed with grid coor- 
dinates were attached to the datum line 
at five foot intervals. 

Excavation began at the stern in five 
foot squares positioned relative to the da- 
tum line. Our primary tools for moving the 
sand blanket were ping-pong paddles 
and a water jet powered by a three 
horsepower engine. Initial squares pro- 
duced wrought iron axe and hatchet 
heads, hook and pulley assemblies, files 
and wrenches. All objects were cata- 
loged to standards outlined by the Bu- 
reau of Archives, History and Records 
Management. This was a learning experi- 
ence for Jim Lee and Paul, who quickly 
grasped the fundamentals of archaeolog- 
ical procedures. 

Then | received a call from Jim Miller to 
cease operations. Our contract was on 
hold because a state attorney had deter- 
mined the Department of Environmental 
Regulation (DER) must first grant a permit 
allowing us to remove submerged bottom 
land covering the site. Our permit would 
be the first ever issued by the DER but 
henceforth all salvage operations in Flori- 
da would require environmental studies. 
Jim was helpful in pointing me in the right 
direction and | met with DER officials in 
Jacksonville to outline the project. This 
was a first for all concerned and common 
sense prevailed. In 90 days all studies 
were complete and | received the permit. 

While the excavation was on hold we 
directed our efforts toward identifying the 
vessel. A local steamboat buff and histo- 
rian owned records associated with the 
St. Marys Packet Steamboat Company 
formed in 1880. He also possessed a list 
of tugs that plied the blackwater. It was 
certain the wreck was no tugboat. English 
silverware and china aren't found on 
such vessels. We compared the mea- 
surements of our wreck with the informa- 
tion on file relating to these other vessels 
and through the process of elimination 
identified our wreck as the Martha. 

Built in 1879 at New Burgh, New York, 
she was 68 feet long with a 15 foot, 2 
inch beam and powered by a 40 hp 
steam screw engine. In 1886 she was 
registered in St. Marys, Georgia, owned 
by the aforementioned steamboat com- 
pany. At 38 tons she was small but ele- 
gant. These packet steamers represent- 
ed advanced technology in their day. 

On May 14, 1985, | was awarded sal- 
vage contract S-30 and the excavation

began. The Atlantic Alliance agreed to 
sponsor the excavation by underwriting 
certain expenses and plans to share data 
and techniques from the project with 
sport divers in archaeological workshops 
across the country.

preference to over or underexposure. 

Many U/W photographers do not have 
easy access to a pool for tests or the pool 
may only be available at some obscure 
hour of the night. Also, there is the hassle 
of drying yourself as well as your equip- 
ment before testing various setups. 

We discovered an easier, sure-fire 
macro testing method. Simply purchase 
a dark-colored, 30 gallon plastic trash 
container. It should be filled until the wa- 
ter is six inches from the rim. Purchase 







plastic or silk flowers from a local variety 
store; tie small fishing weights to them if 
they float. Or, you can also use real flow- 
ers if you prefer. Select three flowers, 
dark, medium and light colored, in order 
to complete a thorough series of tests. 
Lay out all the equipment to be tested 
on a towel. Have pencil and paper for re- 


cording the data. Make sure all strobe 
batteries have been fully charged to ob- 
tain accurate results. 

Load a roll of film in the camera and set 
up the camera, flash and extension 
tubes. Write the framer size on a piece of 
paper, hold it about two inches in front of 
the camera and take the first shot. This

will identify all following pictures as they 
are taken with this setup. Place the cam- 
era in the water, position the first flower 
in the framer and bracket exposures from 
f/22 down to f/5.6. Repeat the process 
with the dark, medium and light flowers. 

Dry off your camera system and 
change to the next framer. Follow the 
procedure outlined above with this setup. 

With all the new TTL flash systems 
available you shouldn’t have any expo- 
sure problems, but it never hurts to run 
tests. Bracket exposures with the TTL 
flash by selecting the desired f/stop and 
then changing the ASA dial. For example, 
with 64 ASA film, set at 32, 40, 64, 80 
and 125 ASA. 

A small grid ruler is needed to help run 
the next test. We purchased one called 





Light, medium and dark flowers (real or ar- 
tificial) are used to check exposure. 





This is the image area of the ruler that is 
seen by the photographer in the framer. It 
extends from approximately 7.4 to 10.6. 


C-Thru from a local art supply store. If 
you use a translucent ruler as we did, you 
must put tape on the back to help illumi- 
nate the grid lines. Hold the zero point of 
the ruler in the middle of the framer to be 
tested. Keep the ruler at a 45 degree an- 
gle so you can read the numbers clearly. 
Take photos at each f/stop. When re- 
viewing the tests you will notice that the 
focus shifts as the f/stop becomes small- 
er. The purpose of this test is to physical- 
ly show exactly where the focus point and 
depth of field are for a given f/stop. 
Another reason for this test is to check 








the accuracy of the manufacturer’s pre- 
focused alignment. We have talked to a 
few divers who were doing poorly with 
macro, only to discover their framers 
were misfocused at the factory. 

You can use the same grid ruler to per- 
form the final framing test. Put the ruler at 
the bottom of the framer and position the 
zero point in the middle of the frame. 
Take a photo using each of your framers. 
If you have a framer larger than your rul- 
er, you must take two photos to perform 
an accurate test. Take one exposure, 
then take a second exposure with the rul- 
er against the left or right side of the fram- 
er. When you review the photos, com- 
pare the actual image area in the framer 
and put small pieces of tape on the fram- 
er to indicate exactly where this is. This 
will help eliminate chopped-off pictures in 
the future. 

You can also test the recycle time of 
your flash by taking an exposure when 
the ready light illuminates and one sever-

al seconds after the ready light has come 
on. Several of the flashes on the market 
are only at about 80 percent power when 
the recycle light comes on, so it makes a 
definite difference in your exposures. 
Another test might be using alkaline bat- 
teries vs. ni-cads. 

We hope you can see merit in testing 
your camera system before leaving for a 
distant dive trip. Get in the habit of using 
the trashcan to test your camera system 
beforehand and, hopefully, you won't be 
using it for discarded photos after-

Will She Be 
Salvaged 


in 87?

he USS Monitor, famous “‘cheesebox 

on a raft’’ studied by nearly every 
school child in America, has surfaced 
again. She surfaces in the media every 
two or three years, but there are high 
hopes for her salvage in 1987. 

Wrecked in 1862, 17 miles southwest 
of Cape Hatteras, North Carolina, the 173 
foot Union vessel fought the Confederate 
ironclad Merrimack to a stalemate off 
Hampton Roads, Virginia in a battle that 
was a turning point of the Civil War. Des- 
ignated a marine sanctuary, the Monitor 
is listed in the National Register of Histor- 
ic Places, protected legally until deci- 






llunretiony eines) NOAA 
sions are made on the possible salvage 
of the ship that carved a niche in Ameri- 
ca’s past. 

Managed by the National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration (NOAA) un- 
der the National Marine Sanctuary Pro- 
gram, the Monitor was studied extensive- 
ly in the summer of 1985 in an attempt to 
formulate a master plan for future devel- 
opment. Ed Miller, NOAA project manag- 
er for the Monitor, outlined a three phase 
program for the wreck. The first phase is 
one of non-disturbance, including site 
mapping, surveying and environmental 
studies, all to be completed by 1987. 
Then a decision will be made whether or 
not to advance to phase two, archaeolog- 
ical excavation, and then to phase three, 
structural recovery. 

Miller says: “‘We've conducted remote 
sensing and seafloor mapping, which 
produced a first generation site map of 
the Monitor. Documenting and surveying 
is the best approach now. We have mov- 
ie film of the wreck and she has been 
tested with current meters that have, at

times, registered over two knots. We 
need decent surface weather in order to 
explore the vessel, but we also need un- 
derwater information that will meet our 
diving needs as well. 

Miller, who has explored the 220 foot

quick to point out that he is an engineer, 
not an archaeologist. ‘‘Money is the big- 
gest problem,”’ Miller says. ‘‘We’re trying 
to obtain funding from the private sector 
and trusts, not just government funding.

best for the American people because 
the Monitor belongs to everybody. We 
want to be honest, resolve the issues up 
front and present something acceptable 
to all.”’ 

One idea originating from NOAA is in- 
volvement of the Council of American 
Maritime Museums, which would estab- 
lish criteria for artifact displays, set them 
up and offer interested museums an op- 
portunity to show them. This gives every- 
body a chance—adults and children—to 
see what they studied in school. Diora- 
mas and drawings could show the wreck 
on the bottom of the ocean, depict the 
battle of Hampton Roads and be followed 
by film footage of divers exploring and 
salvaging the vessel. Artifacts, perhaps

including the turret, would complete a 
fascinating memorial to the little ship that 
launched a modern navy. 

The turret might be the most salvage- 
able portion of the wreck despite its awk- 
ward location. The vessel is upside 
down, resting on the displaced turret. 
More than half of the existing structure is 
being supported on the bottom by the tur- 
ret. Eventually it will collapse. Gaping 
holes in the iron bottom reveal! deteriora- 
tion from natural corrosion. The structure 
has no protective covering of sediments 
and remains at the mercy of abrasive 
sands in currents. These latter have been 
major factors in the deterioration of the 
Monitor over the past 120 years. 

Phase one of the NOAA study will de- 
termine whether or not the turret is sal- 
vageable. Mounted on the flat deck, the 
turret gave the ship her ‘‘cheesebox on a 
raft’ nickname. Fabricated from eight 
inch armor plating, the rotary ‘‘box’’ 
allowed the guns to shift their aim while 
the ship remained on course. Nine feet 
high and 21 feet in diameter, the turret 
houses two 11 inch diameter Dahlgren 
guns that were later engraved in honor of 
the Monitor's courageous four hour battle 
with the Merrimack. 

Inside one of the guns may be the skel- 
eton of a black cat. Eyewitness reports of 
the sinking told of the pathetic wail of a

feline as the ship was going down. Sea- 
man Francis Butts, afraid to kill the pet for 
fear it would bring bad luck, placed the 
frightened animal inside one of the guns 
and plugged the gun up. Butts told re- 
porters later: ‘| can still hear that distres- 
sing howl; it broke my heart to stuff that 
kitty down the Dahligren.’’ The other Dahl- 
gren was stuffed with a pair of new boots, 
an officer’s jacket and a gold watch. 
Gordon Watts, director of underwater 
research, East Carolina University, is a 
veteran Monitor diver involved in the 
NOAA study. Watts feels the turret and 
guns might be the most logical targets if 














phase two of the project is enacted. 
Watts showed slides of the wreck and ar- 
tifacts recovered from it at the Greater Ft. 
Lauderdale Shipwreck Symposium in 
1984. A member of the 1983 Monitor ex- 
pedition, Watts and other divers retrieved 
a brass lantern, pieces of a pie plate, 
mustard and champagne bottles and 
English walnuts. ‘“‘One jar we found still 
had relish in it,’’ Watts said. ‘The relish 
smelled good but had a bad taste. It’s 
lucky it didn’t taste good because we dis- 
covered later that it contained lead from 
pots or vats grandma cooked it in!”’ 

The biggest find on the 1983 expedi- 
tion was the ship’s 1,450 pound anchor. 
Approximately 150 yards off the port 
bow, the anchor was still attached to the 
ship, with its four flukes partially buried in 
two feet of sediment. Most ships of that 
era used anchors with only two flukes. 
Five feet long and 58 inches wide at its 


base, the heavy anchor inadvertently 
caused the ship’s demise. 

Nine months after the historic battle 
and only four days after Christmas, 1862, 
the Union sidewheeler Rhode Island was 
towing the Monitor to Beaufort, North 
Carolina in preparation for a combined 
land and sea attack on Wilmington. Seas 
were calm until Sunrise, December 30, 
when gale force gusts blew out of the 
northeast. By nightfall, in the choppy, ris- 
ing swells, the Rhode Island had lost con- 
trol of the Monitor. 

Two of three seamen who volunteered 
to go forward to cut the towline were 
washed overboard and drowned. The 
third man succeeded in parting the line. 
The captain ordered the anchor dropped. 
As the chain payed out, it ripped the wa- 
tertight packing out of the hawsepipe, 
leaving an eight inch hole. Water poured 
into the engine room. Without steam, the 
pumps stopped and the ironclad warship 
began to founder. 

Efforts to bail the ship with buckets 
were futile. The decks, with only two feet 
of freeboard, were swamped. The black 
cat wailed from the turret while northeast 
winds gusted unmercifully. When the 
captain called for his men to abandon 
ship, they climbed out of waist deep wa- 
ters below decks. There wasn’t room for 
everybody in the last lifeboat lowered. 
With a promise he would return, seaman

Rodney Brown cast the boat off and the 
crew rowed toward the Ahode /sland, 
separated from the Monitor by nearly one 
mile of surging seas. They reached the 
Rhode Island and scrambled aboard. 

True to his word, Brown headed back 
to the ironclad. Less than one-quarter 
mile from the foundering ship, he 
watched tearfully as the signal lanterns 
plunged beneath the waves. With a loss 
of 11 men, the Monitor sank early in the 
morning on New Year’s Eve, 1862, off 
North Carolina’s outer banks in the 
Graveyard of the Atlantic. 

The wreck of the Monitor was discov- 
ered in 1973. In 1975 the ship was de- 
clared a national marine sanctuary. Three 
expeditions have explored her in 1979, 
1983 and 1985. Jacques Cousteau and 
some of the Calypso crew visited the 
deepwater site, photographing the only 
remaining testimony to the world’s first 
battle of ironclad ships. But of all the ar- 
chaeologists, scientists and oceano- 
graphers who have visited the wreck, his- 
torian Ernest W. Peterkin, Camp Springs, 
Maryland truly captures the romance and 
mystery of the Monitor. 

Peterkin describes his descent in the 
Johnson Sea-Link: ‘‘Immersed in an 
azure blue sea, it was like having sky all 
around us, while in the dim waters below 
a faint silhouette appeared from out of 
nowhere. Schools of silver amberjack es- 
corted us to the wreck. Were it not for the 
glass port separating the passengers 
from the sea, the four of us aboard the 
sub could have reached out and touched 
history. Heavy dents in the turret were 
telltale evidence of direct hits by the Mer- 
rimack’s cannonballs during the four 
hour clash between the ironclads. 

‘Eighty to 100 feet north of the wreck 
we examined torn metal plates and other 
debris scattered on the bottom. The 
whole wreck has a gray aura, as if ashes 
were scattered over it. Strange looking 
vegetation is interspersed, some brown 
and some brilliant white. | was amazed by 
the depth of the pit that housed the ward 
room and berth deck. The pit appears to 
extend through the ship’s hull, terminat- 
ing in a black hole that looks like the en- 
trance to a mine shaft. Our dive, slightly 
over one hour, seemed like ten minutes 
because of the fascination and appeal of 
my journey back in time. It culminated 
years of study and research while initiat- 
ing new plans and challenges.”’ 

The new plans and challenges are now 
being mapped and studied by NOAA offi- 
cials who hope to make everybody win- 
ners in what one Navy salvage diver 
calls, ‘‘the Great Monitor Sweepstakes.”’ 
Winners will be the American people who 
might, in a few years, be afforded the op- 
portunity to see and perhaps touch a part 
of history they all cherish. >

Divers And Museum 
Cooperate In Civil War 
Blockade Runner 
Investigation 


BY STUART MORGAN 


he swift blockade runners that fre- 

quented Bermuda during the Civil 
War (1861-1865) have long since disap- 
peared, but historical and archaeological 
evidence of their past activities still 
abounds. From October 25 to November 
14, 1983 East Carolina University, the 
Bermuda Maritime Museum and South 
Side Scuba worked together in a cooper-

ative investigation of this aspect of Ber- 
mudian/American history. The project in- 
cluded historical research in Bermuda's 
archival repositories and an archaeologi- 
cal investigation of the remains of two 
blockade runners that wrecked upon 
reefs off Bermuda in 1864. 


THE MARY CELESTIA 

While a reconnaissance dive was 
made on the wreck of the Montana, the 
major focus of underwater research was 
the Mary Celestia. The latter vessel was 
only one of many blockade runners trav- 
eling between Bermuda and the Confed- 
eracy during the war. While large ships 
from England delivered and picked up 
cargoes in Bermuda, smaller but quicker 
blockade runners like the Mary Celestia 
transferred their cargoes between Ber- 
muda and the Confederacy. In July 1864, 
Mary Celestia left Nassau for Wilmington 
with a valuable cargo of arms and muni- 
tions consigned to Confederate forces at 
Richmond, Virginia. After speeding 
through the Union fleet off New Inlet Bar 
and outrunning a Union vessel, the block- 
ade runner steamed safely over the bar 
and up the Cape Fear River to Wilmington 
where it unloaded its cargo. Large, long

range guns at Fort Fisher prevented 
Union pursuit. 

After readying for sea again, the Mary 
Celestia successfully ran the blockade 
and headed for Bermuda. Upon reaching 
its destination, however, the steamer was 
placed under quarantine for more than a 
month owing to widespread yellow fever 
aboard the vessel as well as in Bermuda 
itself. On September 6, 1864, under the 
command of Captain Sinclair, the Mary 
Celestia cleared Hamilton Harbor loaded 
with 125 boxes of bacon and 534 cartons 
of classified ‘‘merchandise,”’ including a 
large quantity of rifles and ammunition.

Although the vessel ‘‘cleared’’ for Nas- 
sau, it was probably headed for Wilming- 
ton. Merchants engaged in blockade run- 
ning activities did not reveal their true 
destinations, nor did they detail the con- 
tents of their cargoes. 

The following was taken from a Bermu- 
da Royal Gazette newspaper article of 
september 13, 1864. 

lt is our painful duty to record the loss 
of that beautiful little steamer, Mary Ce- 
lestia, so long and favourably known as 
one of the swiftest and most fortunate of 
her class. She left Hamilton Harbour on 
Tuesday last, under very promising aus- 
pices, with a full cargo and, we under- 
stand, one passenger, a gentleman. The 
M.C. had a clearance for Nassau and 
was in the charge of one of our most ex- 
perienced pilots [John Virgin]. The vessel 
made an unusually quick run through the 
East End Channels and up the south side 
of the islands, gliding gracefully along un- 
der a good head of steam at the rate of 
about 13 knots. At six o’clock, everything 
apparently in readiness, the ship was 
headed for the shore for the purpose of 
allowing her gentlemanly owner, Colonel 
Crenshaw and the Pilot to disembark in 
the vicinity of the [Gibb’s Hill] Light 
House. After running in this direction a 
few minutes, the first officer, Mr. Stuart, 
politely called the pilot’s attention to 
some breakers which he saw ahead, to

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which it seems the pilot replied, ‘| know 
every rock about here as well as | know 
my, own house.” 

No further notice being taken of the 
warning and Mr. Stuart seeing the dan- 
ger, immediately ordered the helm to be 
put hard down, but scarcely had this or- 
der been given when the vessel struck, 
drove onto a rock and in from six to eight 
minutes afterwards sunk in about seven 
fathoms water [closer to 60 feet]. Fortu- 
nately, however, the boats were cut loose 
and all on board were saved with the ex- 
ception, we are sorry to say, of the chief 
cook who we are informed, notwithstand- 
ing the entreaties of his shipmates to the 
contrary, went to his state room to save 
some article which he valued very much 
and the door closing tightly after him was 
there carried down with the vessel. The 
ship's chronometer in the meantime was 
saved by Mr. Henry Adams, one of the 
crew, who courageously jumped into the 
sea and swam to one of the boats when 
making for the shore, holding the chro- 
nometer in the meantime out of the water 
in one of his hands. The vessel is said to 
be laid open from her bows to abaft her 
wheel house and hence there seems but 
little chance of saving the hull. The cargo, 
however, is being floated out with with all 
possible dispatch and hopes are enter- 
tained that the whole of it may be saved, 
though of course in a somewhat dam- 
aged state. it seems to us very mysteri- 


ous how such an accident should occur

in the broad daylight in smooth water too. 
We trust, that the pilot commissioners will 
investigate the matter in a rigid, impartial 
and satisfactory manner and thus throw 
light upon a subject of the most vital im- 
portance to the community at large....’’

lestia wreck despite the poor weather 
and rough seas that hampered activities 
during the first two weeks. The group al- 
SO conducted its reconnaissance of the 
Montana at the end of the project. That 
wreck is about three nautical miles north- 
west of Ireland Point, Bermuda. 

After identifying key survey points for 
mapping the site of the Mary Celestia (the 
project's primary focus), the ECU group 
divided into two, two member teams. For 
the next two weeks, one team concen- 
trated on gathering data from the bow 
section while the other concentrated on 
gathering information from the stern. Ac- 
cording to Gordon P. Watts, the pattern of 
deterioration for both sections Is similar 
to that he has observed on more than a 
dozen blockade runner wrecks. 

During the third and final week of the 
project, the two teams concentrated on 
various sections of the wreck’s engineer- 
ing space. That area, amidships, includ- 
ed the steamer’s machinery between the 
two boilers, the boilers themselves and 
the two paddlewheels. The underwater 
archaeological group photographed, 
measured, drew and studied exposed 
features of the entire wreck (portions re- 
main buried beneath the ocean floor).

‘It appears that the steamer was origi- 
nally more than 200 feet in length, ap- 
proximately 21 feet in beam fore and aft 
of the paddlewheel boxes and about 40 
feet in the beam across the paddle- 
wheels, Watts said. Emphasizing, how- 
ever, that analysis of the wreck had not 
been completed, he added that ‘‘the hull 
of the ship was iron plate, riveted over a 
wrought iron frame with with oak decks 
and a composite oak and iron super- 
structure. The almost vertical bow of the 
ship,’’ he added, ‘appears to have been 
covered by a turtleback [a shroud cover- 
ing the forwardmost 10 feet of the ves- 
sel]..’ Watts said “The vessel's two 14 
foot diameter paddlewheels were driven 
by four foot diameter pistons operating in 
oscillating cylinders.’’ Steam was provid- 
ed by two fire tube boilers forward and aft 
of the engine room. The stern of the 
blockade runner, meanwhile, was de- 
signed to include an overhanging ellipti- 
cal fantail. Furthermore, the vessel was 
probably fitted to utilize three sails. The 
sails were primarily used for stability and 
consisted of a gaff main, mizzen and jib. 
The main and mizzen masts and booms

£ Wi the approach of his comet this 


year, the name of the English as- 
tronomer and mathematician, Edmund 
Halley, blazed across newspapers, mag- 
azines and books. Sales of telescopes 
skyrocketed. Maybe we should remem- 
ber our periscopes, too. 

Few people realize there were times 
when old Halley was busier at the bottom 
of the sea than he was looking into outer 
Space, and that he developed diving 
equipment far in advance of his time. 

In Halley’s era, 1656-1742, no one had 
figured out how to build a decent snorkel 
through which man could breathe on the 
surface, yet Halley skipped all those pre- 
liminaries and went straight to the bot- 
tom—about 60 feet. 

That was a significant depth for those 
days. Nevermind that no one understood 
what happened to the human body under 
pressure—things like the bends or air em- 
bolism. These nasties weren't to be dis- 
covered for 200 years. In those days, the 
idea was to ‘‘fly now, pay later.”’ 

Halley joined a long line of inventors 
who wondered about inner and outer 
space at the same time. Some say Eng- 
lish philosopher Roger Bacon wrote 
about submarine operations as early as 
1250. Leonardo da Vinci thought about 
man in flight and designed a leather div- 
ing helmet covered with spikes to protect 
the wearer from monsters. 

In 1690, about eight years after he dis- 
covered his comet, Edmund Halley de- 
signed a wooden bell ‘‘coated with lead 



































so heavy it would sink empty.” 

Halley's Diving Bell was shaped like a 
traditional Christmas bell and measured 
three feet in diameter at the top, five feet 
at the bottom, eight feet in height. There 
was a seat around the mouth of the bell 
for divers to sit on. 

‘| distributed the weight about its bot- 
tom, that it would go down in a perpen- 
dicular situation and no other,’’ Halley 
wrote. ‘‘In the top | fixed a strong but 











clear glass, as a window, to let in the light 
from above, and likewise a cock to let out 
the hot air that had been breathed.”’ 

While it isn’t certain whether the divers 
actually got to do anything but sit and 
breathe once they got underwater, an 
early drawing of the bell reveals a diver 
dressed in a knight's uniform, walking on 
the bottom and carrying a medieval 
weapon—probably to ward off the sea 
monsters that presumably persisted from 
Leonardo's day. 

Cargoes of air were lowered to the bell 
in 35 gallon barrels and flexible tubes 
permitted the transfer of the air from the 
barrels to the submerged chamber. 

Halley and four daring divers reported- 
ly stayed at 10 fathoms (about 60 feet) for 
one and one-half hours in the bell, 
breathing the air that was barreled down 


to them. Halley reported that the only 
problem experienced by the divers was 
a pain in the ears, ‘‘as if a quill had been 
thrust into them.”’ But this sensation was 
“only temporary,’ he said. 

This is a sure-fire indicator that the ear- 
ly underwater pioneers did not under- 
stand the effects of pressure on the hu- 
man body. 

Halley presented his test results in the 
volume, Philosophical Transactions, pub- 
lished in London in 1716. The title of his 
paper was, The Art of Living Under Wa- 
ter: Or, a discourse concerning the 
Means of furnishing Air at the bottom of

the Sea, in any ordinary Depths. 

When you think about it, 60 feet is no 
“ordinary’’ depth. As it turns out, Halley 
was not only ignorant about the effects of 
pressure on his men’s ears, but he also 
did not understand the effects of pressu- 
rized nitrogen on their other parts. 

Every one of Halley's divers, in fact, 
should have been bent after this experi- 
ment. Divers can only stay for 60 minutes 
at 60 feet, and after that, they have to 
make a decompression stop on the way 
back to the surface, to avoid the bends. 

It is conceivable that Halley and his 
men stopped at ten feet for awhile on the 
way back up and the maneuver was nev- 
er recorded in Philosophical Trans- 
actions. Or, they were all seized with the 
bends once they got to the top, but the 
condition passed after they lounged 
around on the deck of the boat. Or, their 
depth gauges weren’t working that day 
and they really didn’t get down to 10 fath- 
oms. Or, their watches weren't working 
right and they weren't submerged for a 
full 90 minutes. 

Whichever it was, we cannot help but 
remain in awe of the early pioneers who 
did what they did without knowing half of 
what they were doing. 

And, certainly, those daring divers de- 
serve applause for agreeing to sit in a bell 
‘coated with lead so heavy it would sink 
empty’ and breathing air brought to them 
in barrels. >

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iLearned About Diving From That 
Lost At Sea

he dawn arrived in a brilliant explo- 

sion of orange shades, heralding the 
start of a beautiful day. The winds were 
calm and the seas were flat, providing the 
right conditions for diving in an area that 
we only frequent on days like this. 

We steamed out of Barnegat Inlet, New 
Jersey toward a section of wreckage 
known only to a handful of divers. Our 
normal protocol aboard the boat is to 
navigate to a wreck site using Loran. 

After finding a wreck, we usually hook 
in using a grapple type hook, hoist our 
dive.flags, record our Loran position and 
post a volunteer on the bridge to oversee 
our general position. If we should hook 
into a weak section of wreckage or if the 
hook is not set securely, it can pull out al- 
lowing the boat to drift. The look-out’s re- 
sponsibility is to alert the crew when this 
occurs. If divers are already in the water, 
we lift anchor and stand-off the wreck 
with the engines idling and retrieve divers 
as they surface. The divers are instructed 
beforehand that they should inflate their 
vests and swim toward the boat as we 
will not move into the wreck area until 
everyone has surfaced. If there are no 
divers in the water, we move over the 
wreck and rehook. 

After so many uneventful trips, our nor- 
mal cautious behavior was relaxed. We 
dropped our anchor, posted a look-out 
and made our first mistake—forgetting to 
record the Loran numbers for this site. 

My buddy and | suited up and minutes 
later were beginning our descent to the 
bottom 80 feet below. Once there, our 
first order of business was to check the 
hook. It seemed to be in the wreck se- 
curely. Satisfied, we continued on 
searching for lobster. 

The dive was incredible; there were 
lobsters everywhere. In a matter of 30 
minutes, | had amassed almost 20 
pounds of these tasty delights. In the fren- 
zy of the hunt, a second mistake oc- 
curred—my buddy and | became separat- 
ed. Our plan was to surface and return to 
the boat as soon as we realized we had 
lost each other. My buddy did and 
amazed those aboard with his catch. 
When | finally realized he was not with 





me, | swam in the direction of the anchor 
to begin my ascent. | approached the 
area | thought the hook should be in, but 
| could not find it. 

Meanwhile, aboard ship, the wind had 
picked up and a slight chop spread 
across the calm waters. The look-out, my 
wife, was being bombarded by screams 
of ‘I’m hungry”’ from the passengers. Be- 
ing the perfect hostess, she checked the 
buoy position, satisfying herself that we 
hadn't moved since she had started her 
watch, then headed below to make a 
quick snack for her hungry horde. The 
added strain the wind placed on the an- 


chor line pulled the hook from the wreck. 
At that particular time, my buddy reached 
the back of the boat. The non-divers, 
neophytes to our U/W world, were en- 
thralled with the lobsters. No one aboard 
realized the boat was adrift. 

Up | went, breaking the surface and 
looking for the boat. It was not in my field 
of vision, but | knew as soon as | turned 
180 degrees, | would see it. Our marker 
buoy, a one gallon container, was inches 
from my head when | completed the half 
circle; still no boat! | was sure when | 
moved the buoy, the boat would be right 
there and, | was partially right. The boat 
was there, but not the large looming hulk 
| expected. Instead, it was a tiny speck 
100 yards away. 

With everyone satiated for the moment, 
my wife returned to the look-out station 
and noticed immediately the buoy was 
nowhere to be seen. Moving to the Loran 
to check our coordinates, she realized 
the original position had never been re- 
corded. She searched her memory for 
the name of this wreck. Once she knew 
that, she could look up the correct posi- 
tion in our log and head back to the spot. 
It was fruitless; the wreck was my secret 
and no one aboard knew its location. My 
secrecy could ultimately have proven fa- 
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tal. Responding quickly, she positioned 
every person on board at different quar- 
ters around the boat, scanning the hori- 
zon for the buoy or the diver. The anchor 
was hauled up and stowed while the boat 
was made ready to get underway. 

My first reaction was to scream and | 
did. There was no response from those 
aboard. | could see the boat, why 
couldn't they see me? | reached for my 
whistle, assured it would effect a re- 
sponse. The whistle wasn't there. | had 
never attached it to my new buoyancy 
compensator. | raised my light and 
shined it in the direction of the boat, still 
no response. | pumped air into my drysuit 
hoping to be raised higher out of the wa- 
ter to make the upper yellow portion of 
the suit more visible. Then | dropped my 
weightbelt, hoping to come out of the wa- 
ter even more. | better stay near the 
marker buoy, | thought, that way they can 
find me using the Loran. | screamed a 
second time. Wait, the boat is moving, | 
thought. Oh, no, it’s going the wrong way. 
| resigned myself to a very long swim. 

My wife tried to remain calm but the 
truth was that they couldn't find me. She 
decided they would search ten minutes 
more, then call the Coast Guard. We had 
discussed emergency procedures and 
she knew how to react. ‘“‘Quiet!’’ One of 
the passengers yelled, ‘| hear some- 
thing! It’s coming from that direction.” 
Spinning the boat around, off they went, 
only to find an empty sea. 

Disheartened, | decided to yell as loud 
as | could until | couldn't yell anymore, 
hoping against hope that someone would 
hear. The boat turned in my direction. It 
came slowly at first and then faster. My 
young son, on the foredeck, broke into 
tears when he sighted his dad bobbing in 
the open sea. 

The emotions of the moment took 
over—gratitude, then anger—and finally | 
collapsed in exhaustion. Did we learn 
from the incident? I'll say. Never before 
had we realized just how important dive 
boat protocol is to the submerged diver. 
Equally as important is the boat handling 
skills of those left aboard when the owner 
of the boat goes below. If you think that 
it can’t happen to you, don’t wait to find 
out, /earn from our mistakes! »#.
